C olonel John won the Travers in 
2008. Five years later, his fuU- 
brother Mr. Hot Stuff won the 
A.P. Smithwick, giving the siblings 
a rare flat/jump Grade 1 double at 
Saratoga. 

But has it ever been done before? 
Hard to believe, but there is 
some precedent-back in the 1950s, 
back before races were graded, back 
when names like Jeffords played the 
Thoroughbred game (flat and jump). 



In 1957, at Saratoga, PoHceman Day 
won the New York Turf Writers Cup 
Steeplechase. Owned by Walter M. 
Jeffords, the son of Challedon carried 
future trainer Jimmy Murphy to victory 
and was trained by eventual Hall of 
Famer Sidney Watters Jr. A year later. 
Piano Jim won the Travers Stakes at 
Saratoga for Sarah Jeffords, trainer 
Oscar White and jockey Bobby Ussery. 
The son of *Bernborough was also 
bred by Walter M. Jeffords. 

The horses were half-brothers, both 
produced by the legendary broodmare 
Blue Denim. She later produced Serge 
de Nimes, the granddam of Hall of 
Fame steeplechaser Lonesome Glory.

T here's no more Sewickley, but there 
will always be a Sewickley's Paddock 
at Courdand Farm in Easton, Md. 
The retired sprinter and sire-earner of 
more than $1 million on the track-died 
July 10 at 28. Coke claimed the New 
Jersey-bred in the end, but he did plenty 
in a life full of success for owner/breeder 
Robert Evans and the other people in the 
horse's life. 

“He was an extremely unique horse,” 
said Courdand manager Scott Warner. 
“I've been in the horse business 28 years 
now and he was the smartest horse I've 
ever been around, bar none. He was 
personable, intelligent and for a stallion a 
pleasure to be around.” 

Working in Florida at the time, Warner 
never saw Sewickley run, but remembers 
watching the 1990 Vosburgh Stakes-Gl 
on television to see that year's evenmal 
champion sprinter Housebuster compete. 
Sewickley won the 7-furlong test, repeating 
his victory of a year earlier. Trained by 
Scotty Schulhofer, Sewickley won 11 of 
32 starts in a career that covered parts of 
four years from 1987-'90. The son of Star 
de Naskra also won the Fall Highweight 
Handicap-G2, Tom Fool-G2 and 
Commonwealth Breeders' Cup. He 
finished among the top three in his final 
eight starts (seven of them stakes). 


“He was a very good racehorse,” said 
Evans. “He bruised his foot and finished 
eighth in the (1988) Wood Memorial 
or we were starting to think Kentucky 
Derby.” 

Sewickley was retired to stud—first 
in Florida, then at Courdand and finally 
at O'Sullivan Farms in West Virginia, 
where he was among that state's leading 
sires. Pensioned in 2001, he remrned to 
Courdand and became the farm's retired 
star. 

Nobody did much at the farm without 
checking with Sewickley. He was treated 
like any other horse. He had a stall. 

He came in daily, had his feet picked 
and painted, was groomed. As long as 
the weather cooperated, Sewickley was 
outside as much as possible - in an acre- 
and-a-half paddock that will soon bear his 
name on a plaque. 

“He'd been there so long, we always 
referred to it as Sewickley's Paddock so 
that's what it will be,” said Warner. “Foals 
and yearlings, you raise them and send 
them on. If they're fillies, sometimes they 
come back as broodmares but you might 
not see them again. I literally saw this 
horse through half his life. Horses come 
and go in this business, but he was around 
for a long time.” 


Sewickley responded to the care at 
Courtiand, putting humans through paces 
as if to remind them of his stature. The 
millionaire was twice named New Jersey- 
bred champion sprinter and older horse, 
and was the state's Horse of the Year in 
1990. Housebuster, his rival in that 1990 
Vosburgh, was inducted to racing's Hall 
of Fame in August. 

At the farm, Sewickley was in charge. 

“It's intangible mostly but he 
understood,” said Warner. “He liked 
to play Httie games when he would get 
turned out, especially with a new handler. 
He'd kind of test out the new guy or gal. 
Sometimes I'd have him and he'd want to 
try me at the gate. I'd just look at him and 
say ‘Sewickley, seriously.' Then he'd look 
at me and as if to say ‘Oh, it's you.' He 
clearly knew who was handling him and 
what he could get away with.” 

He wasn't mean or dangerous, just 
proud and smart. At Courtiand, he was 
allowed to be. Evans rattled off tales 
of Sewickley: the horse appeared at the 
gate one morning without his halter and 
fetched it from the field on cue; one night 
Evans awoke to whinnies and squeals and 
went outside to find Sewickley visiting 
the mares (he'd unlatched his gate but 
couldn't quite figure out how to unlatch 
theirs). 

Sewickley never looked his age, and 
Warner thought the horse would live to 
30 and beyond. Sewickley went to New 
Bolton Center for treatment of the coke, 
but Warner and Evans made the call after 
weighing the options and the horse's 
future quality of life. Sewickley was 
cremated and he'll be buried at Courtiand 
alongside his dam Surgery and his half- 
sister Shared Interest (a Grade 1 winner 
and the dam of leading sire Forestry and 
Breeders' Cup winner Cash Run). 

Mostly, Sewickley will be missed by the 
people who cared about him. 

“We're going to miss him a lot,” said 
Evans. “He was important to our whole 
family and important to everyone on the 
farm. He's probably my favorite horse.” 

“He had a good long Hfe,” said 
Warner. “We're always going to miss him 
and the farm seems different without 
him, but he had a great Hfe.”

N orman Lewis, a noted researcher 
and director of Washington State 
University’s Institute of Biological 
Chemistry, has owned Thoroughbreds 
for approximately 30 years. In the late 
1980s, while hving in Virginia and work¬ 
ing as a professor at Virginia Tech, he 
became friends with Maryland-based 
trainer Michael Dickinson, with whom 
he campaigned his first stakes winner. 
Into Bucks. Lewis’ small stable was grad¬ 
ually transferred to King T. Leatherbury 
when Dickinson moved on to a new 
career with his patented Tapeta racetrack 
surface. 

Lewis got his first homebred stakes 
winner on June 22 at Penn National 
when Leatherbury-trained Lightning 
Electric scored in the Smarty Jones 
HBPA Stakes. The 6-year-old chestnut 
gelding was making only his 10th career 
start, after being sidehned by injury 



for two years. Lightning Electric is a 
son of Cetewayo, the Grade 1-winning 
millionaire trained by Dickinson who 
raced until he was 10. Speaking with 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbreds Cindy Deubler, 
Lewis discussed his involvement as a 
breeder and owner. 

Coming up with Lightning Electric: 

I bought a baby, Flamme Rouge, and 
Michael had her but we couldn’t get her 
to the track. She’s a Blushing John mare, 
and I retired her as a broodmare. 

I pick the matings for my mares, 
but my interest in Cetewayo was simply 
because everytime I went up to Michael’s, 
he was a horse who always caught my 
eye. 


Lightning Electric’s racing career: 

I had been waiting for six years 
to get him on the mrf, and the first 
opportunity was at Pimlico (on June 8, 
which he won). There were no turf races 
when we had him ready, then we had to 
lay him off when he got hurt. I knew 
he had abihty, and it was a question of 
whether we could bring him back. Like 
his sire, he’s a completely different horse 
on the mrf 

One of the most dangerous things in 
the world is an owner with a condition 
book-1 nominated him (to the stakes) 
without talking to King because it was 
the closing date. I explained that to 
King, and once we saw the nominations, 
we decided to have a go. We thought 
we had a shot, he was improving and 
developing. 

When he was laid up, I thought 
I would probably try hurdling or 
steeple chasing. But King looked at him 
and said, “no, lets bring him back.” 

Memorable racing experience: 

I went to the Kenmcky Derby with 
Michael and Joan (Wakefield), to go with 
Tapit. And it was a terrible, sloppy day, 
and we were beaten by a horse whose 
name I’U never forget, Smarty Jones. 

That was quite a disappointing day for 
us, since Michael beheved the horse was 
going to win the Derby. It was a tittle bit 
of a coincidence that Lightning Electric’s 
stakes win was the Smarty Jones. 
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Congratulations

C laiming horses is an odd little business. 

It's founded on asymmetric access to information-the owner and trainer 
of the horse know virtually everything, and would-be claimants know only 
what they can glean from available sources. That leaves claimants guessing-about 
the motives of the connections, the soundness of the horse, the meaning of an 
unexpectedly good or bad recent performance. 

Guess right, and enjoy the fruits of a good claim. Guess wrong, and, well, 
guessing wrong is an expensive mistake. 

It's that high-stakes poker feel that draws many to claiming and keeps them in it. 
Ken Ramsey, for example, plays the racing game at the very highest level-but he's 
also happy to drop a claim shp on a horse he Ukes. 

Yes, risk is integral to the claiming game-financial risk, that is. 

What shouldn't be integral, however, is risk to the well-being of the horses 
themselves. 

That's why yesterday's (July 16) Maryland Racing Commission decision to give 
conditional approval to a new claiming rule, one advocated for by the Maryland 
Thoroughbred TTorsemen's Association, makes so much sense. The rule would 
allow claims to be voided when a horse dies or is euthanized on the track, or (at the 
claimant's discretion) within an hour after a race in which the horse is vanned off 
If ultimately approved—which seems likely (it was to be decided in mid- 
August) —the new rule will help reduce the incentive that some unscrupulous 
connections feel to “dump" unsound horses in the hopes of losing them via the 
claimbox. It's horse-friendly, which is the impetus behind it. 

It's also owner-friendly. It means that if I drop $15,000 on a horse, say, then I get a 
living, breathing horse. That's not much of a guarantee-it might be a horse not worth 
what I paid for it, or a horse with injuries that require time off. But it's a lot more 
sensible, and fairer, than telling me that I might get a living horse—or I might not. 

And fans and bettors will appreciate knowing that racing is taking this step in the 
direction of protecting its horses. 

This rule won't change the racing world; it won't right every wrong, or protect 
every horse. 

But it's a simple, common-sense fix to a flaw in the claiming system—one that will 
make the system kinder to horses and fairer to owners. 

The verdict: thumbs up.

S ally Barnes needed a hand. 
Attending a Steeplechase 101 
clinic in Maryland in 2011, she and 
husband Casey were given an overgirth 
to use on her horse. At a loss for how 
to use it, they asked trainer Joe Davies 
for a quick how-to. Davies happily 
obliged, and while saddling the gelding 
he noticed the brass nameplate on the 
horse’s halter: 

BOVARI 

Nijinsky II—L’Attrayante (FR). 

‘ds that who this is?” he asked the 
couple. Yes, he was told. ‘‘No way—this 
used to be my horse.” 

It had been a long time since the 
two had crossed paths. Bred by Allen 
Paulson, Bovari never raced on the flat 
(despite his regal pedigree) and made his 
racing debut for Davies as a 3-year-old 
in the Future Champions Cup Hurdle 
Stakes at Great Meadow in 1995. It was 
an inauspicious inauguration; he pulled 


up. But over the next 4 Vi years, Bovari 
spent time with some of the top names in 
steeplechasing. 

He was produced from the Tyrant 
mare L’Attrayante (Fr), a multiple graded/ 
group stakes winner of $935,969. She was 
a classic winner in France (Poule d’Essai 
des Pouhches-Gl) and Ireland (Irish One 
Thousand Guineas-Gl) before capmring 
Woodbine’s E. P. Taylor Stakes-G2 in her 
North American debut in 1983. Bovari was 
among the last crop of Nijinsky II, who 
won the English Triple Crown in 1970. 
Trained by the legendary Vincent O’Brien, 
Nijinsky sired the winners of both the 
Kentucky Derby and Epsom Derby in 
1986—Ferdinand and Shahrastani. 

But Bovari did not follow his ancestors 
to glory on the flat tracks. Instead, his 
past performances reveal that he was well 
traveled on the jump circuit, running at 
Tryon, Atlanta, Camden, Aiken, Foxfield 
and Saratoga among other meets. After 


Davies, Tom Voss, Sanna Hendriks, Neil 
Morris and Tom Kirlin all set the tack 
before the big bay retired in April 2000 
with a record of 20-3-6-2 and |40,775 
earned. 

He ended up in the barn of Middleburg, 
Va., foxhunter Barbara Riggs, where he 
quickly became Sally Barnes’ favorite. 

The London native had come over on an 
exchange visa to work for trainer Doug 
Fout and fell in love with the area—and 
with Bovari. 

“Barbara Riggs had a lot of nice horses 
who were pushbutton, and he was so 
stubborn,” she said. “If he’s not going to 
go over a jump, there’s no way you’re going 
to get him over it. No means no.” 

Sally began riding him in 2001. “I 
think Barbara had too many horses and 
was leaning more toward the Percheron/ 
Thoroughbred crosses; she hunts with 
Piedmont,” Sally said. “He was my favorite. 
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but he could be a real monster and I think 
she had just had enough of his nonsense ” 

By 2005, Riggs decided they belonged 
together. 

And by that time, Sally had paired up 
with Casey, whom she met via Match, 
com. They felt a bit ahead of the curve 
with the Internet dating concept. ‘At that 
time it was still considered a bit taboo,’’ 
Casey explained. “For the longest time we 
would say we were introduced by a mutual 
friend-Dr. Phil. He was the celebrity 
endorsement back then, so that was our 
joke for a few years.” 

Casey’s background was in Saddlebred 
and Morgan horses. He competed in 
saddle seat events while growing up 
in Pennsylvania and then switched to 
Standardbreds with a stint on harness 
tracks while in college. 

“SaUy was living in Northern Virginia 
and I was living up here when we met,” 
he said. “As you can imagine, the horse 
thing can be kind of a deal-breaker with 
some couples, but we shared the interest.” 

Today they share life with Bovari, a 
few foxhunters, some young homebreds 
and a frenetic Border Collie named Chase 
at their 35-acre Pheasant House Farm in 


DaUastown, Pa. The farm was a from-the- 
ground-up labor of love for the couple, 
who moved in seven years ago. “It was a 
lot of work. It has changed dramatically - 
new roofs, new water, new fencing. This 
farm was just an old cattle farm when we 
got it,” Casey said. 

Bovari serves as mentor and 
disciplinarian to the Barnes’ adolescent 
Thoroughbreds, aU of whom are 
Pennsylvania-sired and -bred. A 3-year- 
old by Cetewayo is in training at Penn 
National with David Geist, on target 
to make his first start in September. A 
2-year-old by Tekken (Ire) waits in the 
wings, with two more Rimrod babies 
on the farm. Bovari has schooled them 
all. “We break everything here by ponying 
them first, and he is a rock star with the 
babies,” Sally said. “He doesn’t take ANY 
nonsense.” 

That seems to be Bovari’s mantra. 
Casey and SaUy freely admit that it’s his 
world, and they’re just living in it. Life is 
on his terms, and those terms must be 
met. “Unfortunately we think we’re the 
winners in the negotiation-but he has us 
trained.” 


In truth, though, Bovari has ante’d up 
plenty since parmering with Sally. They’ve 
hunted, ridden in amateur steeplechase 
races, and even competed on Hunt Night 
at the Pennsylvania National Horse Show 
in Harrisburg, one of the prestigious 
stops on the hunter/jumper show circuit. 
That, however, was a one-time deal. “I 
was absolutely terrified and wH never ever 
do it again,” Sally shuddered. “I wanted to 
throw up. I hate riding in a ring!” 

Now 21, Bovari’s status can be listed as 
semi-retired. “I rode him with Mt. Carmel 
for a while,” Sally said. “He’s the kind of 
horse you can take hunting and he’ll be 
phenomenal, but he’ll be sore for three 
days.” And as both Sally and Casey are 
quick to state, Bovari doesn’t owe them a 
thing. He’s part of the family. 

Photographed on an hot and humid 
summer morning, Bovari put on an 
enthusiastic display when turned out in 
his paddock, tearing off and bucking with 
Chase playing along behind him. Head 
shots required a bucket of feed, however. 
Always employing the art of the deal, 
Bovari steadfastly refused to pose until 
Casey shook the grain at him. ^

Dance to Bristol 
makes a point 
for Bowie 
concept 


D on’t close Bowie. Well... don’t 
close the idea of Bowie. Dance 
to Bristol provided the best 
advertisement for the place with a 
hard-charging victory in the Grade 2 
Honorable Miss Handicap at Saratoga in 
late July. 

The 4-year-old filly is a Kentucky-bred, 
but she’s as regional as the Chesapeake 
Bay with a sales receipt from Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic to prove it. The daughter of 
Speights town learned her early lessons 
with Cary Frommer in Aiken, S.C. At the 
sale, Marylander David Wantz signed the 
ticket for $42,000 and Dance to Bristol 
went to trainer Ollie Figgins III at Charles 
Town. He ran her once at his home base, 
then made a decision. The 5-furlong West 
Virginia oval works for some horses, but 
it wasn’t going to fit Dance to Bristol or 
Figgins’ thoughts on upgrading his stable. 

Enter Bowie. The place used to be 
a regular stop on the region’s calendar, 
racing in the cold of winter and the blaze 
of summer, and developing a passionate 
fan base that frequentiy arrived by train 
and even spent the night during a blizzard. 
Bowie closed its doors as a racetrack in 
1985, but has been ticking along as a 
training center ever since. 

Figgins loves the place. 

‘Tt’s a mile track and it’s a better 
surface,” he said after the Honorable Miss. 
‘‘Charles Town is a hard place to train a 
horse that’s going to run at this level. I 
had a couple of horses I thought would 
fit in Maryland, and her of course, and I 
wanted to creep in there and get going a 
Htde.” 

He’s done more than that. Figgins’ 
horses are competitive anywhere and 
Dance to Bristol could be in the midst 
of a championship campaign. The 
Honorable Miss was her sixth consecutive 


win (and second graded triumph in New 
York) after starting the year with a second 
to Bold Affair in the What a Summer 
Stakes at Laurel. 

The Bowie girl, who races for Susan 
Wantz, is on a roU. Of course, when 
Dance to Bristol spent a few days in 
Saratoga, chickens moved into her stall at 
home but that’s Bowie being Bowie. 

Owned by the Maryland Jockey Club, 
Bowie is set to close as part of the 10-year 
deal struck between track management 
and horsemen. It was the right call. 

MJC should not be expected to fund 
the operation of three stabUng/training 
facilities and, set up correcdy. Laurel 
and Pimlico should have enough space. 
Bowie has some value as real estate in a 
developed area, which could make it a 
source of improvements at the other two 
tracks. Horsemen have to realize the days 
of unlimited stabhng are becoming things 
of the past. 

From any number of standpoints 
(business, consolidation, maintenance 
costs, interloping fowl,..), the closure 
makes sense and pretty much has to 
happen. 

But where do guys like Figgins go 
without Bowie? Where do they creep 
in to get going? Laurel and Pimlico are 
supposed to have more room soon, but 
the concept of another small, quality 
training center really should have legs. 

Fair Hill’s reputation is well known, but 
stalls in the showpiece barns are out of 
reach for some trainers and the added 
shipping costs can weigh on a big stable. 

Bowie works, despite its quirks, 
because its training surface is a winner and 
its occupants are loyal. The same concept 
could work somewhere else.

New Jersey farm was a 
racing power for ge^erations^

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avid Dunham Withers was attracted to the fertile 
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f river-fed farmland of Lincroft, N.J., and created 
Brookdale Farm in the 1870s. Philanthropist Geraldine 
Thompson saw her home as one that should be shared with 
others, and in the late 1960s bequeathed a substantial portion 
of what was once one of the greatest farms in North America 
to Monmouth County to be used as a park. 
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With no horse in sight (other than the 
occasional riding horse), Thompson Park- 
the former Brookdale Farm-stands as a 
glorious link to New Jersey's golden age in 
Thoroughbred racing history 

Located less than a do 2 en miles from 
the Jersey Shore, and a short trip to Mon¬ 
mouth Park, Thompson Park covers 667 
acres and serves as the headquarters for 
the Monmouth County Park System. 
Open free to the pubhc every day of the 
year, the beautifully maintained grounds 
offer places to picnic or hike, community 
pottery and craft classes, playgrounds for 
children, off-leash exercise areas for dogs. 
Wildlife abounds, mature trees hne walk¬ 
ing paths. It's a paradise for those who 
love the outdoors, in an area fast being 
engulfed by development. 

The outiine remains of once enor¬ 
mous Brookdale Farm, which stood the 


nation's best staUions, boasted the finest 
bloodlines in its broodmare band, and 
provided a superb training facility utih 2 ed 
by industry giants named Withers, Keene 
and Whimey. At the farm's height, more 
than 100 employees kept things running 
smoothly, and hundreds of horses gal¬ 
loped over the fertile soil. 

A century ago, Harry Payne Whitney's 
homebred chestnut yearling filly Regret 
was learning her early lessons at her place 
of birth, and soon became a legend. Her 
Kentucky Derby win came just two years 
after Whitney's Brookdale-foaled and 
-raised Buskin and Prince Eugene won 
the 1913 Preakness and Belmont Stakes, 
respectively. The training barn still stands, 
the l-mile training track is now a tree 
shaded trail, and the spirits of the greats 
are felt at every mrn. 


America’s leading turfmen 

D.D. Withers created it. Colonel William 
P. Thompson had great plans for it, legend¬ 
ary HaU of Fame horseman James G. Rowe 
Sr. utih 2 ed it, and Harry Payne Whimey 
preserved it. For more than a half century, 
Brookdale Farm was the base of operation 
for some of the most powerful stables in 
the world. 

“I didn't embark in breeding—I drifted 
into it," Withers was quoted years after 
establishing Brookdale Breeding and Stock 
Farm. The shipping magnate initially want¬ 
ed a weekend and summer retreat in close 
proximity to New York City to expand 
his Thoroughbred racing stable. What he 
created was an establishment with ‘‘a repu¬ 
tation second to none anywhere in the 
country," noted racing historians in the 
1898 tome The American Tuff. 
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Withers' land purchases from 1872 to 
1888 expanded the farm to 838 acres, and 
he oversaw every detail, including layout 
and construction. By the late 1870s, he had 
a growing broodmare band, stallions, and 
training barns filled with homebreds who 
raced in his solid black silks. 

Withers' stable was still growing when 
he died at 71 on Feb. 18, 1892. Eleven 
months later, it was reported that the farm 
had been sold to Thompson. 

First making his fortune as an execu¬ 
tive with Standard Oil, and later becoming 
president of the National Lead Company, 
Thompson was a newcomer to the sport, 
but jumped in full tilt, not only purchas¬ 
ing the property, but also a number of the 
Withers estate's horses. 

The first string to carry Thompson's 
red and green colors debuted in 1894 and 
Thompson got his first winner in May with 



the Withers-bred Golden Rod. The stable 
included a juvenile colt Thompson named 
The Sage, in honor of Brookdale's creator. 
The Sage won that year's Aummn Maiden 
Stakes at Sheepshead Bay in New York. 

WeU-Hked and weU-regarded as a great 
sportsman, Thompson was a charter mem¬ 
ber of The Jockey Club when it was 
established in 1894, and was one of its 
seven appointed stewards. Equating his 
enthusiasm for his racing stable was the 
stable's success-in less than two years, he 
had campaigned a top-class filly named 
*One I Love, winner of four stakes as a 
2-year-old in 1895 (defeating, among oth¬ 
ers, Ben Brush), as well as Requital, whom 
he purchased following the juvenile colt's 
rich Futurity victory in 1895. 

Thompson had grand plans for his 
stable, and hired as his trainer James 
Rowe. When Thompson died suddenly in 



February 1896-he was only 59-it came 
as a huge blow to the industry. The stable 
was taken over by his sons, Lewis S. and 
William P. Thompson Jr. 

Rowe in charge 
at turn of the century 

Rowe ran a successful stable for the 
Thompsons, sending out Brookdale home¬ 
bred L'Alouette to win the Futurity Stakes 
in 1897, the richest race for juveniles in the 
country. But the Thompsons soon turned 
their attentions to other interests, and 
faded from the racing scene. 

Brookdale had become Rowe's home, 
and in 1899 he was training a Brookdale- 
bred gelding he owned outright. When 
Chacornac was entered in that year's 
Futurity, he caught the attention of one of 
the sports greatest breeders and owners. 
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James R. Keene, who paid Rowe $25,000 
two days before the race to take over own¬ 
ership. Remaining with Rowe, Chacornac 
became the third Brookdale-bred Futurity 
winner in five years. 

Keene took out a lease on the Brookdale 
property and for the next decade sent 
his Castieton Stud youngsters to Rowe 
to train, including Hall of Fame legends 
Colin, Sysonby and Maskette. 

Rowe's tenure with Keene ended with 
the disbandment of the stable a few years 
after Colin's retirement in 1908. By that 
time another legendary racing family took 
an interest in Brookdale. 

Whitney Stable grows 
at Brookdale 

Brookdale Farm was home to the 
Thompsons, but they had no need for 
much of the vast property, which was per- 
fectiy appointed for use as a breeding and 
training estabhshment. The Thompsons 
leased the barns and land to a number 
of top stables —the first notable residents 
being Keene's runners. 

William Collins Whimey became 
engrossed in Thoroughbred breeding in 
1897, and by 1902 had established a large 
broodmare band-with a number of mares 
bred by Withers-as well as a stallion of 
exceptional quality, Hamburg, a $60,000 
purchase out of the estate sale of Marcus 
Daly in 1900. While he kept his breed¬ 
ing stock in Kentucky, Whitney leased a 
portion of the New Jersey farm for his 
racehorses. 

The greatest success for the W.C. 
Whimey runners came with trainer John W. 
Rogers, who took over the stable in 1901. 
A member of the inaugural Racing Hall of 
Fame class of 1955, Rogers sent out a host 
of champions for Whimey, and following 
the senior Whimey's death in 1904, for son 
Harry Payne Whimey. 

Between the 1901 and 1913, eight win¬ 
ners of the Belmont Stakes spent a por¬ 
tion of their young lives at Brookdale, 
either with Rowe or Rogers. The Belmont 
winners were Keene's Commando, Delhi, 
Peter Pan, Cohn and Sweep, and H.P. 
Whimey's filly Tanya, plus Burgomaster 
and Prince Eugene—the latter three all 
foaled at Brookdale. 

During Rogers' years at Brookdale, up 
to his death in 1907, a steady stream of 
stellar runners flowed, including fumre 
HaU of Fame fiUy Artful, a just-mrned 
2-year-old when the elder Whimey died. 
Rogers also directed the campaigns of 
Tanya (by *Meddler) and Burgomaster (by 
Hamburg). 


David D. Withers—Racing^s 
Renaissance Man 


D avid Dunham Withers was born 
in New York City, made a formne 
in cotton in New Orleans, spent 
time in Paris during the Civil War, then 
remrned to his native city. But it was to 
Brookdale Farm in nearby lincroft, N.J., 
where he retreated and devoted his time 
to his love and passion of Thoroughbred 
racing. 

Once ‘‘engaged in the business, he 
continued in it with that enthusiasm and 
unreserved devotion that characterized all 
his proceedings as a sportsman," noted 
The American Tutf chroniclers in the late 
1890s. 

Withers was one of the piUars of 
a sport at a time when licensing and 
regulations scarcely existed. His obimary 
in the New York Herald noted: “He made 
a smdy of racing law, and was the best 
racing authority in America. He had a 
wonderfully retentive memory, and was 
a much deeper student than even his 
friends thought he was." Before taking 
on a larger role as an owner, he became 
a governor of the American Jockey Club 
in 1866, and later served as chairman 
of the first Board of Control, precursor 
of The Jockey Club. He was one of the 
founding fathers of Jerome Park, and 
had a race named in his honor in 1874, 
which remains on the stakes schedule at 
Aqueduct to this day. Withers won the 
race with homebred King Eric in 1890. 

Racetrack entrepreneur 

It was at Brookdale that Withers 
hosted a meeting of industry leaders who 
would purchase and conduct race meets 
at Monmouth Park starting in 1878. 

The first Monmouth Park opened in 
1870, but in less than a decade was failing 
financially. A group which consisted of, 
among others, August Belmont, Pierre 
Lorillard, George Peabody Wetmore, 
James Gordon Bennett and Withers, 
purchased the property in the spring of 
1878. They refurbished the track in 1882. 

By the late 1880s, the immense 
popularity of the race meet at 
Monmouth Park forced an expansion. 
Withers headed the project, and when 
the new track reopened, it was described 
as “the finest running race course 
ever constructed." The New York Times 


reported on June 30,1890: “It is simply 
impossible to tell in print what this grand 
work of Mr. Withers, the crowning 
effort of his career as a racing man, is 
hke. Massively magnificent, superbly 
appointed in every way, imposing in 
each detail. . . The architectural and 
engineering triumphs are his alone, for he 
planned every detail after years of study 
as to the needs not only of racegoers, but 
of horse owners." When criticism of the 
size of the plant was expressed. Withers 
was quoted as saying, “But it was not 
built for today, but for all time." 

Less than two years later. Withers had 
died, and a number of events forced the 
track's closure by 1894. The property 
was sold in 1897 and the “enormous 
cantilever grandstand of iron" was torn 
down. 

Theories and idiosyncrasies 
led to breeding success 

By many accounts. Withers was 
particular, opinionated, determined 
and enterprising. As a breeder, he had 
admirers and detractors. “He had his 
own peculiar theories in regard to the 
development of the Thoroughbred, 
and persisted in following those, ever 
refusing to cater to the tikes and dislikes 
of others," it was written in The American 
Turf. “His judgment was not always 
faultless, but he steadily held to his 
own opinions. When he had come to 
a decision in regard to the merits of a 
stallion, nothing could change him, even 
though the racing world refused to follow 
him or buy his yearlings." 

One of his most ardent pursuits was 
of the colt Uncas, one of the last sons of 
the great stallion Lexington. 

Intending to acquire the colt at any 
cost. Withers missed his opportunity 
to purchase him as a yearling in 1877, 
arriving to the sale too late. Years later 
he persuaded the colt's buyer, Pierre 
Lorillard, to sell him privately, and it 
was reported that when the sale went 
through, “Withers threw up his arms and 
exclaimed, ‘Well, I've got the horse I've 
been after all my life. There is the best 
stallion in America.'" 

Uncas went on to sire 10 stakes 
winners, including Preakness winner 
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Dunboyne 
for Maryland 
owner/breeder/ 
trainer William Jennings 
in 1887, but Withers stood 
other stallions equally as successful. 

And the pendulum could also swing the 
other way, an example being his staUion 
Ventilator, ‘‘whom he despised.” Withers was 
compelled to sell all the Ventilator yearhngs, 
due to his “ineradicable prejudice,” in 1890, 
including fumre stakes winner Air Plant to 
Michael F. Dwyer. 

The account in the Herald noted that: 
“Though ultra-conservative in most of his 
affairs, Mr. Withers out-radicaled the radicals 
at times.” 

Another of Withers’ eccentricities was 
that he would never name a horse until “he 
earned a name by winning a race.” Among 
those was one of his best runners, a colt 
by home stallion Sensation out of the 
imported mare Faverdale. When the juvenile 
won Monmouth Park’s Hopeful Stakes and 
Carteret Handicap in 1888, he had yet to be 
named. Eventually he became Favordale, and 
would go on to stand at stud at Brookdale. 

The management of Withers’ racing stock 
drew the ire of bettors on more than one 
occasion. At one end, he was lauded for his 
sportsmanship—“A man strictly honorable 
in all his dealings, he raced not for money, 
but out of pure love for the sport,” it was 
noted in his obituary in the March 12,1892, 
The Illustrated American. But he also received 


great criticism in the 

One cannot tell when 
the colors (aU black) of Mr. 

Withers have a chance of being in 
front, and when least expected he comes with 
a Report in the Nursery or the Monmouth 
Cup which staggers the speculators. . .” was 
the commentary in April 1881 in The New 
York Times. But the writer was quick to add: 
“Whatever may be said of Mr. Withers’ 
actions as a turfman-and he has been 
severely critici2ed—we do not know of any 
one who has questioned his sincerity in his 
endeavor to promote the welfare of the 
sport, to elevate its standard, and at the same 
time improve the breeding of the American 
race horse.” 

Withers constantly changed trainers and 
jockeys-it was reported that over the 25 
years of his turf career, he had 16 trainers, 
and usually engaged whatever jockey he 
fancied at the time. “He no doubt lost 
many races on this account, the jockeys not 
knowing the peculiarities of his horses,” 
reported the Herald. “Racing may have never 
been able to understand just what was the 
trouble with the Withers horses — whether it 
was training, breeding or bad jockeyship.” 

For aU his investments and success. 
Withers did not campaign a true “star,” but 
he ranked among the nation’s leading owners 
by money won in the last decade of his life. 

However there was no denying his impact 
on the sport. 


Mr. Withers’ Anger 

An account in the Thursday, 
Nov. 13, \ Advance and 
Democrat^ revealed the passion 
and competitive nature of the 
generally “staid” Withers: 

D.D. Withers, the well-known 
breeder and owner of Thoroughbreds, 
is one of the most imperturbable men 
who frequent a race track. He never 
sends any money into the ring and only 
races his horses for glory. At the same 
time he is very much chagrined when 
anythinggoes wrong, but he was never 
known to vent his disappointment upon 
anyone in his employ until the other day 
when fockey Simms got a severe raking 
over from the Sage of Brookdale. It 
appears that Mr. Withers had a filly 
entered in a two-year-old stake on one 
of the last days of the Morris Park 
meeting. He had come all the way that 
morning from Long Branch to see 
the youngster's peformance. With a 
powerful field glass he watched the start 
and although his representative was 
not especially favored she got off well 
in the ruck. The contestants had not 
run a hundred yards, however, before 
the filly got pocketed. With a feeling of 
disgust he lowered his field glass and 
allowed his neighbor to describe the race 
to him. It turned out that the youngster 
was pocketed no less than four times 
and then finished third. Young Simms 
was summoned before the Sage of 
Brookdale and given a severe lecture. 

''How was it, Simms!" said Mr. 
Withers. 

"I was pocketed," replied the jockey. 

"Of course; I know that," 
ejaculated his employer, "and even four 
times at that" 

"Begyourpardon, sir; only three," 
responded Simms, "for after I saw I 
had no chance to win I pulled up the 
filly, and what you took for another 
pocket was only my kindness to the 
animal." 

"Zounds, boy," roared Mr. 

Withers, "I came from Brookdale to 
see my horses win and not to have them 
petted. You are discharged." 

Young Simms will never tide 
another race for Mr. Withers, but the 
latter's ill luck has stuck to him and he 
has since sold the filly that caused him 
to lose his temperfor the first time in 
his life. 
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Trained by James Rowe for breeder James Keene, Peter Pan had already 
sired Pennant when H.P Whitney bought him to stand at Brookdaie in 1913.

H.P, Whitney was 33 when his father 
died, and immediately took on the chal¬ 
lenge of expanding his own racing empire. 
In May 1904, three months following his 
father's death, Whitney leased Brookdaie, 
with the primary intent of moving the 
Kentucky-based breeding stock to New 
Jersey. The New York Times reported . . 
under the terms of the contract Mr. 
Whitney is to take possession of the por¬ 
tion needed for a breeding farm in Sep¬ 
tember. Col. Thompson's heirs wiU retain 
possession of the country seat and the 
farm attached, while the paddocks, pasture 
land, and training quarters wiU be occu¬ 
pied by Mr. Whitney's stock. The training 
quarters at present are rented by James 
R. Keene, who will retain possession until 
September." 


For the next decade, the Whimey stable 
would be stocked with runners foaled in 
New Jersey, and the Whitney family would 
maintain a presence at the farm until the 
early 1930s. 

World class stallions 

Withers sought to create a superb roster 
of staUions for his own private use, and 
their success may have been far greater had 
their owner pursued it. Few of Withers' 
horses were sold during his hfetime, other 
than to cull the numbers or satisfy a par¬ 
ticular whim, and the management of his 
racing stable often brought criticism. Yet 
with somewhat limited opportunities, his 
European imports *King Ernest, *Stone- 
henge and *Macaroon, American-breds 
Sensation and Uncas, and the renowned. 


aging *Mortemer (purchased at the age of 
21) sired numerous stakes winners. 

H.P. Whimey raised the bar much high¬ 
er. When his father's horses were dispersed 
in October 1904, H.P. secured Hamburg 
for $70,000. In coverage of the dispersal, 
held at Madison Square Garden, The New 
York Times noted: ‘Tt had been expected 
that Hamburg would bring a price in excess 
of $100,000, but the very fact that young 
Mr. Whimey wanted the horse and bid 
on him openly, probably had the effect of 
stopping other prospective bidders, as it 
was realized that Mr, Whimey would go 
to a great figure for the horse, and other 
breeders declined to engage in a fruitless 
contest with him." 

The 9-year-old stallion was sent to the 
Lincroft farm, where he remained until

his death in September 1915. The mighty 
son of Hanover was a sensational race 
horse, the nation’s leading sire in 1905, and 
became renowned through his daughters, 
among the most pri 2 ed Artful and Fri 2 ette, 
the latter the ancestress of Seattle Slew and 
Mr. Prospector. Another Hamburg filly, 
Jersey Lightning, was the dam of Regret. 

In 1908, two Whitney Stable yearlings 
showed tremendous promise, and when 
their sire. Broomstick, was offered for sale 
as part of a dispersal in the fall of 1908, 
Whitney bought him too, for a modest 
$7,250. Broomstick stood at Brookdale the 
next six years, and sired his best runner. 
Regret, in 1911. The son of Ben Brush, 
also a member of the HaU of Fame, was 
the nation’s leading sire for three consecu¬ 
tive years (1913-’l 5). 


One of the promising Broomstick year- 
hngs of 1908 was Whitney’s future HaU of 
Famer, Whisk Broom II, who would also 
join the staUion roster at Brookdale. 

Whitney added yet another top-class 
sire when he purchased the Gas tie ton Stud 
StaUion Peter Pan in the faU of 1913 from 
the Keene estate. Peter Pan, then 9, had 
sired two high-class colts in his crop of 
1911—Black Toney and Pennant—the lat¬ 
ter owned by Whimey and winner of the 
Futurity just three days before the sale. 
During a time of uncertainty in the indus¬ 
try, prices had deflated, and Whitney’s high 
bid for one of the nation’s most promising 
sires was $38,000. The son of Commando, 
who stood two seasons in New Jersey, 
lived to be 29 and died a pensioner at the 
Whitney Stud (in Kentucky). 


Whitney and Rowe 
formidable duo 

Political battles were erupting in New 
Jersey and New York at the turn of the 
century, which led to anti-racing measures 
and laws prohibiting betting, and forced 
the closure of tracks in those two states. A 
number of prominent owners either sold 
their stock and got out of the business or 
shipped to England in search of quaUty 
competition (the result of the latter was 
the EngUsh Jockey Club passing the Jersey 
Act of 1913, which refused registration to 
‘‘half-bred” American horses —thus eUmi- 
nating their abiUty to race in that country). 

When Keene shipped the majority of 
his stable to Europe in the faU of 1910, 
Rowe’s future became speculation, with 
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many believing he would soon be train¬ 
ing across the Atlantic. In early 1911, The 
New York Times wrote: “That (Rowe) will 
go to Brookdale in the spring there can 
hardly be a doubt. For Luther Schenck, 
the man who has managed such of the 
famous Monmouth County Farm for Mr. 
Thompson as Mr. Whimey has not used 
it for his Thoroughbreds, has been noti¬ 
fied to move out of the fine house Mr. 
Thompson built 10 years ago for Mr. 
Rowe. Mr. Rowe and his family are prepar¬ 
ing to move in.’’ Rowe was about to start 
the next chapter of his incredible career. 

The association of Rowe and Whimey 
resulted with Rowe being leading trainer 
in the country in 1913 and 1915 (he also 
led in 1908 while training Keene’s run¬ 
ners). The H.P. Whimey stable was the 
nation’s leading owner in 1913 and four 
times in the 1920s (and would have been 
leading owner in 1915, but distraught fol¬ 
lowing the tragic death of his brother-in- 
law, Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, Whimey’s 
horses ran in the colors of his friend Lewis 
Thompson). Rowe remained in charge of 
the Whimey stable until his death, at 72, 
in 1929. 

Rowe won a record eight Belmont 
Stakes, from 1883 to 1913, the last with 
Whitney’s Prince Eugene. Fourteen 
times he sent out a Whimey runner in 
the Preakness, with seven top-three fin¬ 
ishes and a win with Broomstick’s son 
Broomspun in 1921. Rowe defeated the 
immortal Man o’ War with Upset in the 
1919 Sanford Stakes at Saratoga, and 
won nine Fumrity Stakes when it was the 
richest race for 2-year-olds in the world. 
According to the Racing HaU of Fame, he 
trained 34 recognized champions, more 
than any other trainer in history. 

And Rowe won the Kenmcky Derby 
twice, with Hindoo in 1881 (for the Dwyer 
Brothers) and perhaps the most famous of 
all his classic victories, with Regret in 1915. 

Regret was a totally homegrown filly 
for Whimey, and rewarded his faith in his 
selection of bloodstock. Not only had the 
breeder purchased her sire. Broomstick, 
and her grandsire Hamburg, but also 
granddam Daisy F, another out of his 
father’s dispersal. 

Regret’s dam, Jersey Lightning, was 
a wonderful producer. Regret had two 
classy full brothers—multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Barnegat and Fumrity Stakes win¬ 
ner Thunderer—and a half-brother by 
*A11 Gold named Vivid, who won the 
Champagne Stakes. 

The naming of Regret is part of racing 
lore: when Jersey Lightning foaled in the 
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Brookdale Farm History

Regret was always a stable star. Winner 
of the Saratoga Special, Hopeful and 
Sanford Stakes in her only starts at 2, she 
made her 3-year-old debut in the Kenmcky 
Derby and won by 2 lengths. Her only 
other start that year was another vic¬ 
tory over colts, in the Saranac Handicap 
at Saratoga. 

Regret’s only loss in four starts as a 
5-year-old came in the Brooklyn Handicap 
at Aqueduct. Facing fellow Kentucky 
Derby winners Old Rosebud and *Omar 
Khayyam, as well as top handicappers 
StromboU, Roamer and her own stable- 
mate, Borrow, she was on the lead for the 
entire 1 Vs mdes until caught at the wire by 
Borrow (in receipt of five pounds), and 
lost by a nose in track record time. 

When she retired in 1917, Regret had 
won nine of 11 starts, the majority against 
males, and was inducted into the Hall of 
Fame’s third class in 1957. 

Land in capable hands 

Col. Thompson expanded upon 
Withers’ plans when he took ownership of 
Brookdale. In addition to maintaining the 
do 2 ens of strucmres on the property, he 
proceeded with plans to build a mansion 
starting in 1895. 

The residence was still under construc¬ 
tion when Thompson died early the next 
year, and wouldn’t be completed until 
1898. Described as a “Colonial Revival 
with 29 rooms, 14 fireplaces and six bath¬ 
rooms,” it was a great home to raise 
the growing brood of children of Lewis 
and his wife Geraldine, who moved to 
Brookdale in 1896. The Thompsons had 
nine children-four of their own, and five 
of relatives who had been orphaned. 

The Thompsons’ lease agreement with 
the Whitneys, which would last more than 
30 years, provided for the maintenance of 
the property. The Whitneys paid $1 per 
year to use the vast estate, but with the 
understanding that it would be maintained, 
and the taxes and insurance paid. The 
barns, pastures, paddocks and tracks were 
kept in pristine condition and Whitney 
made improvements, such as enclosing the 
massive training barn to allow indoor train¬ 
ing. (At one time there were three tracks 
on the property, including the l-mde main 
track of which an outiine can still be seen.) 

Whimey had shifted his breeding stock 
to Kentucky by 1917, but continued to 
base his training operation at Brookdale 
until his death at 58 in 1930. The farm 
would receive the Whitney yearhngs 
each summer-among the final crops

were Hall of Famers Equipoise and Top 
Flight, Kentucky Derby winner Whiskery 
and Preakness winners Bostonian and 
Whiskery’s full brother Victorian, as well 
as the extremely quick Boojum. 

Harry Payne’s son, Cornehus Vanderbilt 
(C.V) Whitney, chose not to renew the 
lease in 1933, and when Lewis Thompson 
died in 1936, the future of the farm was 
left in Geraldine’s hands. 

Brookdale in later years 

With Geraldine Thompson at the helm, 
Brookdale remained a viable operation. 


Barns were leased out to trainers based 
at Monmouth Park, which had opened its 
doors once again in 1946. Land continued 
to be used for crops, and in 1940, 200 acres 
were sold for a dairy farm. 

Geraldine Thompson was a champion 
of social issues, and became poHticaUy 
active in a pursuit to help those in need. She 
was named the ‘TirstLady of New Jersey,” 
serving as the state’s first woman delegate 
to the Republican National Convention 
in 1923 and was the first woman to be 
appointed to a state board in New Jersey. 

Her resume was vast: she was the driv¬ 
ing force behind the estabhshment of 


the Monmouth County Organi 2 ation 
for Social Services in 1912, and served 
eight consecutive terms on the Board 
of Control of the State Department of 
Institutions and Agencies (1918-’57). She 
spent the majority of her 95 years helping 
others, and the final gift—upon her death 
in 1967 — was 215 acres of her land, as well 
as the mansion which was her home for 
seven decades. 

Monmouth County also purchased 221 
acres of Thompson’s estate, the former 
breeding farm portion of Brookdale, to be 
used for Brookdale Community College, 
which opened its doors in 1969. Many of

the buildings at the college were adapted 
from original barns and other existing farm 
structures. Found on the campus is a statue 
of Regret, the focal point in a garden in 
the student community area. The history 
of Regret became part of a fund-raising 
campaign for the college, which sold com¬ 
memorative bricks with proceeds desig¬ 
nated to provide scholarships for students 
and alumni. 

Saving history 

Without the foresight of Geraldine 
Thompson, the history of Brookdaie 
Farm would have been lost. Monmouth 


County also stepped in to preserve the 
past, rebuilding the three-story mansion, 
which is used as a visitor center, after the 
original structure was destroyed by fire in 
February 2006. Reconstructed at a cost 
of more than $7 million, the visitor center 
is a near replica of the original mansion, 
but was designed to be more functional. 
It reopened to the public in the summer 
of 2009. 

Inside is the Monmouth County Park 
System’s well-researched exhibit on the 
extensive history of the farm, which 
includes rare personal photos from the 
Thompson family. 


Tours of the grounds are given by 
park staff, and nearly 14 miles of trails cut 
through the property. 

At nearly every turn, there is a connec¬ 
tion to history. ^

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The Next Step 

Pittman’s big idea proceeds towardfirst 
RRTP National Symposium at Pimlico in October 


S teuart Pittman thought big when 
he started the Retired Racehorse 
Training Project, but even he 
might be a little taken aback by the 
progress in four short years. 

The RRTP, fueled by Pittman and 
others, has run successful challenge and 
makeover projects, pushed for more 
Thoroughbred competitions beyond 
racing and shined a light on the need 
for more efforts to help horses find 
careers beyond the racetrack. Perhaps 
most importantly, Pittman's organi 2 a- 
tion has motivated individuals in racing 
and beyond to get involved in the cause 
of productive lives for ex-racehorses. 

It aU goes another step forward 
next month with the first RRTP 
Thoroughbred Makeover and National

Oct. 5-6. The event will provide the public appearance of the 
latest crop of Thoroughbreds to dive into the RRTP, 26 horses 
given to 26 trainers to teach, convert and showcase in a variety of 
disciphnes from polo to eventing to steer roping. 

“It's got the potential to be really, really big, which can be 
scary," said Pittman. “The challenge is to get people there and do 
all that we can. We're using the horse to get people to come out to 
a racetrack. Racing has this animal that's pretty popular and people 
are getting involved." 

The symposium is open to the public and will include educa¬ 
tional seminars, guest speakers, a visit by top Thoroughbred show 
jumper Arkansas, a sponsor/vendor area and a makeover party. 
In addition, Pittman has connected with national and regional 
organizations to help turn the event into more than a local stop 
on the calendar. 

The latest step in the RRTP is well under way with the 26 
horses and trainers hard at work. Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbreds Anne 
Frederick culled the following highlights from the group.

F or the Scatuorchio family of New Jersey being at 
Monmouth Park is like coming home. And when 
Verrazano—flying the colors of Let’s Go Stable, 
managed by Kevin Scatuorchio and his brother-in-law Bryan 
Sullivan—blew away the opposition in the 46th running of the 
Grade 1 HaskeU Invitational at Monmouth Park July 28, it was 
cause for major celebration. 


Haskell Day, the highlight of the Thor¬ 
oughbred season in New Jersey, placed 
the focus on positive momentum for the 
state’s racing industry and another tourist 
attraction for the area still recovering from 
the effects of Hurricane Sandy last year. 
The race also focused squarely on the run 
for the 3-year-old championship. With no 
standout emerging from the current crop 
through the first half of 2013, this year’s 
million-dojlar race, run for the first time 
under the sponsorship of British sports 
betting giant William Hill, was prime for a 
sophomore to take a giant step. 


Verrazano ran away with the opportu¬ 
nity. 

The son of More Than Ready, trained 
by Todd Fletcher, regained his stature as 
one of the best of his generation by get¬ 
ting his sixth win from seven starts. By the 
time the striking dark bay hit the top of the 
stretch, the Haskell was over, and the race 
for the Eclipse Award was in full flight. 

Verrazano crossed the wire lengths 
in front of Bob Baffert representative 
Power Broker. It was the largest winning 
margin in race history (breaking the former 
mark of 7 lengths recorded by Fletcher 



pupil Bluegrass Cat in 2006). Finishing in 
a battle for third, 6 lengths behind Power 
Broker, were Micromanage, Preakness 
Stakes-Gl winner Oxbow and longshot 
Pick of the Litter. While the final time 
for the P/s miles was a pedestrian 1:50.68, 
horses were running into a headwind down 
the stretch. When all the factors were 
considered, Verrazano earned a 116 Beyer 
Speed Figure, the highest of any 3-year-old 
this year and only one point behind that of 
top handicap horse Game On Dude. 

For a family whose passion for racing 
was groomed at Monmouth, winning the 
track’s biggest race went beyond champi¬ 
onships. 

“This is one of the biggest wins of 
my Hfe,” said patriarch Jim Scatuorchio, a 
Rumson resident who rose to prominence 
in racing circles with Grade 1 winners 
More Than Ready, Scat Daddy and English 
Channel and is a partner in Let’s Go Stable. 
“It’s exciting—this is the highlight race, the 
premier race they point to every year and a 
lot of great horses have won it. And to win 
it by the greatest margin ever in the history 
of the race, that’s impressive.” 

The Monmouth connections run deep. 
Kevin Scatuorchio lives in Red Bank and 
grew up working at Monmouth—“the best 
high school job to have as a kid.” Sullivan 
and his future wife Courtney (Kevin’s sis¬ 
ter) went on their first date together to the 
1997 Haskell. His future father-in-law was 
involved in the syndicate that raced that 
year’s Haskell starter Tale of the Cat, who 
finished fourth. 

The New Jersey residents were eager to 
give something back to their community, 
and they announced on the Let’s Go Stable 
website a few days prior to the Haskell that 
a portion of any earnings from the race 
(1.5 percent, or $9,000 of the winner’s 
share of the purse) would be donated to 
The Foundation to Save the Jersey Shore 
Inc. In a statement on the website, it was 
noted: “Having hved on the Jersey Shore 
for most of our hves, we have spent count¬ 
less summers frequenting various beach 
towns up and down the coast, enjoying 
the many attractions the shore has to 
offer. With this in mind, we have an obhga- 
tion to help our communities and give back 
any way we can.” 

Following the race, Sulhvan added 
that the money was just a part of the 
contribution to the charitable foundation 
that works to aid in efforts to revitalize 
the devastated communities affected by 
Hurricane Sandy by “cutting through the

red tape to solve problems with focus and 
efficiency and bring in needed resources ” 
With Verrazano’s win, ‘ht allows a chance 
to put the foundation in the limelight,” 
said Sullivan. 

Scamorchio and SuUivan created Let's 
Go Stable in 2006, and have utiii 2 ed the 
same connections who found numer¬ 
ous top-class runners campaigned by Jim 
Scamorchio, In addition to their trainer and 
his father, J.J. Fletcher, the team includes 
veterinary consultant Dr. Scott Hay and 
pedigree consultant Alan Porter. 

Though small in numbers. Let's Go 
Stable has raced a number of stakes horses 
in a relatively short time. Glacken's Gal, 
the stable's first winner, became a stakes 
winner at 2 in Belmont Park's 2007 Astoria 
Stakes. They also campaigned Ready's 
Echo, a son of More Than Ready who 
took the partnership to a Triple Crown 
race for the first time when he ran in the 
2008 Belmont Stakes-Gl and finished in a 
dead heat for third at 29-1. 

Another runner campaigned by the 
stable was the flashy chestnut son of Pulpit 
named El Padtino. The colt, purchased as 
a yearling for $210,000, was graded stakes- 
placed at 2 and won the Grade 2 Risen 
Star Stakes in 2012, which got him into the 


Kenmcky Derby field. Although well beat¬ 
en at Churchill, he made an impression. 

‘‘El Padrino was a good colt-he had a 
few problems—but we always felt highly of 
him,” said Jim Scamorchio. El Padrino has 
since been retired, and will stand his first 
season at smd next year at Northview PA 
in Peach Bottom, Pa. 

Family connections to Let's Go Stable's 
Triple Crown runners led to Verra 2 ano, 
whom they purchased as a yearling for 
$250,000 at Keeneland September. In addi¬ 
tion to being by More Than Ready—“we 
look at every More Than Ready,” said Jim 
Scamorchio-Verra 2 ano is the year-young- 
er half-brother to El Padrino, out of the 
Giant's Causeway mare Enchanted Rock. 

The first two starts of Verra 2 ano's 
career couldn't have been more impres¬ 
sive. Unraced at 2, he made his debut at 
Gulfstream Park on New Year's Day and 
rolled home a 7%-length winner going 
6V2 furlongs. A month later, he was, in 
Fletcher's words, “ultra-impressive,” win¬ 
ning a 1-mile Gulfs tream allowance by 
1 6V4 lengths and earning a 105 Beyer Speed 
Figure. Verra 2 ano not only drew the atten¬ 
tion of handicappers looking for fumre 
Triple Crown prospects, but the Coolmore 
team of Michael Tabor, Derrick Smith and 


Susan Magnier, who purchased an interest 
in the colt less than a week later. 

Making one start each month, Verra 2 ano 
capmred the Tampa Bay Derby-G2 in 
March, the Wood Memorial Stakes-Gl in 
April, and went off as the fourth choice in 
the Kenmcky Derby in May, but struggled 
with fast fractions and a sloppy track. He 
resurfaced for Monmouth Park's Grade 
3 Pegasus Stakes in June, and dominated, 
going gate-to-wire in a 9b4-length blowout. 

Verra 2 ano's Haskell win may have been 
expected, but few could have imagined 
how easily the 6-5 favorite would accom¬ 
plish it. 

“I was blown away as he came down the 
stretch,” said Jim Scamorchio. “I was ready 
for this big dogfight-there were a lot of 
good horses in this race, that were training 
well coming in—and all of a sudden he's up 
by 6 or 7 and I'm thinking ‘this is over.'” 

“This is his most impressive race,” said 
Fletcher. “You're talking about a horse 
who is near perfect, except for the sloppy 
track at Churchill.” The victory made him 
a miUionaire, with earnings of $1,551,300. 

Heading into the second half of the 
year, Verra 2 ano has joined the rallying cry 
for all New Jerseyans this year: “Stronger 
than the Storm.” ^

Del ’Cap Royalty 

Rojal Delta defends title with dominating peformance

F ifty years ago, Delaware Park was 
referred to as the ‘‘Saratoga of the 
South” in advertisements because 
of similarities to the upstate New York 


venue, complete with a bucolic, tree-shaded 
paddock, si 2 able crowds and quality racing 
Unlike Saratoga, however, the Stanton 
oval has undergone substantial changes 


since that time to its grandstand and sur¬ 
rounding acreage thanks to the addition 
of a casino and a golf course. It has also 
struggled in recent years to put people in 
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the stands and pari-mutuel handle flow¬ 
ing through the windows, like many tracks 
across the country. 

One afternoon that can always be 
counted on to attract fans is Delaware 
Handicap Day 

Upgraded to Grade 1 this year, the 
76th renewal of the Delaware Handicap 
again attracted a festive atmosphere, with 
families filling the grassy Grove near the 
paddock and bettors braving long hnes at 
the concessions and betting windows. 

Those who ventured to the circa-1937 
track on an extremely hot and humid July 
20 afternoon were treated to a tour de 
force by Besilu Stable's champion Royal 
Delta. It was almost as if she was in a race 
against herself, and not against four other 
rivals. 

The dark bay or brown daughter of 
Empire Maker, who was trying to become 
the first back-to-back winner of the Del 
Uap since Nastique in 1988 and 1989, 
came into the paddock flanked by two 
of trainer Bill Mott's assistants, and was 
noticeably wet with sweat. That's because, 
her owner Ben Leon explained, she was 
not treated with the anti-diuretic Lasix, 
noted in the program by the rarely-used 
“LX" notation. 

“She just doesn't need it," Leon said 
when asked why the anti-bleeding medica¬ 
tion was not given to the mare. 

Hall of Fame trainer Bill Mott explained 
a little further. 

‘Well, it was a hot day hke this at 
Churchill Downs for her last start (the 
Grade 2 Fleur de Lis Handicap June 15) 
and we didn't think she did very well on it," 
he said. “She looked uncomfortable after 
the race and showed some signs of a small 
Httie reaction. The mare has never had a 
shot of Lasix to bree 2 e in the morning in 
her hfe. She probably doesn't need it." 

Royal Delta raced on Lasix in every one 
of her previous 18 starts except her two 
appearances in the Dubai World Cup-Gl 
at Meydan Racecourse, where race-day 
medication is not allowed. Many wondered 
whether being taken off Lasix would cause 
her downfall in the HA-mile Del 'Cap. 
They soon found out it didn't matter a bit. 

All Mike Smith did was put Royal Delta 
on the lead when the gates opened and she 
took it from there. Furlong after furlong, 
she led her pursuers on a merry chase, with 
her advantage 5 lengths after a half mile, 7 
lengths after 6 furlongs, 8 lengths in mid¬ 
stretch and finally 10y4 lengths at the finish 
over She's All In, with And Why Not third. 
It was the largest win margin in the history

of the race, and Royal Delta completed the 
distance in 2:02.04, bettering her 2012 time 
of 2:03.51. 

The victory was her first since the 
Grade 3 Sabin Stakes at Gulfstream Parkin 
February. She was a non-threatening 10th 
in Dubai in March and a leg-weary second 
in the Fleur de Lis. 

A beaming Leon led his champion into 
the winner's circle for the photo, and after¬ 
wards was congratulated by Delaware's 
paddock and television host. Rich Glazier. 

“Any thought of naming this the Besilu 
Delaware Handicap?" Glazier asked. 

“Why not?" Leon shot back with a big 
laugh. The Cuba native, who made his 


fortune as a real estate investor and the 
head of Leon Medical Centers in Florida's 
Miami-Dade County, then added, “We 
should be back next year." 

“Well, win the Breeders' Cup Classic, 
and come back next year," Glazier said. 

“We will!" Leon said. 

When Royal Delta's HaU of Fame train¬ 
er, Bill Mott, finally faced the media after 
hosing her down, he was sweating so 
profusely that it appeared as if he'd given 
himself a bath, too. 

“She's just an awesome mare when she 
finds her stride and gets her rhythm," Mott 
said. “She really covers a lot of ground. 
We weren't going to take anything away

from her if she broke well. She looked hke 
she was the only speed in the race, and she 
obviously was.’’ 

Mott said he ‘‘drew a Hne” through her 
Dubai effort, while in the Fleur de Lis she 
didn’t run her best. 

Inevitably, the question was asked 
whether Royal Delta would be put back on 
Lasix for her future engagements, which 
were expected to include the Grade 1 
Personal Ensign Invitational at Saratoga in 
late August, which she won last year. Mott 
said she most hkely would not. 

“As you might have noticed, she sweat¬ 
ed a little more than some of the horses in 
the paddock, and that’s because she hadn’t 
lost five gallons of water before the race,” 
he said. “But her cooling system was actu¬ 
ally working properly out on the track. I see 
no need to put her back on Lasix.” 

Mott said he was pleased with the way 
the race unfolded, and that Royal Delta had 
a very easy effort. 

“She was a lot more comfortable win¬ 
ning this year because she struggled last 
year,” he said. “She kind of got roughed 
up during the race, and got packed into the 
middle of the first turn. Today she had a 
nice, smooth trip.” 

Royal Delta’s Delaware Flandicap first- 
place prize of $450,000 increased her earn¬ 


ings to $4,251,126, and it was the 11th 
victory of her 19-start career. 

Filly on the rise 

Tim Ritchey has been an integral part 
of the Delaware Park trainers’ colony since 
1991 and he’s won the training crown five 
times. 

Most link Ritchey’s name to champion 
Afleet Alex, who won the Preakness and 
Belmont Stakes in 2005, and was third in 
the Kenmcky Derby after a very rough trip. 
Afleet Alex will forever hold the hearts of 
racing fans after his amazing Preakness 
victory, in which he nearly went down at 
the top of the stretch after clipping heels 
with Scrappy T but recovered to go on to a 
4y4-length triumph. The race is often voted 
“most memorable” in website poUs. 

But many forget that Ritchey was an 
accomphshed horseman long before Afleet 
Alex put him in the national spotlight. He 
was an honor graduate of the Potomac 
Horse Center in Maryland and became its 
head rider, and later trained with the U.S. 
Equestrian Team in Gladstone, N.J. 

Ritchey was also a steeplechase hder 
and trainer before turning his attention to 
the flat. He apphed his knowledge from 
aU aspects of equine sport into develop¬ 
ing such stars as Afleet Alex, and now has 
a potential star in the making in Dancing 


Afleet, who capmred the $300,000 Dela¬ 
ware Oaks-G2 a week before Royal Delta’s 
dominating win. 

Dancing Afleet is a daughter of Afleet 
Alex and was co-bred by Barbara Brown 
and Chuck Zacney in Pennsylvania. Zacney 
was part of the Cash is King syndicate that 
owned Afleet Alex. 

Dancing Afleet made her stakes debut 
in the Oaks fresh off two impressive victo¬ 
ries in maiden special weight and allowance 
tests at Delaware to warrant the chance. 

She handled the assignment with 
aplomb, coming from off the pace under 
Joshua Navarro to run down pacesetting 
He St. Molly late to score by a half length 
in 1:44.59 for the IVie miles. 

“It was a big step up, but it was the 
right time to do it,” Ritchey said. “I always 
thought this horse had the potential to do 
this.” 

Dancing Afleet, who is also Delaware 
Certified, was nominated to the Fitz 
Dixon Cotillion Stakes-Gl at Parx Racing 
in September, which could earn her addi¬ 
tional owner and breeder bonuses. 

Ritchey said it was very special to win 
a graded stakes race with a daughter of 
Afleet Alex. 

“He’s the gift that keeps on giving,” he 
said. ^

Stepping Out 

McPeek^s improving War Dancer 
prevails in three-way photo

T he Virginia Derby was over. The scrum of reporters had dispersed 
and valets, officials and commentators had hustled back to the 
paddock for the next race. 

Under falling darkness, trainer Kenny McPeek and Colonial Downs 
staffer Linda Bernier stood on the awards platform with the blanket of 
flowers that moments before had hung over War Dancer’s sweaty shoul¬ 
ders. Bernier hosed off War Dancer after he left the winner’s circle and 
the attention turned to McPeek. She listened to the interviews, then hung 
around to help him pack the spoils of war. Or War Dancer anyway. 


They discussed the best way to preserve 
the flowers, then Bernier held the box 
while McPeek carefully roUed the garland 
into itself. 

^Mhese things look great framed up,” he 
said. The souvenir will be a great reminder 
of a long day and a sohd effort from an 
improving 3-year-old. Owned by McPeek’s 
Magdalena Racing, War Dancer ousted 
a quality field in the $500,000 Virginia 
Derby-G2 July 13—his first stakes win and 
third win from seven starts. 

It had been a long day for McPeek, 
one that started in Lexington at the 
Fasig-Tipton sales grounds, and ended in 
Kentucky as weU. He flew to Virginia for 
the Derby to saddle War Dancer, an impos¬ 
ing son of War Front. The colt circled 
in the paddock next to another son of 
War Front, the Todd Pletcher trained Jack 
Milton. The colts were opposites, with War 
Dancer almost dwarfing Jack Milton; at 
the wire, they would both be running for 
the win. 
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War Dancer sat well off the pace while 
Redwood Kitten led through fractions of 
:24 and :48.97. He was wide, in the three 
path for most of the running, and oo 2 ing 
into the four path coming into the stretch. 
Jack MUton galloped in the back of the 
pack as well, on the inside until the final 
sixteenth. Charming Kitten stalked just off 
the pace on the rail. The favorite, Rydilluc, 
sat a length off the leader. 

The final sixteenth happened aU in a 
rush: War Dancer took the lead and stub¬ 
bornly refused anyone passage. Charming 
Kitten closed on War Dancer to nab sec¬ 
ond and Jack Milton swung to the outside 
and closed in a bay blur. The chart reads 
head, head, head with War Dancer cover¬ 
ing 1 % miles in 2:03.57 over a turf course 
labeled good. 

‘T thought he was going to draw away,” 
McPeek said. ‘T was actually patting my 
partner on the back, saying, this one's over. 
They won't catch him now. There were a 


couple of horses that fought right on back, 
I was surprised.” 

McPeek, who watched the race from 
the apron, refused to come down to the 
winner's circle until 6 flashed at the top of 
the tote board. 

‘‘It's bad luck to go to the winner's 
circle before it's official,” McPeek said. 
“Especially when there's a close one. I was 
like, no. I'm not going down there until I 
know.” 

McPeek had originally envisioned War 
Dancer as a Kentucky Derby prospect. 
The colt made his debut in January on the 
turf at Gulfstream, finishing 2^2 lengths 
second to Jack Milton, also making his 
first start. In February, McPeek tried the 
$220,000 Saratoga purchase on the dirt. 

“I thought maybe he was a Kentucky 
Derby horse, but then he ran an aver¬ 
age fourth on the dirt it was like, well, 
maybe we need to keep him on the grass,” 
McPeek said. “He's a grass horse. He's a 
little flat footed.” 

A month later War Dancer was back 
on the weeds, breaking his maiden by 2 
lengths at 1 Vs miles. McPeek brought him 
to Keeneland to win an allowance and then 
entered him in the Grade 2 American Turf 
Stakes at Churchill. He ran an improving 
third after encountering traffic coming into 
the stretch. 

In his most recent start before the 
Virginia Derby, War Dancer was second 
over a mile in the Centaur Stakes at Indiana 
Downs. Ridden by Alan Garcia at Colonial, 
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\Nai Dancer (center) dug in late to fight off Charming Kitten (right) and Jack Milton approaching the wire in the Grade 2 Virginia Derby. 


War Dancer dispatched a solid field includ¬ 
ing his old rival Jack Milton. 

Bernier handed McPeek his blanket, 
worked the yearling sale this morn¬ 
ing, jumped the plane midafternoon,” 
McPeek said. “I haven't eaten all day, I 
haven't had time.” 

He carried the flimsy cardboard box 
out of the winner's circle and up the quiet 
apron, back to the airplane and the sale, but 
more than satisfied with his horse. 

Nellie Cashman 
delivers for Abbott 

Francis ‘‘Tres” Abbott (so called 
because of the ‘‘III” behind his name) 
won his first graded stakes with a filly he 
really didn't want to put on the grass. The 
3-year-old Mineshaft filly Nellie Cashman 
had just prevailed by a half length in the 
$150,000 Virginia Oaks-G3 over Colonial's 
outer turf. 

“I always wanted to sprint her, I never 
wanted to put her on the grass,” Abbott 
said. “(Jockey Forest Boyce) had ridden her 
a bunch of times in the morning and when 
she made her first start in November, there 
was no grass anyway, and I kept saying. 


‘She's dirt, she's dirt, she's dirt,' and Forest 
said, ‘No, no, no, she's grass, she's grass, 
she's grass.'” 

Feminine intuition, as it turns out, was 
right: Nellie Cashman made her mrf debut 
in her sixth start and finished second; she 
broke her maiden by 5% lengths in her sev¬ 
enth start a month later. Three weeks later 
Abbott entered her in the 1 Vs-mile Oaks. 

“Anytime you go from a maiden 
to a graded stake is a big step, but we 
always really liked her,” said Abbott, the 
son of Pennsylvania bloodstock agent 
Franny Abbott and grandson of leading 
Pennsylvania breeder Betty Moran. “Even 
when she was being broken, she always had 
a lot of class about her. We figured we'd 
take a shot down here.” 

Owned by Sycamore Racing, Nelhe 
Cashman justified the confidence. She 
briefly took the lead out of the gate but 
allowed Three Hearts to take up the man¬ 
tle. Settling a length off that fiUy, Nellie 
Cashman rode the rail and tracked Three 
Hearts through modest fractions of :25.93 
and :52.21. Shifting to the outside down 
the backside, she moved up to challenge 
Three Hearts into the straight. 


Hustled in earnest by Boyce, Nellie 
Cashman poked a nose in front in the 
stretch, but at the eighth pole, drifted 
toward the stands. That allowed Three 
Hearts to regain the lead. Boyce gave 
Nelhe Cashman a few reminders with 
a right-handed whip and she reengaged, 
passing Three Hearts for the second time 
to gain the victory. Three Hearts kept 
on gamely, but was nipped for second by 
favorite Praia. 

Three Hearts' dawdhng fractions 
changed the gameplan and the expecta¬ 
tions for Abbott. He had expected to see 
the fiUy toward the back of the pack and 
admitted she was being ridden for a piece 
of the prixe money, rather than the win; 
when the gates opened and the pace sce¬ 
nario shook out, the trainer began to hope 
for a tittle more. 

“I ran a filly (in the second race), and 
the speed horses kind of collapsed back 
on her going long down the backside,” 
Abbott said. “I said to Forest, ‘they've been 
coming back. Maybe you want to sit a tittle 
further back.' When they went out there 
and Rosario went and Forest sat in and got 
a tittle cover and the filly relaxed, I thought, 
we might have a shot now.”

Standing in the grandstand and scream¬ 
ing, Abbott waited for someone to come 
catch his filly at the wire, but they never 
came. A win ticket on Nelhe Cashman paid 
tribute to her name-the price on the tote 
board flashed $41.60. 

Based at Fair HiU Training Center in 
Maryland, Abbott nearly didn’t make the 
trip. 

‘‘I thought about scratching and going 
to a PA-bred allowance at Presque Isle, 
but now I’ve kind of torn the condition 
book up,” Abbott said. ‘‘We’ve burned a 
condition.” 

Nelhe Cashman was bred in Penn¬ 
sylvania by Nelson Clemmens out of the 
stakes-winning Pine Bluff mare Ahson’s 
Winner. The win boosted her record to 
8-2-3-1 for earnings of $140,770. * 

Pennsylvania-bred Nellie Cashman surged 
away late to upset the Grade 3 Virginia Oaks for 
Maryland-based trainer Tres Abbott.

Another runner 
for Ramsey Farm 

Leading owner ships in, wins Tippett 
with Virginia-bred Thank You Marylou

C olonial Downs hosted three open 
stakes races as part of the Virginia 
Derby undercard July 13. 

After the Tippett Stakes, Ken Ramsey 
left the winner’s circle with the intention of 
texting racing’s greatest matriarch, Marylou 
Whitney He had just won the 5-furlong 


contest for 2-year-old fillies with a first¬ 
time starter named Thank You Marylou. 

The filly won stylishly, scoring by 3% 
lengths. The daughter of Birds tone saved 
ground on an inside track and let the 
frontrunners duke it out through fractions 
of :22.66 and :46.95. Alan Garcia hustled 


her into the clear from there and Thank 
You Marylou dug in to pass leader Haute 
Cheque and draw away. Garcia showed her 
the whip, but never used it. 

Ramsey was not surprised. This was the 
gameplan aU along. 

‘‘I really thought she’d win,” he said. 
‘‘We thought she was good enough 
because she worked out five bullets before 
she came over here. My hope was she 
could win today and we could run her in 
the Adirondack Stakes at Saratoga and 
Marylou could present the ttophy and I 
could look her in the eye and say, ‘Thank 
you, Marylou.’” 

Ramsey cited the state-bred purse struc¬ 
ture as the incentive to bring Virginia-bred 
Thank You Marylou to Colonial Downs. 

“(Trainer) Mike Maker wanted to take 
her to Saratoga and break her maiden there 
opening day,” Ramsey said, “but she’s a 
Virginia-bred and you get a bonus for win¬ 
ning the race, and money makes the old 
gray mare run.” 

Thank You Marylou was bred by Wick 
and Carter McNeely and took home

$43,200 on a race listed in the condi¬ 
tion book with a total purse of $50,000. 
Ramsey purchased the filly for $47,000 at 
Keeneland November in 2011. 

The winner was named in honor of 
Whimey’s generosity. She arranged to have 
a doctor flown in to treat Ramsey's wife 
Sarah, who suffered a stroke in 2007. 

AL QASR WINS KITTEN’S JOY 

The winner's circle was sans the hero 
for the 114-mile Kitten's Joy Stakes. Kenny 
McPeek, who would be back a few hours 
later with the winner of the Grade 2 
Virginia Derby, looked over his shoul¬ 
der for Al Qasr. The 5-year-old son of 
Aptitude drove home courageously to 
score by a length on the inner turf, but 
rider Ben Creed jumped off shortly after 
the finish when Al Qasr began to stumble 
in distress. 

The horse was vanned off as a precau¬ 
tion and quickly diagnosed as experiencing 
heat stress. He was carefully managed and 
McPeek confirmed later that the horse had 
recovered well. 

A Group 1 winner in Argentina and 
multiple group stakes winner in Peru, 
Kentucky-bred Al Qasr finished no bet¬ 
ter than fourth in his three U.S. starts, all 
graded, for Jose Garoffalo. Making his first 
start for McPeek in the $50,000 Kitten's 
Joy, Al Qasr stalked leader Bernie the 
Maestro until the final turn. Taking com¬ 
mand in the stretch, Al Qasr pinned his 
ears and drove to the wire. 

Al Qasr is owned by Soribel Stable. The 
mount was a pickup for Creed, when slated 
jockey Edgar Prado was delayed flying in 
from New York. 

PTK PUTS CAP ON BIG SEASON 

In the first stakes of the evening, Char¬ 
lottesville, Va.-based PTK LLC closed 
out the Colonial meet in style, finish¬ 
ing 1-2 in the $50,000 Chenery Stakes. 
Silvertonguedtommy, the winner, logged 
a final time of 1:05.88 in the 514-furlong 
contest for 2-year-olds. His stablemate. 
My Corinthian, finished a mere head to 
his stern. 

Both colts came out of races behind 
nationally ranked 2-year-old Debt Ceiling. 
In his last start May 18, Silvertongued¬ 
tommy finished 214 lengths behind Debt 
Ceiling when second in the Rollicking 
Stakes at Pimlico; My Corinthian was 
third behind Debt Ceiling in the Grade 
3 Bashford Manor. Silvertonguedtommy 
made his debut at Pimhco in April. My 
Corinthian broke his maiden by 714 lengths 


in his first outing in June at Colonial before 
shipping to Churchill for the Bashford 
Manor. 

Favorite My Corinthian led the field 
through opening fractions of :22.24 and 
:45.60, with Silvertonguedtommy settled 
three wide and well adrift of his stable- 
mate. The son of Street Boss challenged 
My Corinthian for the lead in the straight 
and the Dane Kobiskie-trained duo eye- 


balled each other to the fine. In the shad¬ 
ow of the wire, Silvertonguedtommy and 
Garry Cruise got in front. 

VIRGINIA-BREDS 
TAKE CENTER STAGE 

Colonial Downs hosted five state-bred 
stakes races on July 6 as part of a program 
that featured the 2012 Virginia-bred cham¬ 
pionship awards. Sheldon Russell, who fin-

ished the meet third in the jockey rankings, 
won three of the five stakes on the night. 

Ashland-based Stephanie Nixon 
watched the 5-furlong Punch Line Stakes 
from three places. First, from her usual 
spot inside on the third floor, then outside 
with John and Anne Tucker, owner/breed¬ 
ers of her entry Boltin’ Out. Then, when 
Boltin’ Out poured it on and started to 
draw away, Nixon sprinted to the apron, 
screaming and cheering. 

The Punch Line was Boltin’ Out’s third 
win of the meet. The 4-year-old son of 
Outflanker, ridden by Richard Monterrey, 
took the lead coming into the stretch and 
despite drifting out near the sixteenth pole, 
held off Jake Rattle N Roll. The race was 
Nixon’s first stakes win. 

‘Words cannot explain it,” she said. 
“To win one in Virginia for Virginia, with 
a Virginia-bred horse, was the dream of a 
lifetime.” 

A two-time winner and stakes-placed 
at Colonial in 2012, Boltin’ Out returned 
this year to win two allowances before the 
Punch Line. Last spring, if you had asked 
Nixon or the Tuckers if that was in the 
cards for the gelding, they probably would 
have hedged. 

“Pat Neusch and FeHx Neusch broke 
him and they sent him to me about 
February of last year and I legged him up,” 
Nixon said. “We were told he might need 
to find another career, he’s not much of a 
horse. When you look at him, he’s kind of 
that way, but you never know because he’s 
galloping on the farm.” 

But Boltin’ Out’s “VA” suffix encour¬ 
aged Nixon and the Tuckers to give the 


horse a try at Colonial. Boltin’ Out was 
unfa 2 ed by the change of scenery, mooch¬ 
ing back and forth from the track, non¬ 
chalant, calm. It wasn’t until Nixon started 
working the horse that he engaged with 
his job. 

The trainer was impressed, yet not 
totally convinced. 

“Did I think he was going to run up the 
ladder like he did? No.” 

But Boltin’ Out hit the board first time 
out, then won in his second start. He 
mrned around three weeks later and took a 
claiming race by 5% lengths. A week later, 
he finished third in the Bert Allen Stakes. 
Nixon was already convinced she had a 
good horse on her hands. 

“He was tired (in the Bert Allen), and 
he was carrying three or four more pounds 
than the other horses, but that second race 
was when I started thinking he might be 
OK,” Nixon said. 

VIRGINIA-BRED SHOWCASE 

In the first of his three stakes wins on 
the July 6 card, Russell piloted the 2-year- 
old colt Long On Value to a 2y2-length 
victory in the Jamestown Stakes as part of 
the Virginia-bred showcase. 

Long On Value, bred by Snow Lantern 
Thoroughbreds and owned by Richard 
Hessee, raced close to the pace, gained the 
lead within the three-sixteenths marker and 
drew away decisively in 1:05.02 for SVi fur¬ 
longs on the outer turf The son of Value 
Plus is trained by Don Roberson and won 
for the second time in as many starts. 

Owner/breeder Sam English’s 5-year- 
old mare Lion Down by Me defeated 2012 


champion Virginia-bred 3-year-old filly 
Heaven Knows What in a barn-storming 
finish in the Oakley Stakes. Heaven Knows 
What, winner of last year’s Oakley, set the 
pace out of the gate and hung on gamely 
but Lion Down by Me came roaring in the 
shadow of the wire to get the victory for 
trainer Robbie Balles and jockey Xavier 
Pere 2 . 

By Lion Heart out of the El Prado (Ire) 
mare Eugapae, Lion Down by Me covered 
SVi furlongs in 1:05 to record her first 
stakes win. 

Virginia-based Carla Morgan trained 
the aptly named winner of the IVie-mile 
Brookmeade Stakes. Lady Olivia, owned 
and bred by Lady Olivia at North CHff, was 
the first stakes winner for David Dobson’s 
farm. The 4-year-old daughter of Silver 
Deputy rated kindly under Russell in the 
back of the pack, scooted closer coming 
out of the turn, found a seam between 
horses in the stretch and prevailed by a 
neck. Virginia trainers Reid Nagle and 
Karen Godsey finished second and third 
with Leda’s Swan and Cobbley’s Bree 2 e, 
respectively. The final time was 1:46.40. 

The Audley-bred Dannhauser returned 
to the scene of his 2012 Daniel Van Chef 
victory to annex the Bert Allen Stakes in 
similar style. Dannhauser spht horses mid¬ 
stretch and sailed home 2 lengths clear as 
the 9-10 favorite. Trainer Kathleen 
O’Connell trains the son of Johannesburg 
for owner Prince Farm. 

The F/i6-mile Bert Allen, completed 
in 1:47.75, was Dannhauser’s 2013 debut, 
following four wins, two stakes, from eight 
starts in 2012. O’Connell gave the 5-year- 
old a winter break after he finished eighth 
in the Grade 3 Tropical Turf Handicap in 
November at Calder. 

FINAL FIGURES 

Big Lick Farm won the owners’ race 
with eight wins at the meet to edge PTK 
LLC and Lady Ohvia Northchff LLC, R. 
Larry Johnson and Sam Enghsh (six each) 
. . . The training championship went to A. 
Ferris AUen III (10 wins) in a photo over 
Hamilton Smith (nine) and Reid Nagle 
(eight). . . Horacio Karamanos ran away 
with the riding title with 32 wins, eight 
more than Xavier Pere 2 . Karamanos won 
at a 25 percent chp. . . Despite the stormy 
weather, attendance for the Virginia Derby 
was 6,040, on par with the 2012 attendance 
of 6,703 . . .

Another Kitten 

Big Blue Kitten the latest offspring 
of Kitten’s Joy to win major stakes

F irst time was the charm for Big Blue 
Kitten, who got a chance to run an 
extended distance on grass and took 
his first Grade 1 stakes in the |I500,000 
United Nations Stakes July 6. 

The victory qualified Ken and Sarah 
Ramsey's homebred 5-year-old by cham¬ 
pion Kitten's Joy for the 1 y 2 -mile Breeders' 
Cup Turf-Gl later this year at Santa Anita 
Park. 


‘Tt's awfully nice to have that automatic 
Win and You're In,' and to have all of 
your entry fees and travel costs paid on top 
of it," said Mark Partridge, manager of 
Ramsey Farm in Kentucky, where Big Blue 
Kitten was foaled and raised and where 
Kitten's Joy stands. ‘‘He's got a lot of stam¬ 
ina in his pedigree, and Kitten's Joy won 
at one mile and a half This horse should 
have no trouble getting the distance him¬ 


self. We're stiU trying to figure out the best 
route to the Breeders' Cup and are talking 
with (trainer) Chad Brown about it." 

Big Blue Kitten took the inside route 
in the United Nations under Joe Bravo, 
known for being the master of the 
Monmouth mrf He rode an extremely 
confident race after piloting the horse to a 
strong second to Boisterous in the Grade 2 
Monmouth Stakes in his prior start June 9. 

Rated off the pace, the winner moved 
up along the rail on the far turn but had 
to wait for room approaching the eighth 
pole. When Bravo saw an opening. Big 
Blue Kitten shot through on the inside and 
closed willingly to prevail by 1Y lengths in 
2:11.98 for U/s miles over the firm course. 
Teaks North was second, a length in front 
of Hangover Kid, while favored Little 
Mike faded to fourth after setting the pace. 

The keys to the victory included the 
condition of the course. While Ramsey 
homebreds and current campaigners 
Stephanie's Kitten and Kitten's Dumplings, 
also by Kitten's Joy, have been able to win 
graded stakes under different track and

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turf conditions, Big Blue Kitten has a 
decided distaste for footing rated as any¬ 
thing other than firm or good. 

“He doesn't seem to like a soft or yield¬ 
ing course," Partridge said. “But he has 
much more tactical speed than Stephanie's 
Kitten or Kitten's Dumphngs. Kitten's Joy 
had tactical speed and Big Blue Kitten fol¬ 
lows him in that regard. He can lay back, he 
can be on the pace, he can lay back just off 
the pace. When it was time for Kitten's Joy 
to go, just let him go and his turn of foot 
was remarkable, and I see a lot of that in 
this horse." 

But in his early days at the farm. 
Partridge didn't envision how good this 
horse would turn out to be. 

‘We raised Big Blue Kitten," he said. 
“A lot of people ask me if he was preco¬ 
cious or if I could tell right away that he'd 
develop into this kind of horse. But there 
was nothing at aU special about him as a 
foal or as a yearling. Yes, it's excellent the 
way he has developed." 

Kitten's Joy was the fifth leading sire 
in North America through Aug. 5 and 
there are plenty more “kittens" coming 
along. One is Pick of the Litter, who 
finished sixth in the $1 million Haskell 
Invitational-Gl July 28 for Crossed Sabres 
Farm and trainer Dale Romans. 

“Kitten's Joy is the gift who keeps 
on giving," Partridge said. “Hopefully, he 
keeps on giving. Big Blue Kitten has a 
couple of full-brothers and sisters coming 
up behind him and the mare is back in foal 
to Kitten's Joy, although we don't own her 
anymore." 

Spent Gold, the 16-year-old Unac¬ 
counted For mare who produced Big Blue 
Kitten, was sold to Renee Clark. 

HEIR APPARENT 

Walking down the shedrow and check¬ 
ing on his charges one morning in the sum¬ 
mer of 2012 at Monmouth Park, trainer 
Ben Perkins Jr. declared that the long- 
retired Wildcat Heir was the nicest “good" 
horse he ever had. The time has come for 
Florida's current fourth-leading stallion to 
move over and allow his son Rainbow Heir 
to share a little of the Hmehght. 

Rainbow Heir, a New Jersey-bred 
3-year-old chesmut colt out of Rainbow 
Pride who was unraced as a juvenile, won 
his first four starts, including the Grade 3 
Jersey Shore Stakes July 4. The win gave 
Perkins a trio of Jersey Shore trophies as 
he also won the race last year with Well 
Spelled, who went on to beat eventual 2012 
champion male sprinter and Breeders'

Cup Sprint-Gl winner Trinniberg in the 
$300,000 Gallant Bob Stakes at Parx, and 
the inaugural in 1992 with Surely Six. 

“Rainbow Heir is nice, that's for sure," 
said Perkins, the son of Ben Perkins Sr., 
who trained on the Mid-Atlantic circuit 
for more than 50 years and won the 1981 
Haskell Invitational with Five Star Fhght. 
“We raised him and have had him the 
whole time. Last summer, he showed he 
had a lot of talent. But we were patient and 
took our time with him, and are glad to get 
him over there this year and let him show 
everyone else what we had already seen." 

The influence of Wildcat Heir as a stal- 
hon is evident in the Perkins barn. Most 
of the current 39 runners have a variation 
of Wildcat, Heir or Forest-referencing 
Forest Wildcat or his son. Wildcat Heir-in 
their names. 

That's because Everett Novak of New 
Farm, the owner and breeder of Wildcat 
Heir and Rainbow Heir, is one of Perkins' 
major chents. Perkins has been training for 
Novak for 11 years and took over after his 
father retired. The transition was seamless. 

“Not only did I train Rainbow Heir's 
dad, I had his mother, too. We had them 
both," said Perkins, who is consulted on 
the New Farm matings and begins his 
association with the foals shortly after they 
are born. “It's nice when you've seen them 
since they were little babies, and it shows 
what a nice job Mr. Novak does with the 


breeding and raising them. To me, that is 
extra gratifying as opposed to going out 
and just buying one. It justifies and sub¬ 
stantiates everything we do." 

The bloodlines run true in Rainbow 
Heir. Before Wildcat Heir's career was cut 
short by an unfortunate injury, he was a 
top sprinter and counted the 2004 Frank J. 
De Francis Memorial Dash-Gl at Pimlico 
among his six wins and four seconds from 
12 starts. 

“Rainbow Heir is just a really nice, 
relaxed horse," Perkins said. “In that 
regard, he reminds me a lot of his father. 
They're super fast and hair-trigger quick, 
but they are so relaxed. He reminds me of 
his father in that he'll work a half in 50 or 
in 46, depending upon what you want him 
to do. Everyone who's been on him says 
he just ghdes along and waits for you to tell 
him what you want him to do." 

Rainbow Heir went out of town for his 
fifth start and finished sixth in the Grade 2 
Amsterdam July 28 at Saratoga. 

Perkins earned a degree in econom¬ 
ics from the University of Pennsylvania, 
yet it was the knowledge acquired on the 
Monmouth Park backside during summers 
spent under his father's wing that is prov¬ 
ing as valuable as his Ivy League education. 

“I grew up around the horses and spent 
my summers in the barn learning from my 
dad. I knew pretty early on I wasn't cut out 
for any ‘real' jobs in Hfe," said Perkins, who 
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also trains Wildcat Heir's daughter and 
2013 Stormy Blues Stakes winner Jewel 
of a Cat, but for J and J Stables and GSP 
Stable. ‘We were in the same barn with 
Mr. Croll (Hall of Famer Warren “Jimmy" 
CroU) for years and years. He was such a 
nice man. I watched him and what he did, 
and he was always accessible to answer all 
my questions. I watched everybody and 
tried to learn as much as I could from 
them. There were a lot of people over the 
years Fd talk to and I always tried to build 
on the information and then try to see 
what works and what doesn't on my own." 

Perkins also works closely with his assis¬ 
tant and longtime friend Chhs Gardiner, 
who started with him after graduating 
from Moravian College. 

“Chhs has been with me for a long 
time," Perkins said. “He and my wife, 
Susan, went to college together and he 
introduced us when she was getting her 
master's degree in clinical social work at 
Rutgers (University). Chris also has a mas¬ 
ter's degree. He got his in public adminis¬ 
tration from Amehcan (University). 

“Susan does a lot of counseling and 
that comes in pretty handy around here. I 
think our only problem in the barn is that 
we've got too much education," Perkins 
said with a hearty laugh. 

GOOD-LOOKING GEEK AND MORE 

Monmouth's showcase day always 
attracts quality runners for celebrated con¬ 
nections from across the continent, but a 
couple New Jersey-breds acquitted them¬ 
selves nicely in both of the listed stakes on 
the Haskell undercard. 

Geeky Gorgeous, who had not visited 
the winner's circle since last September 
and came in off a disappointing sixth-place 
finish in the Blue Sparkler Stakes about a 
month earlier, made those who bet against 
her in the $127,000 Regret Stakes sorry. 
The 4-year-old Devil His Due filly came 
from off the pace to win the 6-furlong 
main track stakes by 2V^ lengths at 14-1. It 
was her first stakes win for owner, trainer 
and breeder Danny Lopez. 

“She just ran super today," said Lopez, 
who foaled the filly out of the Pure Prize 
mare Thatholeinmypocket at his Joe-Dan 
Farm in Medford, N.J. “I knew the first 
quarter mile into the race that she was 
going to be very difficult to beat. The fiUy 
was training super in the morning; she 
blew out well the other day and she was 
ready today." 

Lopez said that he chose the filly's name 
because she was so physically unimpressive 
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Well-traveled Joyful Victory cruised down the stretch in her first trip to Monmouth, taking the 
Grade 2 Molly Pitcher Stakes in a romp for owner Fox Hill Farms and trainer Larry Jones. 


and ungainly as a baby. With six wins in 13 
starts, a bankroll of $270,140 and a stakes 
win over open company, Geeky Gorgeous 
looks pretty good now. 

In the $100,000 Teddy Drone Stakes, 
Robert Abbo Racing Stable's Immortal 
Eyes stayed undefeated at Monmouth for 
this meet when he held off Javerre by a 
neck. Immortal Eyes won the Mr. Pros¬ 
pector Stakes three week earlier and was 
ridden again by Paco Lopez, who won five 
races and two stakes on the day. 

Trained by Damon Dilodovico and 
bred by Adena Springs' Florida division, 
the 8-year-old Greamess gelding was 3-5 in 
the field of seven and won despite trouble 
in 1:10.82. 

“I was bumped a bit on the backstretch 
but got to the front," Lopez said. “Once 
we got to the stretch I hit him twice and he 
started to move. Luckily I was able to hold 
off the five (Javerre) and get to the wire." 

Javerre, bred by Gunsmith Stable and 
owned by Smith and Stable, won the New 
Jersey Breeders Handicap last September 
as part of the New Jersey Thoroughbred 
Festival at Monmouth and this year 
captured the Grade 3 General George 
Handicap at Laurel. He is trained by Cathal 
Lynch and Kendrick Carmouche is his 
regular rider. 

JONES-NAPRAVNIK DOUBLE UP 

Trainer Larry Jones and jockey Rosie 
Napravnik teamed to win last year's Ken¬ 


tucky Oaks-Gl and made July 28 look like 
a day at the beach when they paired to win 
back-to-back stakes, the $150,000 Match¬ 
maker Stakes-G3 and $200,000 Molly Pitcher 
Stakes-G2, with solid performances by Star- 
struck (Jre) and Joyful Victory, respectively. 

In the 68th edition of the MoUy Pitcher, 
Fox Hill Farms' Joyful Victory ran her 
four opponents off their feet, winning 
by a 714 lengths without any urging from 
Napravnik, who later in the day finished 
second on Power Broker in the Haskell. 

The 5-year-old Tapit mare was in front 
by the time she reached the clubhouse mrn 
in the F/i6-mile test and the race was over 
from there. Wine Princess, a daughter of 
former Horses of the Year Ghostzapper 
and Azeri, was game to be second. 

“She was just cruising around there 
today," said Napravnik, Joyful Victory's 
regular rider. “In her last race (a fifth in 
the Grade 1 Ogden Phipps at Belmont) 
the pace was really fast and she was down 
on the inside, so there were no breathers. 
Today, she was able to do her own thing 
on the lead." 

The win was the second graded stakes 
win of the year for Joyful Victory, who 
captured the Grade 1 Santa Margarita in 
March at Santa Anita Park. The victory was 
the second MoUy Pitcher triumph for the 
Jones family, who took the 2010 running 
with Just Jenda, trained by Cindy Jones. 

Calumet Farm's Starstruck wore blink¬ 
ers for the first time and was a focused fiUy 
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A recent arrival to the Larry Jones barn and sporting blinkers for the first time, 
Starstruck (Ire) closed on the outside to take the Matchmaker Stakes-G3.

in the 47th Matchmaker, her U.S. stakes 
debut. The 4-year-old GaHleo (Ire) filly 
came from off the pace to win the IVs- 
mile mrf race by 1^4 lengths. Naples Bay 
closed ground inside the eighth pole and 
was second. 

^‘She's really a nice filly who we acquired 
back in the spring,’’ Jones said. ‘‘She’s 
finally putting it aU together both physically 
and mentally and I’m looking forward to 
finding other stakes for her. Getting back 
to a mile and an eighth made a big differ¬ 
ence, and the addition of blinkers helped 
her relax outside horses and finish well.” 

PANTS ON FIRE WINS AGAIN 

Take Charge Indy went to the front 
early, edged away up the backstretch and 
looked deserving of his 3-5 favoritism in 
the $200,000 Monmouth Cup-G2. 


But then jockey Gary Stevens, who 
was in town to also ride Preakness win¬ 
ner Oxbow in the Haskell, heard a pop 
at the three-eighths pole and puUed up 
the multiple graded stakes winner. Take 
Charge Indy was vanned off the track and 
subsequently retired to WinStar Farm in 
Kentucky following surgery to repair a 
condylar fracture of his left front leg. 

George and Lori Hall’s homebred Pants 
On Fire, stabled at Monmouth with trainer 
Kelly Breen, was in a stalking spot in sec¬ 
ond and took the lead after Take Charge 
Indy was pulled up. He went on to win by 
1^4 lengths over Hymn Book. Pants On 
Fire, winner of Monmouth’s Skip Away 
Stakes last year and Pegasus Stakes-G3 in 
2011, was ridden by Paco Lope 2 . 

“I just tried to keep him on the outside 
in the clear because he doesn’t like dirt in 


his face,” Lope 2 said. “I had to go inside 
Gary a bit when he pulled up, but my horse 
just kept going and tried hard to the wire.” 

FRONT-RUNNER 

The $170,000 Oceanport Stakes-G3 
was the Silver Max attack as the Badge 
of Silver colt cruised to a front-running 
5%-length win under Robby Albarado. 

“He’s just a super quick horse that’s 
capable of laying down some speedy frac¬ 
tions,” said Dale Romans, who trains the 
4-year-old for Mark Bacon and Dana Wells. 
“He just keeps going and going. I only have 
one other horse in my barn that can match 
his easy, fluid stride—and that’s Little Mike.” 

The victory, his fourth in graded com¬ 
pany, pushed Silver Max into seven figures 
for career earnings-$1,058,403-off nine 
wins in 20 starts. ^

Still Pouncing 

Ben’s Cat collects second victory 
in first graded edition of Parx Dash

Peerless Maryland-bred Ben’s Cat added the Grade 3 Parx Dash to his growing legend July 5. 


T he story of Ben’s Cat is a remarkable 
one and it continued July 5 at Parx 
Racing when the resilient gelding won 
his second straight Parx Dash Handicap, 
the first as a Grade 3 stakes. 

Now 7, the Parker’s Storm Cat gelding 
is showing no signs of slowing down, with 
trainer King Leatherbury remarking that 
‘‘he’s as sound and as good now as he’s 
ever been.” Ben’s Cat has bounced back 
from a broken pelvis as a young horse, to 
his belated debut at the racetrack at age 4 
in a maiden-claiming event, to rising from 
the claiming ranks to allowance company 
to graded stakes competition, and finally to 
becoming a millionaire. 

Last year, Ben’s Cat covered the 5 fur¬ 
longs of the Parx Dash in :54.96 on firm 
going, a course record that still stands. The 
course was listed as “good” this year due to 
rain and he won in :59.43. The victory was 
worth $120,000 and was the 22nd of Ben’s 


Cat’s career and his 17th stakes win. He 
upped his earnings to $1,597,140. 

Leatherbury, accompanied by a large 
group of family and friends in the Parx 
winner’s circle, put his cell phone away just 
long enough to get his picture taken with 
the gelding, whom he bred in Maryland, 
and to comment about his amazing lon¬ 
gevity. 

“You know, having a turf horse is a 
blessing, because you don’t run when the 
turf season is over, and you can come 
back fresh the next year,” he said. “And 
there aren’t many turf races, and you’re at 
the mercy of the weather sometimes, but 
sometimes things just work out.” 

‘LEMONADE’ SQUEEZES VICTORY 

Caroline A. Forgason’s Somah Lemon¬ 
ade ended a sour winless skein that 
stretched back to 2011 when she survived a 
long stretch drive over yielding sod to take 


the $250,000 Dr. James Penny Memorial 
Stakes-G3 by a half length. 

The Penny Memorial, run July 2 and 
named in honor of the late state veterinari¬ 
an, drew an aU-star hneup of jockeys thanks 
to its Tuesday running. Riders on hand 
included Joel Rosario, who rode Somali 
Lemonade; Shaun Bridgmohan, aboard 
runner-up Miz Ida; Mike Smith (third- 
place finisher Pianist); John Velazquez 
(fourth-place finisher Hessonite); and Jose 
Lezcano (fifth-place finisher Naples Bay). 

Somali Lemonade, a 4-year-old Lemon 
Drop Kid fiUy trained by Michael Matz, 
placed in four graded stakes during her win 
drought, including a second-place effort in 
the Grade 1 Garden City at Belmont Park 
last September. 

STEADY PROGRESS 

Before he even made his first start, 
trainer Tim Kreiser said that Relay Bill 
“maybe one of the nicest horses I’ve had.” 

Unraced at 2, the 17-hand son of Dance 
With Ravens broke his maiden effortlessly 
at Penn National in May 2012, then ful¬ 
filled Kreiser’s expectations with a victory 
in the $100,000 Capital City Handicap at 
the Grantville track in August, his final race 
of the year. 

Kreiser brought Relay Bill back this past 
June and, although he did not win in his 
first two starts, it was his third start July 9 at 
Parx that really showed he was back. 

Relay Bill blew the doors off his com¬ 
petition in the $66,200 allowance, winning 
by 10 lengths and running the 1 mile over 
the good mrf in 1:37.49 under Matthew 
RispoU. The victory was his third from 
seven starts. 

Relay Bill was bred and is owned by 
James M. Courmey, who has had a num¬ 
ber of talented homebreds competing 
with Kreiser in the last year, including the 
half-sisters Spring Dance and Power of 
Snunner. 

Spring Dance, a 4-year-old Dance With 
Ravens filly, won the $75,000 Dr. Teresa 
Garofalo Memorial Stakes at Parx last year 
and was second in the Maryland Million 
Oaks. Power of Snunner, her half-sister 
by Power by Far, has made eight starts this 
year at 3 and was second in the $60,000 
Silver Train HBPA Stakes at Penn National 
in June. 

SCARY FALL 

To say Meadow Echo Farm and Frances 
Meares’ Rocket Reign endured an eventful 
outing July 21 would be quite the under¬ 
statement. 
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In the day’s finale, the 4-year-old geld¬ 
ing was heading into the first turn under 
apprentice Laura Carson when he chpped 
heels and fell heavily Both horse and rider 
lay on the track. 

Suddenly, Rocket Reign got to his feet 
and began to chase the field, but was 
steered to the outside by an outrider. He 
then jumped the rail near the 7-furlong 
chute and headed onto the backstretch, 
where he ended up in Barn 30. 

‘‘He was a httle scraped up,” said his 
breeder Karen Kohl of Meadow Echo 
Farm. “He hit the ground hard and seemed 
a bit shaken.” 

Carson may have taken the worst of 
the incident, however. After hitting the 
ground, she was knocked out cold for 
more than five minutes. 

“I never got up,” she said. “I woke up in 
the ambulance on my way to the hospital.” 

Carson said she was body sore and 
sustained some facial damage, including a 
black eye, and took the next two days off 
from riding to recuperate. 

A native of Point Roberts, Wash., near 
the Canadian border, Carson began her 
career at Belmont Park before moving 
her tack to Parx in June. She attended 
Chris McCarron’s North American Racing 
Academy in Lexington, Ky.

Upset Specialist 

Russian Dorochenko, trainer of promising 
2-year-oid Tashir, brings big string to track

B ack in 2002, Gennadi Dorochenko 
was known to hardcore Delaware 
Park horseplayers as the man who 
trained and rode his own horses at the 
Stanton oval. 

Dorochenko, who hails from the 
Russian city of Krasnodar, won only one 


race that year and more often than not his 
horses were sent off at double-digit odds. 

After leaving Delaware at the end 
of the 2002 season and setting up shop 
for the next decade at Arlington Park, 
Dorochenko was still sending out long- 
shots, but they were competing in better 
company. 

Dorochenko went from relative obscu¬ 
rity to national fame last year when he 
saddled Hero of Order to win the $1 mil¬ 
lion Louisiana Derby-G2 as a 109-1 bomb, 
as well as placing second and third in the 
Grade 3 Iowa Derby with Hero of Order 
and Macho Bull. 

Now Dorochenko is back at Delaware, 
and he's giving the Delaware racing office 
what it desperately needs. 

“They've given me 72 stalls at Delaware 
Park, and they know I run my horses," 
Dorochenko said. 

One recent runner was Vartan Var¬ 
tanov's 2-year-old Afleet Alex colt Tashir, 
winner of a 5V2-furlong maiden special 
weight in his debut by 2 lengths July 3. 

Dorochenko, through his bloodstock 
company Raut LLC, purchased Tashir for 
$24,000 at the 2012 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
July yearling sale. Raut has increased its 


business at public auction in recent years, 
going from spending $206,700 at the 2008 
Keeneland September yearling sale to 
$2,231,000 in 2012. 

One of Rant's most expensive pur¬ 
chases at last year's Keeneland sale was 
an colt by Unbridled's Song out of Sage 
Chapel, by Street Cry (Ire), acquired for 
$150,000. The more expensive yearlings 
often are sent to Russia, while the lower- 
priced ones are broken by Dorochenko 
and later trained. 

Raut, founded by Dorochenko and his 
wife Irina in 2008, was named after one of 
his favorite horses in Russia. Dorochenko 
began his career in racing as a jockey at 
age 17, riding in Russia. He also earned a 
Master's degree in Equestrian Science from 
Kuban State University. 

THE LATEST LIHLE BROTHER 

The younger full brothers of Kenmcky 
Derby-Gl winner Barbaro always attract 
attention from fans, most of whom are 
hopeful that they might display some of 
his same brilliance on the racetrack. 

Since Barbaro's untimely death, Nicanor 
became stakes-placed, Lentenor became a 
stakes winner, and now Margano is a 
stakes winner after a 12^/4-length blowout 
in the $50,000 Eight Thirty Stakes July 8. 
Margano went to the lead at the start under 
Luis Garcia and defeated his two rivals. 
School House and I'm Not Who I Was, 
with authority. The 1 -mile Eight Thirty was 
originally scheduled for the turf and saw 
its field cut down from nine entrants when 
moved to the main track. 

Owned and bred by the Lael Stable 
of Roy and Gretchen Jackson, Margano, 
like Barbaro, Nicano and Lentenor, is by 
Dynaformer out of the Carson City mare 
La Ville Rouge. *

It is a political action committee formed by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. The PAC solicits voluntary con¬ 
tributions from individuals or corporations to support issues 
or assist selected candidates for public office in the state of 
Maryland who are interested in the problems of our industry 
and are willing to help us solve those problems. 

WHY DO WE NEED PAC? 

The largest market for horses bred in Maryland is horse rac¬ 
ing, an industry which is closely regulated by state govern¬ 
ment. In addition, while not well understood, horse breeding 
is an especially important segment of Maryland agriculture.

There are no deductions or credits allowed on your state tax 
returns but federal law permits a credit of 50 percent on total 
political contributions up to a $50 credit (for a $100 contri¬ 
bution) on individual returns, and a $100 credit (for a $200 
contribution) on joint returns. Political contributions are not 
deductible business expenses.

No Boundary 

Age does little to slow 13-year-old gelding 
Blue Mon, growing legend at Erie track

T hey say age is just a number. Try these 
numbers on for size: Blue Mon was 
foaled in 2000, made his first start as 
a 5-year-old in 2005 and is still going strong 
as a 13-year-old at Presque Isle Downs, 
winning the ninth race of his career on 
May 19 and making the 69th start of his 
career July 14. 

‘‘Blue Mon is a fan favorite,” said his 
trainer Wayne Rice. “He's a light gray color, 
he runs in route races, and he comes flying 
at the finish. And for me. . . weU, he's like a 
member of the family.” 

Lest anyone think that it's not kosher 
to be racing a 13-year-old, Rice quickly 
explains that Blue Mon is treated hke a 
king, and that he gets six months of “down 
time” at Rice's 65-acre farm in Ocala each 
winter. 


But not every racetrack rolls out the 
welcome mat for Blue Mon. Presque Isle is 
one of the few in the country that accepts 
his entry. Even Keeneland, where he com¬ 
peted last year as a 12-year-old, mrned him 
down this year. Rice will keep him in train¬ 
ing as long as he's sound, healthy and has 
a place to race. 

Rice, who hails from the famous racing 
family and is the brother of trainer Linda 
Rice, points out that while a 13-year-old 
horse competing at the racetrack is an 
anomaly, in many other disciplines older 
horses are valued, such as in the show and 
rodeo world. 

“A correct, structurally sound horse, if 
managed properly, can last a long time,” 
he said. “Blue Mon didn't make his first 
start until he was 5, an age at which many 
Thoroughbreds are being retired.” 


Blue Mon, by Maria's Mon out of 
the Honest Moment mare Comforts of 
Home, has been a part of Rice's life-and 
that of his parmer, jockey/trainer Arienne 
Cox—since he was foaled. 

The gelding was the first mount for Cox 
as a jockey, and also her first winner. That 
win came in December 2006 in a two-mile 
starter allowance at Mountaineer by 1874 
lengths. 

From 2006 through 2011 Blue Mon 
continued to perform for Rice, racing 
from May through October of most sea¬ 
sons, and then shipping back to Ocala to 
be turned out in a big pasture with several 
other geldings until it was time to start up 
again. 

Then on the foggy night of May 17, 
2011, at Presque Isle, everything changed 
for Blue Mon, Rice and Cox. The geld¬ 
ing was claimed for $5,000 by trainer Jeff 
Radosevich, and taken to a new barn. 

“It was a bad day in our Ufe,” Rice said. 
“But no matter how bad I felt, I had to take 
it hke a man. It's part of the game.” 

Separated from his routine. Blue Mon 
sulked, would not eat, and would not 
train for his new stable. Radosevich ran 
him three times, all in starter allowance 
company at Presque Isle, and he failed to 
hit the board. After his fifth-place finish 
July 5, Rice bought him back, and the gray 
responded with a victory in his very next 
start Aug. 25. 

“He's the smartest horse,” Rice said. 
“A 3-year-old child could lead him with 
a shoestring. When Arienne rides him, 
she does not have to touch the reins, he 
knows what to do in a race. He's educated 
enough.” 

“Blue Mon is the most honest, hard¬ 
working, enjoyable horse I have ever 
worked with,” Cox said. “He loves his job 
and he loves to teach our young horses 
how to race. By listening to him-giving 
him time off when he needs it, training 
hard, training easy-he rewards us with a 
performance of 110 percent every time. 
I don't tell him what to do in races, as he 
understands the game. I don't have to steer 
him anymore, I just look in the direction 
that I would like to go. He is my friend. I 
broke him as a yearhng, and have ridden 
him about 300 days a year since he turned 
2. We truly have a very special connection.” 

Rice, who has 30 horses stabled at 
Presque Isle, hasn't thought about the end 
of the road yet for Blue Mon. Whatever 
the future brings. Blue Mon will have a 
forever home with Rice and Cox in Ocala, 
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Finger Lakes-based Mystic City (second from ieft) roiied off the turn and took command in 
midstretch on her way to capturing a second consecutive running of the Windward Stakes.

where there’s a big grassy paddock that’s 
waiting for him. 

MYSTIC CITY AGAIN 

Langpap Stable’s Mystic City has won 
two stakes during her 32-race career, and 
they came in the same race-back-to-back 
renewals of the $100,000 Windward Stakes. 

Just as the City Zip mare did in 2012, 
she got the job done in the 2013 Windward, 
contested June 30, except that she received 
absolutely no respect at the betting win¬ 
dows. Dismissed at 29-1 despite coming 
off a sharp third-place effort in a June 9 
Presque Isle allowance, she ran like she 
was even-money, stalking the early pace set 
by the Graham Motion-trained Let’s Get 
Married, making a move in midstretch, and 
then taking command inside the eighth 
pole to puU away to a L/i-length victory. 

Hooh Why, racing in foal to Leroides- 
animaux (Brz), rallied for second, while 
Let’s Get Married held on for third. 

‘‘She Hkes this Tapeta surface a lot,” said 
Pedro Rodrigue 2 , who rode Mystic City in 
last year’s Windward and is currently the 
sixth-leading rider at Finger Lakes. “There 
was a lot of speed, and I chose to be off 
the pace. Turning for home, I had a lot of 
horse left. I was very confident—you can 
rate her, or be up on the pace. That’s how 
I won the race.” 

Mystic City, also based at Finger Lakes 
with trainer Mike Ferraro, has never been 
off the board in five starts at Presque Isle. 
A New York-bred, she races primarily at 
New York racetracks, with her only out-of- 
state forays to Erie. 

The $60,000 she earned in the Windward 
and another $5,000 for a fourth in the On 
the Bus Stakes early in the Saratoga meet 
increased her bankroll to $333,021. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Two $75,000 stakes for Pennsylvania- 
breds topped the July 14 card—the Leematt 
for older horses and the Northern Fling 
for older females. Both, ironically, were 
named after Maryland-bred performers. 

In the Leematt, the 6-year-old Bowman’s 
Band gelding Roadhog came from off the 
pace in his first start over the Tapeta sur¬ 
face to defeat Kelly Rock and Great Invest¬ 
ment, collecting the fourth stakes of his 
career for owner/breeder Ellendale Racing 
LLC. 

In the Northern Fhng, Norris Gelman, 
Daniel McConnell and trainer Mike 
Salvaggio Jr.’s Lenape Rim won her sec¬ 
ond straight stakes as she parlayed a vic¬ 


tory in the Wiseman’s Ferry HBPA at Penn 
National into a score at Presque Isle. 

“She gave me everything she had,” win¬ 
ning jockey William Otero said. “She tries 
no matter what the conditions-slop, turf, 
going long or going short. She just tries.” 

“Turning for home, I didn’t think she 
was going to win,” Salvaggio said. “Then 
I thought maybe she’d be second, but 
she really kicked it in late.” Lenape Rim, a 
5-year-old daughter of Rimrod, defeated 
Lotta Lovin by a neck, with Sixth and Arch 
third, beaten a head, in the blanket finish. 

■ Tuo 22 o Racing’s Purely Hot pulled off 
a hat trick June 30 when she showed 


her heels to three rivals in a $20,000 
starter allowance under jockey Harry Vega, 
improving her record to 6-4-1-1 for the 
year. A 5-year-old Maryland-bred daughter 
of Pure Pri 2 e, Purely Hot previously won 
the $100,000 Satin and Lace Stakes June 9 
and a starter allowance May 29. 

■ Sweetsoutherndame became the third 
winner for her freshman sire Colonel 
John when she dominated nine rivals in a 
5-furlong maiden special weight July 11. 
Owned by WinStar Farm LLC and Bla 2 ing 
Meadows Farm LLC and trained by Tim 
Hamm, the Kentucky-bred was timed in 
1:05.35. #

Nasty Noozie doubles up in allowance 
races after runner-up stakes debut

asty Noozie got her name because, 
well, she used to be really nasty. 

‘As a yearling, she was mean,’’ 
said Donald Demeza, who owns a 10-acre 
farm just outside Gettysburg, Pa., and 
is the filly’s breeder, owner and trainer. 
“When I would feed her, she’d try and 
kick me. One time, I turned her out with 
some younger horses and she tried to kick 
the heck out of them. The whole group 
moved away and stood there, with their 
eyes wide open. She quickly became the 
boss of the field.” 

Nasty Noozy, the winner of two allow¬ 
ance races over an eight-day span in mid- 
July, is a 4-year-old Pennsylvania-bred by 
Partner’s Hero out of the Housebuster 
mare My Yellow Diamond. Her first few 
starts on the dirt weren’t promising, but 
when switched to the turf she blossomed. 


breaking her maiden in a one-mile grass 
race at Penn National in September 2012. 

From there. Nasty Noozie competed 
in allowances at all three Pennsylvania 
racetracks, both on the turf and over the 
Tapeta surface at Presque Isle Downs, 
before she found the winner’s circle again, 
this time in a claiming event at Penn 
National June 12. 

Demeza ran her back in 10 days and she 
finished second in the $60,000 Wiseman’s 
Ferry HBPA Stakes for Pennyslvania-breds 
going 1 Vi6 miles on grass. She led through 6 
furlongs but was challenged in the stretch 
by Lenape Rim, who eked out a nose vic¬ 
tory. 

“We all thought she was going to win,” 
said Demeza. “She didn’t want to let that 
horse get past her.” 

Now stakes-placed. Nasty Noozie went 
back to the allowance ranks July 11 and 


showed how good she was, grabbing the 
lead at the start of the 1 Vi6-mile turf race 
and coasting home virmaUy unchallenged 
as the favorite by more than 3 lengths. She 
followed that up with a 1 %-length win over 
yielding mrf at the same distance July 19. 

“I can’t teU you how thrilled I am at how 
well she’s done,” Demeza said before the 
second allowance score. “Maybe the key 
to it all is the way she’s matured - she stiU 
has an aggressive attimde, but it’s tempered 
a bit.” 

Demeza is hardly a household name 
among Pennsylvania trainers, but that’s 
because he’s only had his license for less 
than two years. 

“I’ve been involved in the sport for 
more than a decade, and it’s really come 
full circle, because I was a breeder and an 
owner before becoming a trainer,” he said. 

While Demeza hails from Maryland, he 
decided to buy his farm in Pennsylvania to 
take advantage of the burgeoning breeding 
program, which was quickly enriched by 
slots revenue. He has three broodmares, all 
of which he bred to Petionville this year, 
a tried-and-true sire who stands at Penn 
Ridge Farms in Harrisburg, Pa. 

Demeza no longer owns Nasty Noozie’s 
dam, but he does have her last foal, a 
3-year-old filly by Lite the Fuse named 
Lucy’s Juha. He also owns Blue Diamond 
AUie, a 7-year-old out of the same mare, as 
well as My Nin, a half-sister to millionaire 
Ben’s Cat who produced a filly by Offlee 
Wild this spring. 

Demeza makes a daily two-hour round- 
trip drive to Penn National to tend to his 
two horses in training, which he stables at 
a private farm across from the racetrack, 
and does aU the work himself. Becoming 
a trainer, he said, has introduced him to a 
new aspect of racing. 

“It’s been humbling, but I love every 
minute of it,” he said. 

With a horse like Nasty Noozie in the 
barn, there’s been a lot to love. 

NEWS AND NOTES 

■ Trainer Chuck Simon recorded a three- 
bagger the night of July 17, winning the 
first, fourth and ninth races, marking the 
first time he’s won three races on a single 
card since starting his career in 1999. 
Simon, based at the Westhampton Training 
Center in Mount HoUy, N.J., with a string at 
Penn National with assistant Susan Ditter, 
sent out 16-1 Frostys Whirl in the first for 
owner Sunset Stables; 3-1 Mustang Island, 
whom he also owns, in the fourth; and 
6-1 Nose First in the finale for owner/ 
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breeder Gum Tree Stables of Larry and 
Laura Ensor. 

“I really Hked the horse in the first race, 
Frostys Whirl,” Simon said. “He has had a 
lot of little, nagging things that have kept 
him from getting back to the races, but he 
always acted like he had talent. Mustang 
Island is a classy old turf-only type and 
Josean Ramire 2 rode him perfectly. Lm 
considering trying to make him a steeple¬ 
chase horse after this season. And Nose 
First had a sprint prep, and we figured he’d 
need more ground. Again, Ramire 2 made 
the proper decision to go to the lead and 
make them try to catch him.” 

Previously based in Kentucky and 
a native of upstate New York, Simon 
migrated back East to take advantage of 
the richer purses in Pennsylvania several 
years ago. 

■ Several notable performances were 
posted in July, beginning with Excessive 
Drama’s allowance victory July 3, in which 
he survived a fierce duel to the wire with 
Lonely Lion and Norte Grande to win and 
stay perfect in three starts. 

Bred by Glenn Brok in Pennsylvania, 
owned by Syknar Farm and trained by 
Bernie Houghton, Excessive Drama made 
a belated debut as a 3-year-old March 29 at 
Penn National, winning a maiden special 
weight against state-bred competition. He 
then came back May 3 to win a state-bred 
allowance prior to his defeating open com¬ 
pany in his third start. Excessive Drama is 
by Outflanker out of the In Excess (Ire) 
mare Excessivelycasual. 

The Tim Woolley-owned and trained 
Airgead collected his second consecu¬ 
tive win when he was placed first via 
disquahfication July 12. The 3-year-old 
Pennsylvania-bred by Badge of Silver was 
bumped and steadied in the stretch by 
eventual victor Bo Strikes Back, who was 
disqualified to fourth. 

Like Excessive Drama, Airgead was late 
getting to the races and did not start until 
March 2 at Laurel Park. Bred by George 
Strawbridge Jr., the gelding is out of the 
Storm Cat mare Air Adair. 

Broadway Stable’s Safari Artie was on 
the shelf for eight months, but returned 
July 13 with a victory for trainer J. Michael 
Rogers. The son of Artie Schiller was 
ignored at 13-1, given the long layoff 
and the fact that he had finished last in 
his 2012 season finale, but he showed his 
heels to seven rivals in a turf allowance by 
4 lengths. Bred in Pennsylvania by Joseph 
Boff, Safari Artie improved to three wins in 
nine starts. ^

Waiting to Stretch 

Runco, In the Fairway nab Coin Coilector 
sprint stakes before moving to longer

it was the first stakes win for the Jeff Runco-trained homebred since last year’s Tri-State Futurity. 


P erennial leading trainer Jeff Runco is 
so dialed to finding consistent suc¬ 
cess on the track at Charles Town, he 
tends to score victories even in races he’s 
reluctant to enter. 

Such was the case in the June 29 Coin 
Collector Stakes, a $50,000 4/2-furlong test 
for 3-year-old West Virginia-breds. Runco 
had just such a horse in his barn needing a 
spot, but that sprint distance was less than 
ideal for In the Fairway. All year, Runco has 
been budding up his prized homebred to 
run longer distances. Sometimes, though, 
money talks. 

^‘Since he’s come back, I ready wasn’t 
wild about shortening him up, but against 
3-year-old West Virginia-breds I couldn’t 
pass up the spot,” said Runco, who is on 
pace to secure his seventh consecutive 


leading trainer title at Charles Town. ^‘So 
we shortened him up for tonight. I thought 
he could handle it, but he wants to go 
further.” 

In the Fairway, a homebred by Posse 
out of Royal Sweep (by End Sweep), has 
been dialing up the distance since winning 
the 4y2-furlong Henry Mercer Memorial 
Stakes during a successful 2-year-old 
campaign that included victories in the 
(longer) West Virginia Vincent Moscareld 
Memorial Breeders Classic Stakes and Tri- 
State Futurity at Charles Town. After a 
four-race win streak to conclude his 2012 
season, Runco shipped In the Fairway to 
Aqueduct in January to run the 6-furlong 
Jimmy Winkfield Stakes, but a splint issue 
that developed over a short winter break 
relegated Runco’s horse to fourth. Back 


at Charles Town, two more fourths in 
allowance company followed before In the 
Fairway regained that impressive form he 
flashed in 2012. 

‘At that point he had a Htde splint that 
was nagging at him a htde bit,” Runco said. 
“He just wasn’t quite himself. We got him 
a htde break over the winter and he’s really 
doing well now. He’s really come around. 
He just wasn’t quite 100 percent. We tend¬ 
ed to that, and since he’s got over that 
he’s really been doing well. He ran a huge 
number his last time out, a 95 Beyer. I’m 
sure he got a good number tonight, too. I 
don’t know if he got that good a number, 
but he ran fast.” 

Going off as the overwhelming 1-10 
favorite among the five-horse field in the 
Coin Collector, In the Fairway hardly 
broke a sweat in dispatching his rivals for 
a 4%-length victory. Jockey Jose Montano 
had the bay colt setting a comfortable 
early pace (:21.62, :44.49) before drawing 
off around the turn and clearing for the 
easy win in a blazing 50.66 seconds (just 
.57 seconds off the track record set by 
Immortal Eyes in 2011). That boosted 
In the Fairway’s mark at Charles Town to 
7-for-lO, including a 4-for-4 mark against 
stakes rivals. Second choice Grey Tiger, 
at 7-1, finished second, followed by Mr. 
Ripken. 

As for In the Fairway, expect Runco to 
resume building up that distance. He sees 
the colt comfortable at 7 furlongs, and is 
targeting October’s West Virginia Lottery 
Breeders Classic as a potential big spot for 
his colt. 

“rU probably go toward that,” Runco 
said. “I don’t know if I want to stretch him 
out in the mile and an eighth (for the West 
Virginia Breeders Classic). He’s a sprinter.” 

Runco won the West Virginia Lottery 
Breeders Classic two years ago with David 
Raim’s gray gelding Golden Set, who con¬ 
tinues to compile a solid career. Now 5, 
the son of Tapit scored a 632-furlong 
allowance win July 13 under Montano. 
Golden Set crossed the wire to win by a 
neck over Trippi’s Secret. That snapped 
a five-race winless streak for the multiple 
stakes winner. 

Raim and Runco rolled out another 
promising entry in 3-year-old filly Spa 
Creek, who won a 6 33-furlong fiUy/mare 
allowance July 20. The daughter of Smoke 
Glacken and Rutledge Dancer (by Sky 
Classic), bred in West Virginia by Rutledge 
Farm, is co-owned by Raim and the 
Runcos’ Coleswood Farm.

Two-year-old Amherst Street deliv¬ 
ered a memorable debut for trainer Javier 
Contreras and owner Phyllis Susini in 
a maiden special weight for state-bred 
2-year-olds July 14. Sent out for his first 
race under Antonio Lope 2 , Amherst Street 
covered the 414 furlongs in 51,61 seconds 
to win by 314 lengths. Bred by James W 
Casey, Amherst Street is a son of Casey’s 
Taylor Mountain Farm stallion Lufrikus, 
who has sired a number of stakes winners 
including Shesagrumptoo, Peaceful Bliss 
and Blues in the Night. 

Amherst Street might be the rare 
Casey-bred runner not to run for Taylor 
Mountain Farms, but another Lufrikus win¬ 
ner—3-year-old filly Donnameade—won an 
allowance June 27. She’s 3-for-3 on the sea¬ 
son after capping her 2 -year-old campaign 
with a third in the Eleanor Casey Memorial 
Stakes. 

JAX AND JILL RUNNING STRONG 

Robert Cole Jr.’s racy filly Jax and Jill 
was back at it in allowance company July 
12, scoring a 3-length victory under Gerald 
Almodovar in a predictably fast :51.38. 


Jax and Jill, a state-bred daughter of Yes 
It’s True out of Rain Song, by Intensity, 
has run roughshod over the comperirion 
with regularity at Charles Town. The lat¬ 
est victory pushed the Scott Lake-trainee’s 
hferime mark to 7-for-9 with four stakes 
victories. 

REGAL REVENGE MAKING ROUNDS 

As impressive as Jax and Jill is, she was 
slightly upstaged just one race later on 
the July 12 card. Five-year-old Kentucky- 
bred gelding Regal Revenge, a son of 
PerionviUe, notched a narrow victory by 
a head over a strong field in an allow¬ 
ance/ optional claimer at the same distance. 
Trained by Douglas Adams for owner 
Gary Myers, Regal Revenge crossed the 
wire in : 51.32 under Brian Hollingsworth. 

The multiple stakes-placed gelding has 
made the rounds, running in everything 
from stakes races to claiming tests at 10 
East Coast tracks during his four-year 
career. With back-to-back wins and a sec¬ 
ond-place finish in the Valentine’s Day 
Handicap this year at Charles Town, Regal 
Revenge just may have found a permanent 
home to end his wandering ways.

Derby horse 
to jumping horse 

Mr. Hot Stuff captures Saratoga’s 
Grade 1 Smithwick for Fisher, Johnston

erby horse? Steeplechaser? Derby 
horse? Steeplechaser? 

Why not both? 

After winning the $100,000 A.R Smith¬ 
wick Memorial with former Kentucky 
Derby-Gl starter Mr. Hot Stuff, train¬ 
er Jack Fisher considered the possibility 
of others following suit. Just how many 


Derby starters out there could be Grade 1 
steeplechase horses? 

‘d don’t know, but they need to call me,” 
replied Fisher, sending a message to owners 
and trainers out there with Thoroughbreds 
looking for new challenges. 

Fisher-trained 7-year-old gelding Mr. 
Hot Stuff — 15th in the 2009 Derby — throt-

ded six rivals in the Grade 1 Smithwick for 
owner Gillian Johnston Aug. 1. Mr. Hot 
Smff and jockey Paddy Young found a 
covered stalking spot behind early leader 
Brave Prospect, assumed the lead leaving 
the backside and galloped the rest into 
submission while winning by 2V^ lengths 
over Italian Wedding, with Divine Fortune 
a neck back in third. After the scratch of 
likely favorite Demonstrative, the winner 
paid $12 as the third choice. 

Young, aboard for the first time, and 
Mr. Hot Stuff proved to be a winning 
combination as the three-time champion 
jockey got the long-striding horse to rate, 
then produced plenty of run when it mat¬ 
tered. Mr. Hot Stuff flew the second-last 
fence and built a quick lead. He maintained 
his advantage around the turn, straightened 
toward the last with energy, switched to his 
right lead approaching the final fence and 
had plenty left for the late challengers. 

‘‘He felt hke a big, strong, galloping 
horse,” said Young. “My main thinking 
was ‘what’s the point of waiting and get-

ting kicked away from by some of the 
more experienced horses at the end?’ He 
was travehng, he winged the second-to- 
last. IVe always thought if you make up 2 
lengths at a fence, there’s no point in giving 
it back and waiting for the others.” 

Mr. Hot Stuff had favorite Divine 
Formne on the ropes leaving the back, and 
used the lead to get a breather. 

‘‘Even though I’m in front. I’m still 
waiting in front aU the way around the 
bend,” said Young of the final turn. “I was 
able to give him a breather. He got a big 
old blow and filled his lungs back up and 
he was able to go again after he jumped the 
last and away he went.” 

The Grade 1 lured its previous three 
winners in Divine Formne (2010 and 2011) 
and Spy in the Sky (2012), but only one 
Derby horse. In his eighth jump start, the 
nearly black Kenmcky-bred finally hved up 
to the promise his breeders WinStar Farm 
had for him-sort of-with a major win 
at Saratoga. On the flat with Eoin Harty, 
Mr. Hot Smff won once in 18 starts. He 
also placed in the Santa Anita Derby-Gl 
behind Pioneerof the Nile and is a full- 
brother to 2008 Travers Stakes-Gl winner 
Colonel John. 

Pedigree and performance aside, the 
son of Tiznow wasn’t going to make it as 
a flat horse and wound up on the market 
as a steeplechase prospect. Fisher heard 
the “big, beautiful horse” description and, 
despite not quite believing it, jumped at the 
chance to add some potential to the barn. 
Gelded and taught to jump, Mr. Hot Smff 
needed a few tries to figure out the new 
game, winning twice in 2011. He was prep- 
ping for a Saratoga start then, but bowed 
a tendon and missed 2012. This year, he 
finished third in his comeback race, won a 
novice stakes at Nashville in May and was 
fourth in his first try against open company 
at Colonial Downs in June. 

From the beginning, Fisher praised the 
horse for his sheer abihty if not his guts. 

“I thought he had a race like that in 
him,” said the trainer. “He’s that talented. 
He is that talented. He can stiU throw a 
clunker in though. His work on Monday 
before we came up here, it was awful.” 

Fisher’s “work” is on a Polytrack gal¬ 
lop at Locust Hill Farm in Maryland, 
uphill, and Mr. Hot Smff doesn’t necessar¬ 
ily attack it every time. 

He’s not the first to loaf on it, but he 
might be the most accomplished. Fisher 


puts part of the blame on that Derby start 
and the chaos of 20 horses, massive crowd, 
more massive bu 22 . 

“You take a horse hke that, he gets his 
head caved in in the Derby, I don’t think 
he tried after that,” Fisher said. “People 
ask me how many Grade 1 horses run over 
jumps. None of them, because they’re too 
good on the flat. But there are a lot of 
horses who run in Grade 1 races as 2-year- 
olds and 3-year-olds who get their heads 
caved in and they’re done. They don’t want 
to try anymore.” 

Enter jump racing. It’s not for every 
horse, but the longer distance, slower pace 
and jumps can make a necessary change of 
pace—literally and figuratively. 

“For some horses to run over jumps, it’s 
a great avenue,” Fisher said. “It looks easy 
for him. He doesn’t even exert himself. He 
can do that. He doesn’t have to exert him¬ 
self, he’s having a good time out there, he 
doesn’t have to run that fast.” 

Fisher originally bought Mr. Hot Smff 
for longtime chent Nick Arundel, who died 
before seeing the horse in his silks over 
jumps. Johnston added Mr. Hot Smff to 
her stable at a dispersal sale, spending more 
than she wanted to and hoping for the 
best. On a Thursday in August, she won 
her first Grade 1 jump race as an owner. 

“It doesn’t always happen, we know 
that,” she said of Mr. Hot Smff’s career 
reclamation. “He’s just a class act. He gets 
into his stride, never really takes a deep 
breath. He’s a lot better at that than he was 
running on the flat. He just looks like he 
enjoys it. He’s a happy horse.” 


SHEPPARD FINDS ANOTHER 
BUDDING STAR 

In aU his years as a trainer, Jonathan 
Sheppard has always been one to do his 
homework, and it’s paying off big time in 
rising steeplechase star Martini Brother. 
Last fall, the well-bred gelding was on a 
farm in Kenmcky smck in the no-man’s 
land between flat and jump racing with 
Brian Murphy. 

The trainer had run the then 4-year- 
old son of A.P Indy and Grade 1 winner 
Island Sand three times over jumps and 
twice on the flat. He was still a maiden in 
both disciplines, though had gotten close 
a few times. And there was that breed¬ 
ing. Murphy took Sheppard, who was at 
Keeneland, to see the horse one day and 
the HaU of Famer hked the raw material. 

“I went out to this farm about 15 miles 
outside of Keeneland and watched them 
gallop the horse, looked at him and they 
told me all about him,” Sheppard said. “I 
thought it seemed like a reasonable deal. 
He’d been third at Shawan Downs (in a 
maiden hurdle) and I’m thinking, not to be 
smart, maybe in my stable with a little bit 
bigger facility and a pretty good infrastruc- 
mre maybe he’d improve a httle bit. With 
that breeding, you figure something could 
pop up. He was a little spotty when we first 
got him, but he gradually got more confi¬ 
dence in himself That’s what it was, he was 
mostly lacking in confidence.” 

He’s got plenty now. In Sheppard’s 
hands. Martini Brother stepped right 
through his conditions with a maiden hur- 
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die win in April, an allowance score in May 
and a novice stakes tally in the $75,000 
Jonathan Kiser at Saratoga July 25, Owned 
by Bill Pape, Martini Brother is the best 
young jumper in training and proved it at 
Saratoga by charging from well back in the 
field of 11. 

Martini Brother swooped from his spot 
at the back, cleared the field on the final 
turn and then held off Sheppard-trained 
entrymate Barnstorming by a half length. 
Extraextraordinary ralHed for third as the 
winner got 2yi6 miles in 3:50.18. 

Jockey Darren Nagle didn’t start out 
thinking he’d be in the back of the crowd¬ 
ed, clustered, jumbled field, but that’s 
where he wound up. 

^At least you can see what everyone 
else is doing,” the jockey said with a laugh 
afterward. ‘‘When everybody jumped off, 
they all came into a cluster and I didn’t 
want to shove him up in there and get him 
knocked around. I had confidence in the 
horse’s ability to travel and the accelera¬ 
tion he’s got so I could take a pull rather 
than put myself into a position to get a 
bad thp.” 

Nagle looked confident throughout, 
even when last early on the final trip down 
the backstretch. 

“I had confidence in the horse’s acceler¬ 
ation, he’s very fast, he’s got loads of gears, 
he stays the trip so he’s got everything that 
you want,” said Nagle. “You can ride a 
horse hke that with a bit more confidence.” 

With that breeding. Martini Brother 
comes by it naturally. For breeder My 
Meadowview Farm and trainer Nick Zito, 
the dark bay made two flat starts in 2011 
(a seventh at Gulfstream Park and a fourth 
at Delaware Park). Reportedly a handful to 
train and work around, the Kentucky-bred 


emerged last May for Murphy, making two 
spring starts before back-to-back seconds 
on the flat at EUis Park and Kenmcky 
Downs. 

Then came the third in good maiden 
company at Maryland’s Shawan Downs 
meet, the introduction to Sheppard and 
nothing but victories through mid-August. 

SARATOGA NOTES 

Veteran hurdler All Together turned 
back the clock and won a Saratoga steeple¬ 
chase for a second time, getting home 
first in a $65,000 optional claimer Aug. 
1 to start a double for Fisher. Owned by 
Andre Brewster and Sheila Williams, the 
8 -year-old Danzig gelding ended a 12-race 
losing streak dating to Saratoga 2011. All 
Together got into the race by the $30,000 
claiming option and towered over the field 
in terms of experience with 22 career 
steeplechase starts. 

He put them to good use, reeling in 
runaway early leaders Network News and 
Pleasant Woodman and taking control with 
an inside run late. Jockey Xavier Aizpuru 
even clipped a few flags with his left arm 
while making up ground on the final turn. 
All Together was making his seventh start 
at Saratoga, having made two starts at the 
New York track in each of the previous 
three years. 

Regular jockey Aizpuru was impressed. 

“It’s tough down there,” Aizpuru said 
of the inside trip. “What I was asking him 
to do was tough at any level and in fair¬ 
ness he did exactly what I was asking. He 
was brave. I was asking him to go through 
small gaps. I wouldn’t have blamed him if 
he’d have backed out and luckily for me 
he didn’t.”

AUTUMN CHASERS 

The fall steeplechase season begins later 
this month with two races, including the 
Grade 1 Lonesome Glory, at Belmont Park 
in New York Sept. 19. The action kicks 
into high gear nine days later at Shawan 
Downs in Maryland and looks familiar 
from there with the 12 stops in Virginia, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, New York, New 
Jersey, South Carolina and Georgia. New 
Jersey’s Far HiUs Races again provide the 
big highlight with $500,000 in total purses 
headed by the $250,000 Grand National 
for open stakes horses Oct. 19. On the 
same day in Virginia, the International 
Gold Cup focuses on timber stakes horses 
with the $50,000 Gold Cup heading a top- 
class card. 

As it did in the spring with the Virginia 
Gold Cup, the International Gold Cup 
will offer pari-mutuel wagering via on-site 
clerks and self-serve tellers plus the addi¬ 
tion of a wireless network and account 
wagering. Likewise, Far Hills was hoping 
to add wagering to its card but was stiU 
working on details with regulators in New 
Jersey. 

In addition to the Grand National, 
open stakes horses will have a Grade 1 
opportunity in the $100,000 Colonial Cup 
Nov. 23. 

Timber horses will get stakes opportu¬ 
nities at Middleburg, Genesee Valley, the 
Gold Cup and the Pennsylvania Hunt Cup. 

They won’t be jumping, but steeple¬ 
chase participants will play big roles in the 
proposed beach race at Atlantic City, N.J., 
Oct. 12. 

Based loosely on Italy’s PaUo de Siena, 
the event calls for several Thoroughbred 
exhibition races on a track carved from the 
beach. The races will not count and do not 
have purses, though there will be appear¬ 
ance fees and full National Steeplechase 
Association sanction with pre-race veteri¬ 
nary examinations and drug testing. Details 
on the course were still being worked out 
in August but was to involve a 60-foot wide 
swath carved from the dunes. 

“If they can’t determine it to be safe, 
we won’t do it, but they’ve done some pre¬ 
liminary work,” said Bill Gallo, the NSA’s 
director of racing. “It’s gimmicky, but it 
positions us strongly with the state of New 
Jersey which is why we want to help out.” 

The event could draw a significant 
crowd and will involve Atlantic City casi¬ 
nos in the marketing and sponsorship. ^ 
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Newsmaker 


On The Rise 

Delawarean Grant builds 
multi-faceted Thoroughbred 
program from one-horse stable 


O n a late May Saturday afternoon, 
Stuart Grant was in Maryland watch¬ 
ing one of his former flat racers 
compete in a hurdle race at Fair Hill, The 
day before, a homebred 3-year-old had 
broken his maiden at first asking at 
Belmont. In early June, he shipped a horse 
to Penn National to run in the inaugural 
$500,000 Penn Mile. 

^Who would have thunk it,’’ he asked 
with a laugh, ‘‘when we started this 13 
years ago?” 


“This” began with one horse in 2000, 
and is now a multi-million doUar racing, 
training and breeding operation. 

“The worst thing that could have hap¬ 
pened, did,” he said. “I made a little money 
when I bought my first horse. So I thought, 
‘If we can do this with one, imagine what 
we could do with three or four?”’ 

Grant, whose runs his operation under 
the name The Elkstone Group LLC, esti¬ 
mates that he now owns about 140 horses, 
including broodmares, foals, horses in 


training and retirees, and he’s involved with 
every element of his business, making 
decisions about where to race them, when 
to retire them, who to breed them to, and 
how to re-train them. 

Originally from the Flatbush area of 
Brooklyn, Grant first got interested in 
horses watching New York City mounted 
police officers. “My grandfather would put 
me on his shoulders so I could see them 
better,” he recalled. “He couldn’t afford to 
put me on a horse, but I loved watching 
them.” 

He and his family moved to Has tings- 
on-Hudson, a small town north of New 
York City, and it was in high school where 
Grant got his first formal introduction to 
the races. 

“The high school science department 
was a bunch of degenerate handicappers, 
and my science teacher taught me how to 
handicap,” he said. “There were a few of 
us, and as we started to drive, we’d run bets 
to an OTB 15 minutes away in the Bronx.” 

Grant would handicap during his free 
periods, and he remembers taking the 
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Dailj Racing Form to 11 th grade chemistry 
class, which doesn’t seem to have adversely 
affected his learning; he says he earned a 
perfect score on his chemistry SAT, 

didn’t want to embarrass myself 
in front of the guy teaching me about 
horses,” he said with a laugh. 

While attending Brandeis University 
just outside of Boston, Grant worked dur¬ 
ing summers in the Catskills and hit Monti- 
cello Raceway on his nights off He went 
on to earn a law degree from New York 
University, his involvement in racing pretty 
much limited at that point to Kentucky 
Derby parties. 

A co-founder and managing director of 
the law firm Grant and Eisenhofer, Grant, 
53, lives in Wilmington, Del., with his wife 
Suzanne and their three children. In 2000, 
his proximity to Delaware Park, along with 
several other factors, prompted him to 
start thinking about buying a horse. 

“I’d had my own law firm for about 
three years, and I’d started to make enough 
money that I could feel comfortable,” he 
recounted. “I was 40, Delaware Park had 
just gotten slots and the purses were up, so 
I did the math, and I reahzed that I could 
afford to a buy a horse.” 

He has owned horses in partnership 
with New York leading owner Michael 
Dubb and with Mike Caruso in Bethlehem 
Stables; the horses who belong to him 
exclusively race in the name of The Elk- 
stone Group LLC. Grant also owns the 
Camden Training Center in South Carolina 
and a share of Windham HiU Farm in 
Paris, Ky, 

Though he didn’t necessarily intend 
to get into the breeding end of the busi¬ 
ness, he found it a namral extension of 
his racing operation and his affection for 
his horses. 

“If you race filhes and they can’t race 
anymore, and you get attached, and you 
don’t want to-or can’t-seU them, you get 
into breeding,” he said. He currently owns 
27 broodmares and has about 18 foals. 

Most of the horses he breeds-and a 
dozen of this year’s crop—are Pennsylvania- 
breds, raised at Derry Meeting Farm, 
and through June he was fifth on the 
state’s breeders’ awards list with nearly 
$80,000. On June 1, Grant’s stakes-win- 
ning Pennsylvania homebred Pitch N Roll 
(Scipion—Provobay, by Dynaformer) con¬ 
tested the inaugural Penn Mile at Penn 
National, finishing fourth, beaten about 
314 lengths. 


While Grant takes justifiable pride in his 
breeding operation and speaks about them 
with obvious affection, he is also prag¬ 
matic. He raced Grade 1 winner Grace Hall 
in parmership with Dubb and Bethlehem 
Stables, but elected to sell her after her 
3-year-old season. 

“She was a wonderful racehorse and 
she probably was going to be a great 
broodmare,” he said. “We thought she 
had another racing season in her, and her 
3-year-old year ended on a nice high note 
with a fourth in the Breeders’ Cup Ladies’ 
Classic. We would have Hked to be on the 
board, but fourth isn’t bad.” 

The big question, said Grant, was 
whether to keep the daughter of Empire 
Maker and race her for another year and 
then breed her, or to seU her. 

“None of my parmers breed, so that 
made the decision a httle easier,” he 
explained. “It didn’t make sense for me to 
buy them out, as she was at her maximum 
value, so we decided that if we could get 
a certain amount, we’d seU. If not, we’d 
keep her.” 

Purchased by Grant and his parmers 
for $95,000 as a yearUng, Grace HaU sold 
for $3.2 million. 

Grant made a different decision with 
the Maryland-bred Smart and Fancy, win¬ 
ner of 11 stakes races, including the 2006 
Maryland Million Oaks. 

“I talked with my parmers (in Win 
and Place Stable); they weren’t interested 
in breeding, so we came up with a price, 
and I took it,” he said. The Not For Love 
mare out of Substimte Teacher, by Shelter 
Half, has three foals by Street Sense on the 
ground and is in foal to Bodemeister. Her 
2011 colt by Street Sense sold for $230,000 
at Fasig-Tipton’s Saratoga select yearhng 
sale last year. 

As if Grant doesn’t have enough to 
do with a farm, a famUy, and over 100 
horses, he also has to worry about get¬ 
ting his homework done. He just finished 
the eighth semester of a pre-veterinary 
program at the University of Delaware in 
which he enroUed in 2009. He had taken 
his last science class at Brandeis in the faU 
of 1978. 

“It’s been incredibly helpful,” he said. 
“I have far more intelligent conversations 
with vets now, and I know how to ask bet¬ 
ter questions.” 

Even he admits, though, that he can’t 
do it all: after having taught law at Widener 
University for 15 years as an adjunct pro¬ 


fessor, he had to give it up. “I had no time,” 
he said. 

Fortunately, and perhaps inevitably. 
Grant’s family-Suzanne, his daughter 
Niki, and sons Jake and Sam-shares his 
affinity for racing. 

“Niki loves horses in large part because 
I do,” he said. “Jake loves handicapping 
and the excitement, and Sam loves animals. 
He’s the horse whisperer, the one who gets 
in there and pulls foals with me. 

“My wife loves the fancy dresses and 
the big hats, going to Saratoga or whatever 
big race it is. She loves to see me happy 
doing it. It’s definitely a famUy thing.” 

Involved at the birth of his horses. 
Grant also is mindful of their fate when 
their racing careers are over. He works 
with two trainers, Richard Valentine and 
Sarah O’Brien, on getting them ready for 
second careers; some he keeps to race, 
some he sells. 

Grant was at Fair Hill in May to watch 
Albany Road, a horse he claimed at Presque 
Isle Downs a year ago. Proving himself to 
be a distance specialist, the Mr. Greeley 
gelding finished second at Presque Isle in 
races at 2 miles and 214 miles, then won 
going 2H miles in 2012. 

‘We gave him the winter off because 
there are not a lot of really long races,” 
Grant said. “He’s not that fast, but he 
can run forever. We mrned him into a 
steeplechaser for the spring and summer, 
and we’ll head back to Presque Isle for that 
same series on the flat.” 

Now 6, Albany Road broke his jumping 
maiden for Valentine at Fair HiU in May, 
winning a 2%-mile race over hurdles by 
nearly 4 lengths. In July, racing for trainer 
Ron Potts, Albany Road finished second 
going 1^8 mUes on the flat at Presque Isle. 

Going into this summer. Grant was 
thinking big—cautiously—about Edge of 
Reahty, a 3-year-old Lawyer Ron colt who 
won three of his first five starts (aU this 
year) and in his sixth start was third in 
Saratoga’s Curhn Stakes for trainer Tony 
Du trow. Grant also mentioned Lady of 
Gold, a “big, beautiful” Medagha d’Oro 
filly who also placed in a stakes at Saratoga 
in July. 

And then there are the 2-year-olds. 
Grant’s a pragmatic businessman—he has 
to be, given the scope of his organization— 
but that doesn’t stop him from thinking 
big. 

“I always have dreams of my 2-year- 
olds,” he said. “It’s always nice to have a 
few that you have some big hopes for.” ^

What’s in a cough? 

Pay attention to signs of something 
bigger when Thoroughbreds sound sick

C ompared to humans and dogs, horses 
have a very high cough threshold 
and usually do not cough unless 
there is a problem. The causes of cough¬ 
ing, and potential outcomes, can vary 
greatly, and may be especially relevant to 
those who breed, train and care for racing 
Thoroughbreds. 

SHIPPING STRESS 
AND PNEUMONIA 

Long-distance shipping is one of the 
most common risk factors for developing 
pneumonia, and it is especially common in 
young racehorses. In addition to the cough, 
signs of pneumonia include an elevated 


temperature and nasal discharge tinged 
from yellow to brown. Shallow breathing 
and loss of appetite may also be a clue. The 
causes for this are fairly well understood. 

First, shipping causes considerable 
stress, which leads to the body releasing 
cortisol, a steroid that weakens immunity. 
Secondly, poor air quahty is almost inevi¬ 
table in the small, under-ventilated interior 
of a van or trailer. The air has a heavy con¬ 
centration of dust, especially from dry hay 
at nose level, as well as fumes and particu¬ 
lates from car and truck exhausts. Finally, 
keeping the head tied for prolonged peri¬ 
ods of time results in failure of the horse’s 
mucocihary apparatus - cells that line the 
trachea and carry dirt, dust and other par¬ 
ticles up the trachea on a microscopic ele¬ 
vator. 

Transport-associated pneumonia can be 
mild, but some cases are fatal within days. 


Veterinary advice should always be sought 
when these signs are seen. Antibiotics are 
highly effective in the treatment of pneu¬ 
monia, which also may require the sup¬ 
portive care of an equine hospital and the 
removal of fluids from the chest. 

THAT CHRONIC COUGH 

In many cases the cough is shght, but 
chronic-perhaps three or four coughs at 
the beginning of exercise-and then the 
coughing stops. Chronic coughing can be 
caused by abnormalities in the upper air¬ 
way or throat, including conditions such as 
epiglottic entrapment, sub-epiglottic cysts 
or granulomas. It is also caused by inflam¬ 
matory (non-infectious) lung disease. The 
inflammatory airway diseases include 
Recurrent Airway Obstruction (RAO 
or “heaves”) and Inflammatory Airway 
Disease (lAD). 

RAO is usually seen in middle-aged to 
older horses and is characterized by repeat¬ 
ed episodes of increased breathing efforts, 
wheezing, nasal discharge and cough. RAO 
is the equine equivalent to human asthma, 
and is caused by a hypersensitivity to 
inhaled triggers, usually hay and barn dust 
that cause bronchoconstriction (airway 
narrowing in the lung) and accumulation 
of pus and mucus in the airways. 

lAD is more common in younger 
horses, and is associated with poor perfor¬ 
mance. Like RAO, there is often excessive 
mucus and pus in the airways; however, 
horses with lAD are less severely affected 
and do not have episodes of difficulty 
breathing at rest, although their airways are 
more hyper-reactive than a normal horse. 

Treatment for RAO and lAD is simi¬ 
lar; both diseases can often be managed 
by reducing exposure to triggers. This 
includes 24/7 turnout if possible, bedding 
on shavings or paper (not straw), excellent 
barn ventilation, and the use of dust-free 
forage such as soaked hay or Dengie. For 
horses that stiU have signs of airway dis¬ 
ease, the addition of either inhaled corti¬ 
costeroids such as Flovent or oral steroids 
such as prednisolone or dexamethasone 
will reduce the inflammation in the lungs 
and resolve the signs in most affected 
horses. 

Sometimes a bronchodUator such as 
clenbuterol (Ventipulmin) is used in con¬ 
junction with steroids, but our recent 
research has demonstrated that, if used 
alone, it loses its effect after 14 days. 

For horses that have a chronic cough 
from an upper airway disease, laser surgery 
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by Rose Nolen-Walston, DVM 


is also often successful in resolving the 
lesion and causing resolution of the cough. 
Although neither RAO nor lAD are cur¬ 
able, the prognosis for return to function 
is excellent for lAD. 

CONTAGIOUS COUGH; PASS IT ON 

When multiple animals cough at once, a 
contagious element is usually the cause- 
either a virus or the ‘‘strangles'’ bacteria. 
Horses ages 1 to 4 are most commonly 
affected, as they have not yet become 
immune to the most common pathogens. 

Viruses that cause these signs are 
Equine Influen 2 a and Equine Herpes 
Virus (rhinopneumonitis). Like the com¬ 
mon cold in humans, they don’t respond 
to antibiotics, and are best treated with rest 
and supportive care. 

“Strangles” usually presents with a thick 
white or yellow nasal discharge and swol¬ 
len lymph nodes under the jaw or in the 
throatiatch area. 

Both are spread by direct contact 
between affected horses, but also on 
fomites-humans or objects such as feed 


buckets, that carry the microbe on their 
surfaces. 

Respiratory viruses are ubiquitous, and 
almost every horse has been exposed to 
them by adulthood. They usually pass 
uneventfully, but during infection, the 
horse’s mucocihary apparatus that clears 
foreign material from the lungs is usually 
severely damaged. This puts horses at risk 
for a secondary bacterial infection until the 
cells recover, which is why horses recov¬ 
ering from viral infection should have at 
least two to four weeks off work after their 
fever has abated. 

Equine Herpes Virus-1 can also cause 
abortion in mares, and a specific strain is 
associated with severe neurological dis¬ 
ease. The prevention of viral respiratory 
infections should include appropriate vac¬ 
cination at least two weeks before they are 
exposed to horses from other locations, as 
well as good biosecurity—quarantining new 
and affected horses, and being careful not 
to contaminate equipment or personnel. 

The next time you hear a horse cough¬ 
ing, don’t ignore it. The horse has some¬ 


thing important to tell you, and you should 
hsten carefully. ^

Weigelia juvenile blossoms 
with stakes win at Delaware 



T he first stakes win for an offspring of 
Pennsylvania-based millionaire Weigelia 
came at Delaware Park when 2-year-old 
Barracuda Wayne rallied to take the |50,000 
Strike Your Colors Stakes July 29. 

Let go as the longest price on the board 
at 23-1, Barracuda Wayne was nearly 7 
lengths behind the early leaders after the 
first quarter mile of the SVa-furlong test, 
and had more than 5 lengths to make up 
before the half He put in a drive through 
the stretch, going from 3 lengths down to a 
1 Vi lengths on top while stopping the clock 
in 1:04.40. 

It was the second win in a row for the 
Richard Hessee-owned juvenile, who cap¬ 
tured a 5-furlong maiden special weight at 
Delaware three weeks earher by 3 lengths, 
also at a big price ($53.80). Sent out for 
his stakes win by Randy Allen, Barracuda 
Wayne pushed his earnings to $54,900. 

Hessee purchased Pennsylvania-bred 
Barracuda Wayne privately as a yearhng, 
‘‘out of the field,’’ said Barbara Wheeler, 
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who owns and operates WynOaks Farm 
in Delta, Pa., with her husband Chip. 
WynOaks Farm bred Barracuda Wayne in 
parmership with Barbara’s in-laws, Steve 
and Sue Quick of St. Omers Farm. 

Barracuda Wayne is out of the Wayne 
County (Ire) mare Madelaine, who had 
previously been owned by one of the 
Wheelers’ clients. “We hked her conforma¬ 
tion and her sire,” said Barbara. “And she 
has thrown nice, correct foals.” Madelaine 
has produced Phasmes, who was sold to 
Korea and was that country’s 2009 champi¬ 
on imported 3-year-old filly. She has been 
bred exclusively to Weigelia since the stal- 
Hon entered stud at WynOaks in 2009—her 
first foal from that mating. Stormy Mouse, 
is also a winner. 

In his first two modest-sized crops, 
mostly produced by WynOaks mares, 
Weigelia has sired 11 winners from 19 
starters, including stakes-placed Brenda’s 
Way, who was his first winner when she 
won her debut in April 2012 at Pimlico. 


Brenda’s Way finished third in the White 
Clay Creek Overnight Stakes at Delaware 
Park in her third start and has earned 
$92,870. Weigeha was the third-leading 
freshman sire in the Mid-Adantic region 
in 2012. 

A multiple graded stakes-winning 
sprinter, Weigelia earned $1,007,708 from 
48 starts over six seasons. The son of 
Safety’s Mark (by Danzig out of champion 
sprinter Safety Kept) out of stakes win¬ 
ner Turning North (by Obhgato) won 13 
races, with nine seconds and 11 thirds. 
Twice he set course records (5 furlongs in 
55 seconds at Monmouth Parkin 2005 and 
6 furlongs in 1:07.04 at Belmont Park in 
2006), and in stakes competition he won or 
placed 20 times. 

A two-time winner at 2, Weigelia won 
four stakes at 3, including the Grade 3 
Carry Back at Calder. His busy 3-year- 
old season, in which he hit the board in 
nine stakes, also saw him finish second 
to Pomeroy in the Grade 1 King’s Bishop 
at Saratoga and third in the Grade 2 
Amsterdam, also at Saratoga. His final win 
of the year came in Calder’s Jack Dudley 
Sprint Handicap, where he earned a career 
best 109 Beyer while facing older runners. 

Weigelia came back to take the Jack 
Dudley Sprint the next year. At 5, he 
annexed Calder’s 7-furlong Kenny Noe Jr. 
Handicap-G3 over a sloppy track. 

His other graded stakes efforts were 
thirds in the Smile Sprint Handicap-G2 (to 
Nightmare Affair and Pomeroy, while fin¬ 
ishing ahead of champion Lost in the Fog) 
and Jaipur Stakes-G3 over the Belmont 
Park turf 

Weigeha’s pedigree traces in direct 
female line to Calumet Farm’s major pro¬ 
ducer Royal Entrance (by Tim Tam), dam 
of champion Davona Dale. The fam¬ 
ily includes Grade/Group 1 winners Seek 
Gold, Agincourt, Flying Snowdrop and 
Jamelao (Arg). 

The 12-year-old bay stallion stood for 
$3,500 in 2013.

West Virginia stallion 
Denis of Cork’s first winner 


T aylor Mountain Farm’s young sire 
Denis of Cork took a big jump up the 
freshman sires list with the first win 
and subsequent graded stakes-placing by 
his son Celtic Moon in Cahfornia. 

In his first three starts, Celtic Moon has 
earned $67,440 for Richard Pell, who pur¬ 
chased him in the name of Pelican Racing 
for $100,000 at the Ocala Breeders Sales 
Company’s April 2-year-olds in Training 
sale. It was the third time the Florida-bred 
ridgHng had been sold at Ocala— first was as 
a just-turned yearhng at the January mixed 
sale in 2012 for $4,500, and seven months 
later at the yearling sale for $10,000. 

Trained by Peter Miller, Celtic Moon 
got his first win July 7, at 5 furlongs over 
Hollywood Park’s turf Breaking from the 
outside in the field of 10, the chestnut 
showed quickness in a three-way duel into 
the stretch, then pulled off to win by IH 
lengths in :57.69. 

Celtic Moon’s next outing was Del 
Mar’s Grade 2 Best Pal Stakes on the syn¬ 
thetic track. Sent off as the longest price 
at 11 -1 in the six-horse field, he chased the 


early leaders and made his move at the top 
of the stretch. He battled eventual winner 
Alberts Hope to the wire, losing by a half 
length. 

Bred by Su 2 anne Sharra-MaxweU and 
Kay Dennis out of unraced Beasdie Moon 
(by Three Wonders), Celtic Moon was 
conceived the year Denis of Cork stood at 
Vinery in Florida. In his first year, Denis 
of Cork covered 20 mares. Moved to the 
Casey family’s Taylor Mountain Farm in 
Charles Town, WVa., for the next season, 
he bred 60 mares. 

The son of multiple Grade 1 winner 
and top sire Harlan’s Holiday was twice 
classic-placed in his six-start career, which 
yielded three wins, a second and a third and 
earnings of $613,252. In his only outing 
at 2, he won a Churchill Downs maiden 
special weight at 7 furlongs. In his first two 
starts at 3, he got up to win a Fair Grounds 
allowance, then stepped up to win the 
1-mile Southwest Stakes-G3. 

Denis of Cork hit the board in the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby-Gl and Belmont Stakes-Gl. 
Allowed to go off at double-digit odds in 


the 20-horse Derby field, he rallied to fin¬ 
ish third behind Big Brown and Eight 
Belles in the 1H -mile classic. The 1 y 2 -mile 
Belmont saw him chase home freewheel¬ 
ing Da’ Tara and finish second, while well 
clear of the others. It would be his final 
start. An expected remrn to the races at 4 
was halted due to a soft-tissue injury. 

Out of Unbridled Girl (a daughter of 
Unbridled and stakes winner Sound 
Wisdom), Denis of Cork is a half-brother 
to $100,000-plus earners Black and Amber 
and Just Add Rum. His third dam, stakes 
winner Kaylem Ho (by Salem), is the dam 
of six stakes horses, including Grade 1 
Vanity Invitational Handicap winner 
Private Persuasion and stakes-winning, 
graded stakes-placed Wishful Splendor 
(the latter dam of graded winner Juanita). 
Another of Kaylem Ho’s stakes-perform¬ 
ing daughters, Torchera, is the dam of Da’ 
Tara. The family also includes Grade 1 
winner Mistical Plan and graded winners 
Windsor Castle and Sierra Sunset. One of 
the leading sires in West Virginia, Windsor 
Casde also stands at Taylor Mountain 
Farm. 

Now 8, Denis of Cork stood this past 
season for $2,500 live foal. 


Region’s leading sire 
Rockport Harbor dies at 11 


R ockport Harbor, ranked among 
the top 40 stallions nationally and 
the leading sire in the Mid-Atlantic 
region in 2013, was euthanized at New 
Bolton Center Aug. 2 following complica¬ 
tions of laminitis. The 11 -year-old son of 
Unbridled’s Song and the stakes-winning 
Copelan mare Regal Miss Copelan was 
owned by Darley, who moved him to Pin 
Oak Lane Farm in New Freedom, Pa., for 
the 2013 breeding season. He was booked 
to more than 100 mares his only year in 
Pennsylvania. 

One of the top 2-year-olds of 2004, 
Rockport Harbor was undefeated in four 


starts that season, winning Aqueduct’s 
Grade 2 Remsen Stakes and Grade 3 
Nashua Stakes. Graded stakes-placed at 3 
and winner of the Essex Handicap-G3 at 
4, he was campaigned by Delaware resi¬ 
dent Rick Porter’s Fox Hill Farm through 
a career of five wins from eight starts, for 
earnings of $324,800. Porter posted news 
of the stallion’s death on Facebook, along 
with a tribute: ‘‘Rocky holds a very special 
place in my heart. He was the first really 
good colt that I had in my stable.. . the first 
colt to give me ‘Derby dreams.’ 

“Rocky also started something else 
very important-Rockportharbor.com. 


Through the forum, I interacted with fans, 
and even after Rocky retired, we kept the 
website going, evenmally morphing into 
FoxHillFarmStable.com and a Facebook 
page. Rocky is responsible for a lot of the 
joy that I’ve gotten from horse racing, and 
I’ll never forget him.” 

Rockport Harbor proved enormously 
popular when he entered stud at Darley in 
2007, with nearly 100 foals in each of his 
first three crops. From four crops to race, 
he has sired 32 stakes horses. His eight 
stakes winners in 2013 (through Aug. 6) 
include Bryan’s Jewel, winner of Delaware 
Park’s Obeah Stakes-G3, and Rise Up, 
who captured the Mountaineer Juvenile 
Stakes Aug. 3. He’s had 71 percent winners 
from starters, and more than $12 million in 
progeny earnings. 

He was from the family of graded 
stakes-winning juvenile Regally Appealing 
and top West Virginia-bred stakes winner 
In the Fairway.

She’s Hot Wired delivers first 
win for Jersey sire Cable Boy 


J uvenile filly She’s Hot Wired, from 
the first crop of New Jersey sire Cable 
Boy, si 22 ledin her debut at Monmouth 
Park Aug. 3, drawing clear to win the 5-fur- 
long maiden special weight for registered 
New Jersey-breds by 4 lengths. The longest 
shot (8-1) in the field of five, the dark bay 
ftlly owned by Lawrence Dilione Jr. and 
trained by Mario Serey Jr. earned |30,000. 

She’s Hot Wired was bred by Sam 
Fieramosca’s Colonial Farms of Colts 
Neck, where Cable Boy has stood since 
entering stud in 2010. Her dam, Diablo’s 
Number, is a daughter of Diablo and half- 
sister to stakes winners Copelan’s Number, 
Imaginary Sword and Elocution. 

At 3, Cable Boy burst on the scene with 
three da 22 ling performances at Monmouth, 
which earned him a berth in the track’s $1 
million HaskeU Invitational-Gl. 


He won a 6-furlong maiden special 
weight in his debut in mid-May and added 
an allowance victory next out going 1 mile 
70 yards while setting the existing track 
mark of 1:38.78. 

In his first stakes attempt one month 
later. Cable Boy led throughout in the 
Coronado’s Quest Stakes, posting swift 
fractions of :22.66, :45.51 and 1:09.55 and 
cruising home by 3% lengths in 1:39.42. 

The swift colt tackled Curhn, Hard 
Spun and Any Given Saturday in the 
Haskell, his fourth career start. He shot 
to the lead and was stiU on top after 6 fur¬ 
longs, but weakened to finish fifth. 

Shortly after his meteoric rise. Cable 
Boy was sidehned for more than a year due 
to injury. He didn’t reproduce the same 
talent upon his return, was sidelined a sec¬ 
ond time, and recorded just one more win 


before being retired. In aU, he won four 
times, was second twice and third once in 
11 starts and earned $156,580. 

A member of the first crop of Jump 
Start, Cable Boy is out of Millee Van, a 
stakes-winning daughter of Taylor’s Falls. 
His second dam. Ruffle My Feathers (by 
Tom Rolfe), also produced $238,905-earn- 
er Blue Guru, who won or placed in 10 
stakes, and stakes-placed Saint Edward. 

Cable Boy’s family descends from Ariel 
Beauty, who is found in the female line 
of do 2 ens of stakes winners, including 
Travers Stakes-Gl winner and million¬ 
aire Corporate Report, Grade 1 winner 
Ton 2 arun, Louisiana Derby winner Federal 
Hdl, and eight-time stakes winner Jyp. 

Cable Boy has nine registered foals in 
his first crop of 2-year-olds. The 9-year- 
old stallion stood free of charge in 2013, 
as did Colonial Farms’ other stallions. Park 
Avenue Ball and Private Interview. 


Gouldings Green’s first 
winner proves tough to catch 


O ne Tough Muffit, a 3-year-old filly 
from the first crop of multiple grad¬ 
ed stakes winner Gouldings Green, 
swept to a frontrunning maiden victory 
on July 18 at Penn National to become her 
sire’s first winner. 

The chestnut fiUy, the 1 -2 favorite in the 
field of eight contesting 514 furlongs, won 
for owner Tbd Owners LLC and trainer 
John Locke, and was promptly claimed by 
Oak Ridge Farms and trainer Kimberly 
Graci for $5,000. The winner’s only other 
start came in maiden special weight com¬ 
pany in June. 

One Tough Muffit is one of five start¬ 
ers for Gouldings Green, all from his 2010 
crop. She was bred in Pennsylvania by 


Canter Lilly Stables out of the Concerto 
mare Diamonds Only. 

A 12-year-old son of dual classic win¬ 
ner and Horse of the Year Charismatic, 
Gouldings Green stands at Mohns Hill 
Farm in Reinholds, Pa. 

Retired to stud after earning $682,493 
in 25 starts over five seasons, Gouldings 
Green won or placed 13 times in stakes. 
He captured back-to-back runnings of 
Woodbine’s F/is-mile Seagram’s Cup-G3, 
the first in track record time. That per¬ 
formance topped a stellar 5-year-old cam¬ 
paign in which the chesmut won five races 
(four stakes) from eight starts and finished 
third in two stakes. He was also victorious 
that year in two Grade 3 handicaps at a 


mile: the Turfivay Park Fall Championship, 
defeating millionaire Honor in War and 
Alumni HaU, and Arlington Park’s Hanshin 
Cup. His fourth stakes victory came in the 
E/is-mile Alysheba at Churchill Downs. 

Gouldings Green’s eight stakes placings 
included seven in graded company. He hit 
the board in each of his three starts at 7, 
completing his career with a second to 
Jonesboro in Oaklawn Park’s Ra2orback 
Handicap-G3. 

From his sire’s first crop, Gouldings 
Green is out of Elusive Gold, who also 
produced Filare I’Oro ($185,100, Dauphin 
Miss S, 2nd Virginia Oaks-G3, etc.), 
$222,804-earner and graded stakes-placed 
Baby Bird and $349,240-earner Gallant Sir. 

Elusive Gold, a daughter of Kentucky 
Derby-Gl winner Strike the Gold, is a half- 
sister to Stop Traffic ($864,518, Ballerina 
H-Gl, Santa Monica H-Gl, etc.), dam 
of one of the top handicap horses in 
2013, Cross Traffic, winner of the Grade 
1 Whitney Handicap in early August.

Go Blue Or Go Home 
storms home in Canada 

V irginia-bred Go Blue Or Go Home stormed through a storm 
to win the Grade 3 Highlander Stakes at Woodbine July 7 
for owners Jim and Susan HiU and trainer Reade Baker. The 
4-year-old gelding went right to the front in the 6-furlong test, 
moved to the Poly track late due to the weather. 

The surface switch did little to slow the son of Bluegrass Cat 
and Go Baby Go (Ire), who won for the fifth time in seven starts. 
Bred by Wayne and Susie Chatfield-TayloPs Morgan’s Ford Farm 
in partnership with WinStar Farm LLC, Go Blue Or Go Home 
won two stakes to start 2013, after closing last year with an allow¬ 
ance win. 

The winner sold as a weanling at Keeneland’s November sale 
in 2009, fetching $90,000 thanks to the stakes success of half- 
siblings Hugo and FHbberjibit and a dam with two wins and a 
stakes-placing on her chart. AH four of Go Baby Go’s foals to race 
are winners, and each has earned $187,000 or more. 

The Chatfield-Taylors stiU own Go Baby Go, a mare they 
purchased out of the Keeneland November sale in 2002 from 
the Eydon HaU Farm consignment of the late Gerald Leigh. The 
renowned English breeder had campaigned Go Baby Go’s dam. 
Bequest, to a Grade 1 win in the Santa Barbara Handicap in which 
she equaled the world record for IVa miles on the turf in 1:57.50. 
The Chatfield-Taylors Hked Go Baby Go’s sire Lion Cavern, a 
full-brother to Gone West, as well as the female hne-the mare’s 
second dam, stakes-placed Quest (by The Minstrel), is a fuU-sister 
to Treizieme, one of the top juvenile fillies in France in 1983 who 
defeated the boys in the Group 1 Grand Criterium. 

Go Baby Go’s spotty production record has resulted in two 
foals since 2008-in addition to Go Blue Or Go Home, she 
delivered an Arch filly in 2011, sold by the Chatfield-Taylors for 
$340,000 at last year’s Keeneland September yearhng sale. The 
mare has been bred the past three years, but turned up empty each 
time, most recently to the cover of Shackleford. 

^‘Hopefully she’s stiU in production, we’re stiU trying,” said 
Susie Chatfield-Taylor. ^‘Regardless, she’s earned a spot here on 
the farm.” Go Baby Go’s daughter River Fancy (by Congaree), a 
12-time winner of $252,810, is currently in residence at the Front 
Royal farm and produced a City Zip colt in February for Morgan’s 
Ford and F and F Stable. She was bred back to Arch. 

Darwin proves fittest in Ireland 

D arwin made big news last year when he sold for $1.3 mil- 
hon—the highest-priced 2-year-old to sell at a pubhc auction 
in 2012—at Fasig-Tipton’s Florida select sale in March. 

He did it again when he ripped through a powerful maiden 
win at Belmont Park for Todd Pletcher in October. And he did it 
once more when he was transferred to the Cooknore team’s Irish 
trainer Aidan O’Brien for a 2013 campaign. 
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The Pennsylvania-bred is still making a splash. Darwin became 
a stakes winner in Ireland July 20 to improve to 2-for-2 across the 
sea for Derrick Smith, Mrs. John Magnier and Michael Tabor. The 
son of Big Brown easily won his Irish debut in June, and followed 
that up with the Group 3 Minstrel Stakes at The Curragh. Sent off 
as the 8-11 favorite, Darwin tracked the early leader and reached 
the front with a quarter-mile to go before drawing clear and win¬ 
ning by VA lengths over Group 1 winner Gordon Lord Byron. 
The winner covered 7 furlongs on good to firm turf in 1:24.08. 

Bred by Lansdon Robbins and Tom Hansen, Darwin is out 
of the Silver Ghost mare Cool Ghoul. Darwin’s half-brother 
Dagnabit won a New York-bred stakes while another half-broth¬ 
er, Bad Boy Rising, is stakes-placed. In 2011, Darwin sold for 
$220,000 to lEAH Stables at the Fasig-Tipton select yearling sale 
in Saratoga. He was part of the Wavertree Stables consignment in 
Florida and caught the eye of Cooknore bloodstock agent Demi 
O’Byrne with a 1-furlong work in 10.20 seconds. 

For Robbins, Darwin’s success matters—even if he’s two buy¬ 
ers and one seven-figure pricetag removed from the colt. Robbins 
put a reserve of $200,000 on his horse at Saratoga and let him go 
at $220,000. It may have been considerably higher, except for a 
cut suffered on the van ride. The injury was superficial, but didn’t 
look good. 

‘Y"ou have to a be a big boy in this business,” he said. “I just 
hope the horse does well and I know he’ll get every chance which 
is nice to see.” 

It also doesn’t hurt that Robbins still owns Cool Ghoul, as well 
as her 2-year-old Offlee Wild colt in training with Nial Brennan 
in Florida named Worth Wild, and a weaning fiUy by Congrats. At 
last check. Cool Ghoul was in foal to Big Brown and reportedly 
carrying a colt. Darwin’s full-brother could be born next year. 
Robbins raced Offlee Wild, who stands at Pin Oak Lane Farm 
in Pennsylvania, so he’ll keep the 2-year-old colt to race and will 
“wait and see” on the weanling fiUy

Horning, the principals in 
M and D Stable, have many 
beautiful and treasured items 
in the Potomac, Md., home 
where they raised their three 
children.

Bill Komlo and the sister of 
Wendy, Drew and William 
Komlo, the principals of the 
family-owned Komlo Associ¬ 
ates property and casualty in¬ 
surance agency in Clarksburg, 
Md., which handles equine 
insurance among its offerings. 
The business website touts the 
family's considerable years of 
experience as "fellow opera¬ 


tors of a farm and racing sta¬ 
ble." 

Despite growing up in the 
barns, hanging around the 
track, and selecting Pimlico 
as the site for their first date, 
Debbie and Michael waited 
until 2005 to buy their first 
horse. Raising Michael Jr. (27), 
Christopher (24) and Kimber¬ 
ly (21), who are also die-hard

fans of the game, was a higher 
priority. When the couple was 
ready to share their common 
passion, the only debate was 
what to name their stable. 

''M and D stands for Mi¬ 
chael and Debbie. She wanted 
it to be D and M, but I said it 
had to be M and D - for Mary¬ 
land. Our silks are the Mary¬ 
land state flag colors. They Ve 
got black and gold blocks on 
the sleeves, a white ball with 
the red MD, and a red cap,'' he 
explained. "We're Maryland 
horse people through and 
through." 

Debbie's Diamond, pur¬ 
chased at Keeneland and 
trained by Debbie's father, 
was the first member of the 
budding enterprise. The 
daughter of 1997 Preakness 
winner Silver Charm out of 
Weepnomoremylady, by 1990 
Preakness-winning Summer 
Squall would go on to win two 
of 20 starts and earn $70,550. 

"Debbie said she wanted a 
new ring with three diamonds 
because I had given her a 
small engagement ring," re¬ 
called Michael. "I said I can't 
give you a new diamond ring 
and a horse. I asked which she 
would prefer and guess what 
she picked. That's how we got 
Debbie's Diamond." 

There are 11, or "too many" 
as Horning said with tongue 
in cheek, in the M and D outfit

"My business plan for 
the stable was to buy young, 
well-bred mares and then race 
them and breed them," he ex¬ 
plained. "I have two mares

She's had four foals and two 
of them are winners. They are 
all Maryland-breds. Her name 
is Swing Town and she's got a 
Jump Start 2-year-old named 
Start Swinging. Her first foal is 
Swing Even by Stephen Got 
Even, the second is Fuhr Town 
because he's by Langfuhr, and 
her third is (unraced) Go 
Grandy Go. She's by Langfuhr 
as well." 

Horning is a graduate of 
John Carroll University with a 
degree in accounting. Accord¬ 
ing to his MTHA biography, 
he began his career in public 
accounting, obtaining his CPA 
designation and rising to the 
position of Audit Senior Man¬ 
ager at Touche Ross. For the 
past 23 years, he has been the 
chief financial officer at two 
property and casualty insur¬ 
ance companies. In his role as 
a CFO, he has extensive ex¬ 
perience preparing business 
plans, forecasts and financial 
statements. 


"I also have a mare in part¬ 
nership with my brother and 
am partners in foals with my 
mother and brother," said Mi¬ 
chael. "I bought a mare in 
partnership with them but she 
never made it to the races. The 
mare's name is Swing Town. 


these days, with some condi¬ 
tioned by Komlo and others 
by Larry Homing Jr., who has 
held his license for 35 years 
and learned his trade from 
Dick Dutrow Sr. when the 
veteran horsemen handled 
horses for Larry Sr. 














right now and the first one is 
Debbie's Diamond. She's had 
three foals: an Aptitude filly 
who's at the track right now 
as a 2-year-old named Deb¬ 
bie's Tude, a Flatter yearling 
named Clem Gem, and she 
has a Jump Start by her side." 

The Homings keep all of 
their mares and foals at Sum¬ 
mer Wind Farm with Laurie 
and Jerry Calhoun in Liberty- 
town, Md. 

The unnamed foal out of 
Debbie's Diamond by Jump 
Start just may turn out to be a 
sparkling gem. 

"The foal people at the 
farm absolutely love her and 
think she's the nicest one yet. 
Jerry used to train and he 
worked at Ryehill Farm and 
was around (1983 Belmont 
Stakes winner) Caveat and a 
lot of other greats, so he's seen 
a lot of foals," Michael said. 
"She's light on her feet, is big 
and strong and beautiful, and 
they love her. They call her Be- 
yonce. So I think I'll name her 
Tm a Single Lady. We're really 
excited about her, especially 
since we bred the mare back 
to Jump Start and she's con¬ 
firmed to be in foal." 

The other broodmare is for¬ 
mer M and D runner Gimme 
the Gold (by Touch Gold 
out of Wishful Splendor), a 
half-sister to multiple Grade 2 
winner Juanita. 

"So she's got really fine 
breeding and she won for me. 
We retired her and she has had 
four foals, including a Dance 
With Ravens gelding. He went 
up to a race but he was one of 
the casualties at Laurel this 
winter. We tried to save him 
but had to put him down. It's 
tragic for my wife and me. 

"But we do have a 2-year- 
old Jazil colt out of that mare. 
His name is Eyeplayeveryday. 
He's with my brother Larry at 
Bowie and Larry trained the 
dam for us. We have a Flat¬ 
ter yearling out of her and his 
name is Tip It On Back, just 
like the country song, and she 
just foaled a filly by Discreet¬ 
ly Mine. She's not named yet 
officially but Tm going to call 
her Gimme Kimmy. Kimmy is 
my daughter's name. I try to 
have fun with the names." 


Right now Debbie, Mi¬ 
chael, Bill Komlo and the rest 
of the family are all having a 
ball with Do It for Don. Bred 
in Florida by Gilbert Camp¬ 
bell, the 3-year-old son of West 
Acre out of the Summer Squall 
mare Such Style showed up at 
Laurel in February in a $25,000 
maiden claiming test. It was 
his third start and the first 
time he had been entered for 
a tag. 

"The breeding was what at¬ 
tracted me initially. West Acre 
is by Forty Niner and I really 


like the sire line. I read Daily 
Racing Form and all of the re¬ 
ports, but the mare was not a 
well known mare. I had a hard 
time finding her, but she did 
have a foal who earned over 
$100,000. And she was a Sum¬ 
mer Squall mare and I love 
him. I thought that this horse 
has a license to run," said 
Horning. "Plus, he had just 
turned 3, so he was a young 
horse. I watched his replays 
and the first time out, he lost 
to a nice horse who came back 
to place in stakes. In his next 
race, he obviously ran in to 
some problems because they 
gave him eight months off." 

With money in the account 
earned by Bayou Bengal, an M 
and D yearling buy who has 
earned more than $67,000, the 
claim slip was dropped into 
the box. But it wasn't only that 
there were funds available. 
Horning had a premonition. 


"The other reason I claimed 
him is that when you get a 
hunch, you bet a bunch. My 
hunch was his name. 

"My father-in-law had a 
very dear friend who had re¬ 
cently died after having Alz¬ 
heimer's disease and his name 
was Don Scott," he explained. 
"I remember sitting on the 
wall outside the office at Lau¬ 
rel filling out the claim slip 
and my father-in-law asking if 
I really wanted to do this. But 
I had that premonition. Do it 
for Don." 


Komlo said the decision 
was entirely up to his son-in- 
law. 

"Give all of the credit to 
Michael. The horse had been 
off a long time and he's the 
one who picked him out and 
who wanted him. I just went 
along with it," said Komlo, 
who haltered him and brought 
him back to the barn after Do 
It for Don won by 214 lengths 
that day and closed strongly 
despite stumbling and being 
badly bumped at the start. 

The bay gelding's impres¬ 
sive win convinced the con¬ 
nections that the best was yet 
to come. Homing was the big¬ 
gest cheerleader. "I had never 
seen a young horse get anni¬ 
hilated at the start and then 
come back to win like that," he 
said. "We took him back to the 
barn, but it took him a while 
for him to get acclimated and 
for us to acclimate to him." 


After failing to hit the 
board first out for his new 
connections at Laurel (for a 
$50,000 tag in his first effort 
at 1 mile), he appeared three 
times at Pimlico's spring meet. 
Kept sprinting, he won all 
three. He went gate-to-wire 
for an easy 2-length victory in 
a starter allowance on April 
26. He won an optional claim- 
er while in for $50,000 by 5% 
lengths in May, and won by 9 
lengths, for no tag, on June 8. 

With excitement and antici¬ 
pation building around this 
horse. Horning wanted to 
run him in the Grade 3 Jersey 
Shore Stakes at Monmouth 
July 4. Komlo, who is no lon¬ 
ger a fan of traveling, opted 
instead for the $50,000 Oh Say 
at Delaware June 29. It proved 
a wise decision as he drew off 
by AVi lengths. 

"I was there with Debbie, 
our son Michael and his wife, 
Kim, and my in-laws. I went 
up to the concourse level, the 
top level at Delaware, to watch 
the race. You can see the whole 
racetrack from that viewpoint, 
i There's where my dad used 
I to go to watch his horse High 
i Wycombe, who was trained 
I by Dick Dutrow Sr.," Michael 
said. "He didn't break on top 
like he usually does, but then 
he went right up and took the 
lead 10 strides into the race. 

"He settled in and they 
went around the turn with 
Daniel Centeno just sitting 
on him. He went five wide 
and when the announcer said 
they went the half in 44-and- 
one, I thought, 'Oh my God 
they're going too fast and he 
isn't going to hold up.' Then 
Daniel asked him a little and 
I could see the other jockeys 
scrubbing on their horses. At 
the eighth pole when he was 
being hand-ridden while the 
others were being scrubbed 
on, I thought he was going 
to win. At the sixteenth pole 
when he started to pull away, 
I was sure of it." 

Evidently, so was everyone 
else on track at Delaware Park 
at that moment, and perhaps 
even watching via simulcast 
across the country. 

"I let out the loudest 
screech and then a scream. I 
think the whole grandstand

turned around/' said Michael. 
"The hair on the back of my 
neck was standing up straight. 
I have never been so excited. 
The jockey said he won easily. 
They went in 1:08.84, which is 
pretty good when you're go¬ 
ing that fast early. It's unreal 
and I want to do it again and 
again." 

With Komlo, the starting 
quarterback on the Universi¬ 
ty of Maryland's 1952 Orange 
Bowl team, as his trainer. Do It 
for Don could not be in better 
hands. Komlo is a product of 
the old school. 

"My father-in-law is the 
one who deserves all of the 
credit for this horse. This man 
is the one who put this horse 
where he is. I gave him the 
raw materials and he devel¬ 
oped them," said Horning. 
"He's totally old school. He 


goes back to the Bemie Bonds, 
the Henry Clarks. He had 
horses in the bam with Frank 
Whiteley when Ruffian was 
in the stall. He observed the 
care and treatment Frank gave 
them. If you talk to the vets, 
like Jimmy Stewart, he will tell 
you there are three old-school 
guys: Hammy Smith, Dickie 
Small, and him. 

"He's tough on his horses. 
He hoses his horses every day 
for a half hour, gives them to¬ 
tal care. The staff who work 
for him, the grooms and hot 
walkers, are probably the last 
people to leave the racetrack 
every day. He demands that 
this is the care and condi¬ 
tioning that these horses get. 
I think this horse has thrived 
in that environment and that's 
why he's developed. He and 
his staff have been the ones 


who have brought out the best 
in this horse." 

Komlo said that he has had 
minor stakes winners over the 
years and trained M and D's 
stakes-placed Tone It Down, 
who finished 12th of the 13 
horses who ran in Rachel Al¬ 
exandra's Preakness. 

"But I've never had a horse 
of this caliber. I've been dab¬ 
bling with non-winners of 
two, non-winners of three," 
Komlo said. "This horse 
amazes me how he just keeps 
getting better. It's unbeliev¬ 
able the way he's developed. 
He keeps impressing me more 
every time he goes over there. 
After all of the tough luck 
we've had in this business, 
just like everybody else, this 
horse is a real pleasure." 

Horning, who said that Do 
It for Don is carrying the sta¬ 


ble and paying the bills these 
days, hopes that the horse's re¬ 
cent stakes victory is only the 
beginning. Not just for himself 
and Debbie and their children, 
but for Komlo as well. 

"My father-in-law is tough, 
but he's got another side to 
him," Horning said. "He has 
a horse named Groovy Music. 
The horse has a serious tendon 
injury, maybe a sesamoid inju¬ 
ry, and he basically is saving 
that horse. He's never going to 
run again. He's never going to 
do anything. He always thinks 
that he can rehab a horse that's 
had an injury. That's the way 
he is. 

"I want him to have one 
big horse before he's done. 
Maybe this is the one. Who 
knows?" ^

MHIB grants applications 
being accepted to fund 
equine-related projects 


T he Maryland Horse 
Industry Board (MHIB) is 
accepting grant applications 
through the end of September 
for research, educational and 
promotional projects that sup¬ 
port horses or the equestrian 
community, or develop new 
opportunities for the Mary¬ 
land horse industry. 

Individual requests should 
not exceed $3,000. Nearly 
$30,000 is available for grants- 
a 15 percent increase in fund¬ 
ing from the previous year. 


Organizations eligible for 
MHIB grants include (but are 
not limited to) non-profit or¬ 
ganizations, clubs and associ¬ 
ations, businesses, farms and 
licensed stables, government 
entities, schools and educa¬ 
tional institutions. 

Projects of interest to the 
Board include (but are not 
limited to) those that develop 
new opportunities and coin¬ 
cide with the board's mission 
to increase awareness and 
growth of the Maryland horse 


industry. Projects are evaluat¬ 
ed for their value to the indus¬ 
try, degree of industry promo¬ 
tion, size and scope of activity, 
financial need, potential for 
matching funds, benefits, and 
quality of the written presen¬ 
tation. 

Funding for these grants 
and for the MHIB is provid¬ 
ed by "The Maryland Feed 
Fund," which was established 
by the General Assembly in 
2002. The refundable $6 per 
ton assessment on equine feed 


costs about $3 per horse to the 
horse owner and supports this 
grant program as well as oth¬ 
er promotional, research and 
outreach activities undertaken 
by the MHIB. Since the grants 
program started, the board 
has awarded 211 grants total¬ 
ing more than $233,000. 

Grant applications may be 
submitted between Aug. 1 and 
Sept. 30. Grant recipients will 
be announced in December 

2013. Funding will be avail¬ 
able after Jan. 1, 2014. Projects 
must be completed by June 30,

Richard’s Kid 
rejuvenated 
in Del Mar’s Gr. 3 
Cougar II Handicap 

Getting his first win since 
the 2012 Cougar II Handi¬ 


cap-G3, Richard's Kid reeled 
in pacesetters Blueskiesnrain- 
bows and Sky Kingdom in 
deep stretch to take this year's 
renewal by a half length over 
Del Mar's all-weather surface 
July 26. The 114-mile stamina 


test was the eighth stakes win 
of the 8-year-old's career, and 
pushed his career earnings to 
$2,422,259. The two-time 
Maryland-bred Horse of the 
Year (2009 and 2010) ranks 
fifth all-time among leading 
Maryland-bred money win¬ 
ners, just behind his grandsire. 
Broad Brush. 

The win was the first in 11 
starts since Richard's Kid was 
purchased by D. Kenney, Tri¬ 
ple B Farms, Westside Rentals, 
com, et al after last year's 
Cougar II. The Doug O'Neill- 
trained runner faced graded 
stakes company in each of 
those outings-his best efforts 
resulting in five third-place 
finishes, including last year's 
Grade 1 Pacific Classic at Del 
Mar and the Awesome Again 
Stakes-Gl at Santa Anita. 

The return to the seaside 
track was welcomed by the 
dark bay son of Lemon Drop 
Kid. In seven starts over Del 
Mar's Poly track, he has never 
finished worse than third. A 
two-time winner of the track's 
signature event-the Pacific 
Classic-he also has placed 
twice in the Cougar II. Last 
year in winning the Cougar II, 
he set the existing track record 
of 2:29.22 for the IV 2 miles. 
Running behind a slower pace 
this year, he stopped the clock 


in 2:30.93 under Joe Talamo, 
although coming home quick¬ 
er in the final half mile and 
earning a one-point higher 
Beyer Speed Figure (a 100 for 
this year). 

Bred in the name of Robert 
Meyerhoff's Fitzhugh LLC, 
Richard's Kid is the only 
stakes winner from five foals 
produced by Meyerhoff's 
homebred stakes-winning 
mare Tough Broad, and her 
next-to-last foal. From 46 ca¬ 
reer starts, which have taken 
him from Maryland to Califor¬ 
nia to Dubai, Richard's Kid 
has won 12, with three sec¬ 
onds and 12 thirds. In his oth¬ 
er six starts this year, he also 
counts thirds in three Grade 3 
stakes-the Pimlico Special 
Stakes, Ben Ali Stakes at 
Keeneland and Tokyo City 
Cup Stakes at Santa Anita. 

Awesome Flower 
blossoms into 
stakes winner 
in Minnesota 

Making her first start at 
Canterbury Park, and her first 
in stakes company. Awesome 
Flower turned in a game per¬ 
formance to get a half-length 
victory in the $100,000 Lady 
Canterbury Stakes July 13. 

The 4-year-old chestnut 
daughter of Flower Alley, the 













fourth-choice in the field of 
six, returned $13.20 for the 
win. She was the third stakes 
winner of the day for her own¬ 
ers Ken and Sarah Ramsey. 

Bred in Maryland by Tom 
and Chris Bowman, Milton R 
Higgins III and Three Chim¬ 
neys Farm LLC, Awesome 
Flower was making her sixth 
start for the Ramseys and 
trainer Michael Maker since 
claiming her for $30,000 on 
Dec. 28, 2012, at Gulf stream 
Park from owner Frank Carl 
Calabrese and trainer Luis 
Ramirez. Awesome Flower 
was initially campaigned by 
Arnold and Sylvia Heft, who 
had purchased her for $45,000 
at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale from 
the consignment of Becky Da¬ 
vis. 

Awesome Flower won in 
her second career start, a 
maiden special weight at Lau¬ 
rel Park on Jan. 16, 2012, at BVz 
furlongs for the Hefts and 
trainer Tim Keefe. She didn't 
score again until this past 
April, when she put together 
back-to-back victories over 
Keeneland's all-weather track. 

In three of her last four 
starts. Awesome Flower com¬ 
peted at a distance of 1 mile, 
resulting in two wins and a 
second. She came into the 
Lady Canterbury off a one- 
mile turf allowance score at 
Churchill Downs on June 30, 
which she won by two and a 
half lengths and added to the 
Ramseys' record-breaking 
owners' title at the Kentucky 
track. 

The Lady Canterbury was 
scheduled for the turf, but was 
moved to the main track. 
Stalking the early pace. Awe¬ 
some Flower launched her run 
under Chris Landeros around 
the far turn, hot on the heels of 
4-5 favorite Bryan's Jewel. The 
top two battled down the 
stretch, with Awesome Flower 
edging away and stopping the 
clock in 1:37.54. In recording 
her fifth victory from 15 starts, 
she boosted her earnings to 
$176,538. For the Ramseys and 
Maker, she has four wins and 
a second from six starts this 
year, and earnings of $138,153. 

Awesome Flower is one of 
four winners from as many 


foals to race for her dam For¬ 
malities Aside. The daughter 
of Awesome Again also has a 
yearling and 2-year-old, both 
by Not For Love, and this year 
delivered a filly by Jump Start. 

Change of Command 
gets stakes win, 
course record 

Wayne and Juanita Morris' 
imposing homebred gelding 
Change of Command charged 
down Monmouth's turf course 
to record his first stakes victo¬ 
ry in the $75,000 Elkwood 
Stakes on July 5. 

In the process of wearing 
down favorite Sleepless 
Knight to win by a neck, the 
winner set a course record of 
1:33.33 for the mile over a firm 
course (with the portable rail 
set out 36 feet), breaking the 
previous mark held by Be¬ 
stowed, who traveled the dis¬ 
tance in 1:33.64 in 2007. 

The fifth choice in the field 
of six. Change of Command 
returned $12.40 for the win. 

A 6-year-old son of Gators 
N Bears who stands over ITVi 
hands. Change of Command 
took some time to make it to 
the races, but has been a solid 
competitor since making his 
winning debut as a 4-year-old 
in October 2011 at Laurel Park. 
Trained by Mike Trombetta, 
the bay-described as "a very 
gentle giant" by Juanita Mor¬ 
ris-has raced exclusively on 
the turf and been on the board 
in 17 of 22 career starts while 
amassing $277,060. 

"He's probably the biggest 
horse I've ever ridden," said 
winning rider Joe Bravo. "He's 
such a cool horse. I've been on 
him many times and even in 
the beginning I knew he was 
this kind of horse. It's cool 
now to see him grow up to 
win these races." 

Breaking from the rail. 
Change of Command saved 
ground in the tightly-grouped 
field, but was shuffled back 
heading into the far turn. "He 
has such a good turn of foot 
and he pretty much places 
himself where he needs to be," 
noted Bravo. "Around the 
three-eighths pole, I had to 
check a little bit but that was 
just me trying to get him to the 


outside. He took care of the 
rest." 

Change of Command had 
attempted stakes company 
twice before. He finished sec¬ 
ond in the 2012 Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Turf at Laurel Park, and in 
his start prior to the Elkwood 
was third in Colonial Downs' 
1-mile Da Hoss Stakes after 
being fanned wide and forced 
to check while in tight quar¬ 
ters in upper stretch. 

"He trained really well this 
week and watching the race 
you could see that he just took 
a liking to the course," said 
Trombetta. "He got a real good 
ride with Joe. He's a unique 
horse, just the tiniest bit under 
18 hands. He's definitely one 
of a kind." 

Change of Command is 
one of five winners from as 
many foals for his dam Doctor 


Campbell, a winning daugh¬ 
ter of Let's Go Blue, and her 
second stakes performer. His 
half-brother Quantico Joe (by 
Yarrow Brae) finished third in 
the 2006 Maryland Million 
Turf Stakes at Laurel and 
earned $148,996. 

Joy gets them 
jumping with 
stakes tally at 
Delaware Park 

A mid-week trip to Dela¬ 
ware Park July 10 turned into 
a time for celebration for Da¬ 
vid and JoAnn Hayden, as 
homebred filly Joy came away 
with her first stakes score. 

The chestnut daughter of 
Pure Prize was a determined 
winner of the $50,000 Christia¬ 
na Stakes for 3-year-old fillies, 
taking the 1-mile turf stakes 
by a length. 


















The Graham Motion train¬ 
ee, ridden for the first time by 
Matthew Rispoli, bided her 
time behind a modest pace set 
by favorite Hold Our Destiny 
Joy launched her bid with a 
three-wide move, was drifted 
even wider as they entered the 
stretch, and was relentless in 
the run to the wire. Drawing 
away from her five rivals late, 
she completed the distance in 
1:37.90 and galloped out 
strongly. It was the second 
consecutive winning effort for 
the filly, who defeated older 
runners in allowance compa¬ 
ny on the Preakness Day un¬ 
dercard at Pimlico in May. In 
getting her third win, she lift¬ 
ed her career earnings past 
$103,000 and has been on the 
board in six of her 11 starts. 

Joy is the latest in a long 
line of stakes horses descend¬ 
ing from the Haydens' legend¬ 
ary foundation mare Safely 
Home. A third generation 
homebred, she is the first foal 
out of Safe Journey, a winning 
daughter of the stakes-placed 
Double Zeus mare Safe At the 
Plate. Safe Journey (by Flatter) 
is a half-sister to graded 
stakes-placed runners Cognac 
Kisses ($178,094) and Kettle 
Won ($113,606), $361,313-earn- 
er Glide Home and five other 
winners. 

Safe At the Plate is a 
half-sister to legendary Mary¬ 
land-bred sprinter Safely 
Kept, the Eclipse Award-win¬ 
ning, Breeders' Cup Sprint- 
G1-winning multimillionaire 
who was inducted into the 


National Racing Hall of Fame 
in 2011. And Safe At the Plate's 
half-brother. Partner's Hero, is 
a graded stakes winner of 
$554,731 and sire of million¬ 
aire Heros Reward, among 
numerous other stakes win¬ 
ners. 

Safe Journey has a current 
2-year-old by Not For Love 
named Flit, who has yet to 
start, and a yearling colt by 
Line of David. After produc¬ 
ing an Archarcharch colt this 
spring, she was bred to Bode- 
meister. 

Ju Ju Eyeballs jams 
to stakes win 
at Monmouth Park 

Going for her fifth win in a 
row in Monmouth's $60,000 
Just Smashing Stakes July 21, 
Ju Ju Eyeballs was crying to 
run midway on the far turn in 
the 6-furlong stakes, barreled 
through at the top of the 
stretch and drew off impres¬ 
sively to win by 5H lengths. 

The dark bay daughter of 
Gators N Bears won for the 
fifth time in six starts this year 
for Mr. Amore Stable and 
trainer Jason Servis. 

Sent off as the 6.40-1 third 
choice in the field of six, Ju Ju 
Eyeballs was boxed in behind 
dueling pacesetters Indian 
Spell and Dreamingofcarmel- 
la, with odds-on favorite 
Blueeyesintherein to her out¬ 
side, going down the back- 
stretch. Paco Lopez had a tight 
hold on the 3-year-old filly. 
When the opportunity came, 
Ju Ju Eyeballs eagerly charged 
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through to win handily. The 
123-pound co-high weight 

stopped the clock in 1:11.46 
and paid $14.80. 

The Just Smashing was the 
second consecutive stakes 
score for Ju Ju Eyeballs, after 
winning the Crank It Up 
Stakes at SVi furlongs over 
Monmouth's turf course in her 
prior outing. Since being 
claimed by Servis on behalf of 
Mr. Amore for $15,000 at Gulf- 
stream Park Dec. 8, 2012-her 
final start of her juvenile cam¬ 
paign-she has not finished off 
the board. 

The win streak began with 
two claiming races at Gulf- 
stream, a $15,000 race in Feb¬ 
ruary and a $35,000 start in 
March. She added a Mon¬ 
mouth allowance at about SVi 
furlongs on the turf May 26. Ju 
Ju Eyeballs won for the fourth 


time in as many tries at Mon¬ 
mouth, having broken her 
maiden in June 2012 by defeat¬ 
ing Itsmyluckyday by more 
than 4 lengths on the main 
track when sent out by own¬ 
er/trainer Wesley Ward. Her 
record now stands at 10-6-1-1, 
with earnings of $175,890. 

Bred by longtime Mary¬ 
land horseman Don Litz and 
his wife Taffy out of their un¬ 
raced Smarten mare Savvy 
Lady, Ju Ju Eyeballs sold for a 
mere $1,700 as a weanling at 
the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
December Mixed Sale. She is 
the 12th, and final, foal for her 
dam, whom the Litzes ac¬ 
quired privately in the early 
2000s.

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Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year 
Heros Reward retired 


A.fter nine years of com¬ 
petition, eight Maryland-bred 
championships, 58 starts and 
$1,301,698 in earnings, Heros 
Reward has been retired to 
live out his life in bucolic 
splendor at Laurie and Jerry 
Calhoun's Summer Wind 
Farm in Liberty town. Accord¬ 
ing to co-owner Bob Haynes, 
it shouldn't be any other way 

The big dark bay son of 
Partner's Hero and Lifes Pas¬ 
sage retires sound after mak¬ 
ing two starts this year at age 
11. But spiking a fever follow¬ 
ing his first start, the Mister 
Diz Stakes at Pimlico April 
6, and then bleeding through 
Lasix before his final start May 
31, a starter allowance also at 
Pimlico (he finished fourth in 
both races), Haynes noted his 
horse had done enough. 

"He's done everything 
we've asked him to," said 
Haynes of his stable star. "A 
lot of people use the expres¬ 
sion 'he's one in a million'- 
he's not one in a million. You 
never claim a 4-year-old horse 
for $20,000 out of a non-win¬ 
ners of two race and go on and 
win $1.3 million. The odds are 
about as slim as hitting the lot¬ 
tery or getting struck by light¬ 
ning. It's more like one in 50 
million." 

Heros Reward made his 
first start for Haynes' Rob Ry 
Farm and partner Jayne Ma¬ 
rie Slysz May 14, 2006, after 
Dale Capuano dropped the 
slip for the gelding a month 
earlier at Laurel, taking him 
from breeder/owner/trainer 
Gretchen Mobberley. 

It was an inauspicious de¬ 
but for the new owners that 
spring day at Pimlico, as He¬ 
ros Reward faded to next to 
last going BVi furlongs, then 
reappeared next out at Dela¬ 
ware Park for a $5,000 tag and 
finished second. He appeared 
to be a claiming failure, not 
finding the winner's circle in 
two more starts-then Capua¬ 


no made the call that trans¬ 
formed Heros Reward into a 
local legend. 

The grandson of top grass 
sire Caveat was entered on 
the turf for the first time at 
Laurel in October 2006. In 
42 starts on the turf he won 
12-seven stakes-finished sec¬ 
ond or third in 15 others, and 
amassed nearly $1.2 million. 

Among his most important 
victories were Woodbine's 
Grade 2 Nearctic and Grade 3 
Scotts Highlander Stakes, as 
well as the Grade 3 Shaker- 
town Stakes at Keeneland. He 
captured stakes throughout 
the Mid-Atlantic region-back- 
to-back runnings of the Turf 
Sprint at Pimlico on Preakness 
weekend, Penn National's 
Pennsylvania Governor's Cup 
Handicap and Laurel's Mister 
Diz Stakes. He appeared at 14 
tracks, including Santa Anita 
for the inaugural Breeders' Cup 
Turf Sprint. Drawing the unfa¬ 
vorable one post, he rallied to 
finish fifth in the 14-horse 
field, a little over 2 lengths be¬ 
hind winner Desert Code and 
missing fourth by a nose. 

Heros Reward also placed 
in 11 stakes, all but one worth 
more than six figures, includ¬ 
ing two additional runnings 
of the Highlander Stakes at 
Woodbine, the last at age 9. 

The gelding competed 
more often in allowance races 
than in stakes company late in 
his career, yet earned just shy 
of $250,000 in 25 starts since 
his final stakes score in the 
2009 Mister Diz. 

In 2007 and 2008, Heros 
Reward took home awards in 
three Maryland-bred champi¬ 
onship categories-older male, 
turf runner and sprinter-as 
well as Horse of the Year in 
2007. He three-peat as the 
champion turf runner in 2009 
and is currently the 12th rich¬ 
est Maryland-bred runner of 
all time. 


Haynes now leaves it up 
to the Calhouns and Laurie's 
sister Nicky Ausherman to 
care for the "famous horse" 
as he is known around the 
farm. One of Heros Reward's 
next appearances will be as an 
off-the-track ambassador at an 
open house for The Foxie G 
Foundation, the rescue ded¬ 
icated to horses and cats that 
is based at the farm. "It's good 
he can be out there to promote 
a great cause," added Haynes. 

The open house. Sept. 8 
from 1-4 p.m., is expected to 
include a walk/trot demo on 
the flat by the millionaire. 

Within days of his final 
start, Heros Reward returned 
to a routine he was quite fa¬ 
miliar with-he came back to 


the farm where for each of the 
past six years he took a winter 
break. Within a month, after 
he "let down" a bit, Ausher¬ 
man began to tack him and 
now rides him around the 
farm a couple times a week. 

"Hero is not one we could 
put in the field," said Lau¬ 
rie. "He thrives on attention. 
No one wants to make him 
work-it's a little something to 
keep his interest." 

"You have a moral and fi¬ 
nancial responsibility to be 
able to exit the game with 
class," said Haynes. "Some¬ 
times you have things you 
question, but I have never felt 
so good about the decision to 
retire him." ^

Our Fantene, was a 
multiple stakes winner at 2 with victories in the 
Sorority Stakes and New Jersey Futurity. Javerre is 
Our Fantene’s first foal. 

Avie^s Fancy, Our Cozzette, Our Fantene and 
Javerre were all bred in New Jersey by Gunsmith 
Stables and are all New Jersey-bred champions.

N ew Farm homebred Rainbow Heir 

stepped up in class and stayed undefeated 
by winning the $ 100,000 Jersey Shore 
Stakes-G3 on July 4 at Monmouth Park. 



Unraced at 2, the Ben Perkins Jr. trained son 
of Wildcat Heir—Rainbow Pride, by Prospectors 
Gamble, ran his record to 4-for-4. 

"He reminds me a lot of Wildcat Heir,” Perkins 
said. "A very similar body and he has the same kind 
of disposition. Wildcat Heir was lightning fast but he 
was really relaxed. I think thaPs what helps this horse 
so far.” 

In the Jersey Shore, Rainbow Heir showed his 
customary speed and broke alertly away from the 
gate and posted fractions of :21.89 and :44.76 with 
Whiskey Romeo on his flank. Approaching the 
stretch. Whiskey Romeo could not keep up with 
Rainbow Heir, who spurted away from his rivals 
around the turn under Elvis Trujillo and won by 5 
lengths in 1:09.43. 

"He had trained well coming up to it,” Perkins 
said. "I noticed the track was a little deeper today and 
he was the only horse on the grounds training over 
it. He has that really quick turn of foot but he relaxes 
afterward. After he got clear, Elvis was just sitting on 
him and waiting for someone to come to him.” 

Rainbow Heir earned an additional $ 15,000 in the 
form of a New Jersey-bred bonus that is awarded to 
the owner of any accredited New Jersey-bred horse 
who finishes first through third in all open company 
races run at Monmouth Park and Meadowlands. 
Rainbow HeiPs total earnings for the Jersey Shore 
Stakes were $75,000.

Bred by Bob Sanford 
and Lane’s End Farm, owned by Tucci 
Stables and trained by Nicholas Gonza¬ 
lez, the 4-year-old daughter of Mineshaft 
and Sir Harriett ran on June 30 in a 
Woodbine allowance and was again third. 
H Michael Stone, one of our newest 
members, is having some luck with his 
4-year-old filly Moonovermanhattan 
(Malibu Moon — East Is East). After run¬ 
ning third at Charles Town June 9 in a 
U/i6-mile claimer, she came up a winner 
July 5 at Colonial Downs at a mile on the 
inner turf. Congratulations to Michael, 
trainer Naoise Agnew and breeder Pin 
Oak Stud. 

H Pigeon Chris (Reparations — Pick the 
Frost) won back-to-back claiming races 
at Charles Town, taking the first June 26 
and stepping up to take another July 27. 
The 4-year-old gelding is owned by Bobby 
Raines and trained by James Starkey. The 
same connections sent out Smoke On the 
Ridge to a second-place finish first-time 
out in a Charles Town maiden claimer 
June 16.

Beth also bred year-older Special Ex¬ 
change (Exchange Rate — Frisky Cheer¬ 
leader), who ran third at Charles Town 
June 6 in a claiming race at 414 furlongs, 
and ran back June 22 at the same dis¬ 
tance in allowance company and again 
finishing third. He is owned in a partner¬ 
ship that includes our members Frank 
Coniglio and Sidney Ritman and is 
trained by Ollie L. Figgins III. 

H Stephanie and George Autry are hav¬ 
ing a very good year.

H North Carolina-bred Lookout Kate, a 
daughter of the late North Carolina stal¬ 
lion Dixie’s Wild Again, won at Colonial 
Downs July 7 in a 6-furlong claiming 
test. Bred and owned by Hendrickson 
Farms LLC (Tom Hendrickson) and 
trained by Merril McCormic, the 4-year- 
old filly is out of Deputy Kate, by Yarrow 
Brae. Dixie’s Wild Again, a son of Dixie¬ 
land Band, stood at stud at Hendrickson 
Farms before his untimely death. Look¬ 
out Kate has won or placed in four of her 
nine career starts. 

H Ruler of Love, a son of Peace Rules out 
of Lovmeaton, ran third in the 7-furlong 
Coach Jimi Lee Stakes at Arlington Park 
July 13. He was a stakes winner at 2 and 
earlier this year was second in the Ocala 
Breeders’ Sales Sophomore Stakes and 
third in the Grade 3 Derby Trial. He is 
owned by a partnership of our members 
Richard Rendina, Frank Coniglio and Sid 
Ritman, along with Matthew Rebro Jr., 
and trained by Joan Scott.

pa EQUINE COALITION REDUCES 
DIVERSION OF RACE HORSE FUNDS IN 
BUDGET, SAYS STABILITY NEEDED FOR 
FUTURE INVESTMENT AND JOB GROWTH 


July 2, 2013, HARRISBURG, PA-The 
Pennsylvania Equine Coalition announced 
that a provision of state code that resulted 
in the diversion of 17 percent-more than 
$200 million over the last four years-from 
the Race Horse Development Fund has sun¬ 
set with the adoption of the state budget for 
the 2013-2014 fiscal year. The Pennsylvania 
Equine Coalition also partially turned back 
a budget proposal to divert approximately 
$31 million this year from the Race Horse 
Development Fund (RHDF), reducing the 
diversion of funds to $17.6 million. 

The state s horsemen and breeder organi¬ 
zations engaged in an aggressive educational 
campaign throughout the budget process, 
talking with legislators about the negative 
impact that diverting more than $31 million 
would have on the state s racing and breeding 
industries, the economy and jobs. 

“We are relieved that the 17 percent di¬ 
version is over and that the proposal to divert 
$31 million was scaled back, but we remain 
concerned about the long-term impact that 
diverting funds will have on the racing in¬ 
dustry,” said Pete Peterson, spokesperson for 
the Coalition. “Tike any industry, businesses 
involved in horse racing and breeding re¬ 
quire the ability to make long-term calcu¬ 
lations about the viability of the industry. 
When the amount of money available for 
purses and breeders incentives is in constant 
question, it discourages business owners from 
making capital investments and it impacts the 
amount of money owners are willing to in¬ 
vest in Pennsylvania horses.” 


Peterson noted that the state s decision in 
2009 to transfer 17 percent out of the RHDF 
to the state s general fund had a chilling ef¬ 
fect on the state s breeding and horse racing 
industry. He said many investors who would 
have bred to Pennsylvania stallions opted 
not to because of the lack of stability of the 
fund. Similarly, Thoroughbred breeders who 
were considering investing in stallions with 
national profiles to stand at stud in Pennsyl¬ 
vania decided the high-dollar investment was 
too risky. 

“The diversion of monies from their in¬ 
tended purposes in the Race Horse Develop¬ 
ment Fund has negatively impacted breeding 
operations in Pennsylvania and resulted in 
reductions in purses at the states racetracks, 
which impacts horse owners, stable hands, 
trainers, blacksmiths, jockeys, veterinarians, 
and farmers who produce feed,” said Pe¬ 
terson. “Diverting funds creates uncertainty, 
which results in less dollars being invested in 
Pennsylvania, which directly impacts jobs. 

“Breeding of horses is a direct function of 
the stability of the RHDF and the current 
economy,” Peterson continued. “It is a long¬ 
term process of approximately four years. 
Breeders and investors need to feel that they 
have an opportunity for a reasonable return 
on the dollars they spend. That is why sta¬ 
bility of the fund is vital to the long-term 
success of Pennsylvania s racing and breeding 
industry” 

Peterson pointed out, however, that even 
with the ongoing concerns about the stabil¬ 
ity of the RHDF, the racing and breeding in- 








dustry in Pennsylvania has experienced 
a remarkable rebirth since the state le¬ 
galized casino gaming and created the 
RHDF, which is funded through an as¬ 
sessment on slot machine revenues. 

“The racing and breeding indus¬ 
try has accomplished a great deal over 
the past decade, creating tens of thou¬ 
sands of jobs,” said Peterson. “We have 
much to be proud of, but we will never 
know how much more we could have 
accomplished had the funds from the 
Race Horse Development Fund not 
been diverted. Looking to the future, 
we intend to highlight what we have 
accomplished despite the enormous 
uncertainty that has existed in recent 
years, and work to ensure the fund re¬ 
mains stable going forward.” 

Accomplishments as a result of Act 
71, the P^ce Horse Development and 
Gaming Act, include: 

Economic data from the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, released in 2010, 
shows that between 2001 and 2008 the 
value of the racing industry in Penn¬ 
sylvania more than quadrupled thanks 
to Act 71. The Department of Agri¬ 
culture stated that due to the RHDF, 
the overall value of the equine industry 
increased by 380 percent to $3 billion, 
with employment more than tripling 
from 13,870 to more than 41,100. 

The number of Thoroughbred 
mares bred to Pennsylvania stallions 
increased from approximately 1,000 
prior to 2003 to a high point of 1,753 
in 2009 (when the legislature began to 
divert 17 percent from the RHDF and 
the national economy faltered.) 

On the Standardbred side, registrants 
for Sire Stakes have increased more than 
70 percent since the passage of Act 71. 


Over the last five years, the number of 
Standardbred horses registered for the 
Sire Stakes has averaged approximately 
1,750 to 1,800 horses, up significantly 
from the approximately 1,000 regis¬ 
trants prior to 2003. 

With the stagnant economy, the 
number of foals nationally has been 
decreasing, yet the number of Stan¬ 
dardbred foals in Pennsylvania has in¬ 
creased by more than 20 percent over 
the past few years. Pennsylvania-bred 
Thoroughbred numbers on the nation¬ 
al level have also risen sharply: Pennsyl- 
vania-breds made up 5.9 percent of the 
total U.S. foal crop in 2010, compared 
to 2.8 percent in 2004. 

Sires of the 2012 Eclipse Award¬ 
winning Horse of the Year and a Horse 
of the Year finalist are now standing at 
stud in Pennsylvania. The winner of the 
prestigious Horse of the Year Award, 
Wise Dan, was sired by Wisemans 
Ferry of Dana Point Farm in Lenharts- 
ville. Finalist Fort Earned was sired by E 
Dubai, who stands at North view PA in 
Peach Bottom. The fact that these two 
horses are now breeding in Pennsylva¬ 
nia and not Kentucky demonstrates the 
growing national stature of the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

Pennsylvania will host nine graded 
stakes races in 2013, tripling the num¬ 
ber in 2004. In 2012, Pennsylvania 
hosted seven graded stakes. 

As part of the 2013 Kentucky Derby 
weekend at Churchill Downs, Penn¬ 
sylvania-bred 3-year-old filly Princess 
of Sylmar pulled off an upset win in 
the Kentucky Oaks, the Grade 1 “sis¬ 
ter stakes” to the Kentucky Derby. That 
same weekend at Churchill Downs, an¬ 
other Pennsylvania-bred filly. So Many 


Ways, won the Grade 3 Eight Belles 
Stakes. 

Last month, Pennsylvania-sired pacer 
Captaintreacherous (by Hanover Shoe 
Farms stallion Somebeachsomewhere) 
won the $1 million North America 
Cup Final at Mohawk ILaceway in On¬ 
tario, Canada, one of the most presti¬ 
gious races in the Standardbred racing 
industry and the world s richest pacing 
event. Last year, Captaintreacherous be¬ 
came the first 2-year-old pacer in 25 
years to be named Pacer of the Year.

Colonial Downs’

On the one hand, reducing this 
summers meet to five weeks with 
24 race days from last year’s eight 
weeks with 31 days did achieve 
the goal of increasing purses to 
compete with neighboring juris¬ 
dictions. On the other hand, 
overall attendance and total han¬ 
dle declined as did daily atten¬ 
dance and handle. Here are the 
numbers. 

Attendance. Total attendance 
(46,603) and daily average atten¬ 
dance (1,942) decreased from last 
year. Overall attendance for the 
meet, shortened by seven days, 
dropped 25% though daily aver¬ 
age patrons dropped by only 3%. 
This year’s attendance was no 
doubt affected by the unusually 
rainy weather at the New Kent 
track, which resulted in race can¬ 
cellations on four different days. 

Handle. Wagering statistics 
were somewhat mixed. Because 
of the shorter meet aU source 
handle ($14,963,158) decreased 


N ot all celebrations of July 
4th occurred in front of 
the grandstand with fireworks 
and band concerts. The Virginia 
HBPA hosted its annual picnic 
on the backstretch for grooms, 
hot walkers, exercise riders, train¬ 
ers, and their friends. In a tent 
set up in the dormitory area 
about 125 horsemen celebrated 
Independence Day with barbe- 


23% though average daily handle 
($623,465) dropped only 1%. 
Daily average on track handle 
($118,086), on the other hand, 
increased slightly over last season. 

Purses. Daily purses averaged 
$218,767, up nearly 12% over last 
year. More importantly for the 
average horsemen, and in part 
because of the Virginia HBPA’s 
insistence that stakes purses be 
reduced, average overnight purses 
jumped 28%, from $14,506 to 
$18,638 per race. 

The Virginia Breeders’ Fund 
helped boost purses by paying a 
100% owners’ bonus forVirginia- 
breds finishing first through fifth 
in all non-stakes open races. 
Virginia-bred horses made 16% 
of all starts and won 17% of all 
races. 

Field Size. Average field size 
increased to 8.8 from last year’s 
8.4 runners per race. This sum¬ 
mer’s daily card averaged 8.7 races 
while last year’s average was 9.6 
per day. As usual more than 90% 
of all races were on Colonial 
Downs’ huge turf course. 



cued chicken, pork and all the 
fixings. New this year was a 
whole roast pig. 


The number of daily shippers 
increased slightly. About 38% of 
all starters were daily shippers 
compared with last year’s 33% 
figure. That increase may have 
been helped by the daily shuttle 
Colonial ran from Laurel and 
Bowie to the track. The shuttle 
brought in an average seven 
horses per day. 


T his summer, in a departure 
from its usual practice of 
sponsoring a groom training pro¬ 
gram during Colonial’s meet, the 
Virginia HBPA offered an inten¬ 
sive three-day program for indi¬ 
viduals interested in qualifying for 
a Virginia Racing Commission 
trainer’s license. In accordance 
withVRC regulations, to obtain 
a license an applicant who has 
never been licensed as a trainer 
in any racing jurisdiction must 
pass a practical barn test and a 
written examination given by the 
stewards. 

To help prepare individu¬ 
als to take those tests. Dr. Reid 
McLeUan, executive director of 
the national HBPA’s Groom Elite 
Program, designed and taught a 
trainer preparatory program cov- 


Overall the horsemen seemed 
pleased with higher purses but 
were not happy with the short¬ 
ened meet because it limited their 
opportunity to compete for those 
purses.This year average starts per 
horse stabled at the track dropped 
to 2 starts from last year’s 2.5 
starts during the longer eight- 
week meet. No telling yet what 
next year will bring. 


ering, among other things, horse 
anatomy, grooming, tacking, 
race terminology, rules of rac¬ 
ing, training procedures, veteri¬ 
nary practices, drug testing, entry 
procedures, race day practices, 
and claiming rules. Dr. McLeUan 
combined classroom sessions in 
the Virginia HBPA’s budding on 
the back side (above) with track 
visits during training hours. 

Twenty-eight people took 
part in the free program, which 
included lunch from the track 
kitchen. At the end of the course 
a handful of graduates felt con¬ 
fident enough to take the VRC 
administered examinations. As 
a result a number were newly 
licensed as trainers in time to run 
their first horse as a trainer before 
the end of the meet.

Training would be trainers 
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Team Figgins 
makes the grade

T aking time out of his busy 

schedule, Ollie Figgins iii recently 
joined me trackside for a cup 
of coffee to share his iineage, daily 
routine and viewpoint on success. 
When i peered across the table 
my first impression of conditioner 
Figgins was one of a hard-working 
young man with a quick wit 
and indomitable knowledge of 
Thoroughbred racing that far 
surpassed his age (38). Armed 
with a trusty celi phone, sporting 
his habitual baseball cap, and 
carrying numerous condition books, 
Figgins started the conversation 
by mentioning he was born in 
Fredericksburg, Vd., but considers 
West Virginia-or more importantly 
Charles Town - home. 

"From as far back as I can 
remember horses and Thoroughbred 
racing were the foundation of my 
existence," said Figgins."My father, 
Oiiie Figgins Jr., was a jockey (rode 


locaiiy from the 1970s to mid-1990s) 
and it was my dream to emuiate his 
career path. 

"My grandfather, Oiiie Figgins 
Sr., worked for the once mighty 
Buckiand Farm and I cut my teeth at 
Dunvegan Farm for cousin Raymond 
Figgins. Nowadays peopie wouid 
scoff at the stories my brother Jason 
(Figgins's right hand man at the 
barn) and i could tell about working 
from dusk tiii dawn and me starting 
gaiioping at the tender age of 11. 
it aii seems a very long time ago, but 
the iife iessons that I learned have 
been instrumental in where i am 
today." 

During his teens, Figgins attended 
nearby Jefferson Fligh Schooi, where 
prior to ciasses he walked and 
galloped horses for trainer James W. 
Casey. Fiis famiiiarity with the Casey 
cian was substantially heightened 
by his stepfather Red Rowiand, who 
is closing in on three decades of 


employment there. After graduation 
Figgins took his considerable skills 
on the road, stopping at Delaware 
Park for a year under the shedrow 
of Bessie Cruweii before returning 
home and marrying his wife, Carissa. 

"I was free-iancing at Charles 
Town and endeavored to ride a 
few races, but iike most jockeys my 
weight got in the way of my passion," 
remembers Figgins. "To make ends 
meet i tried gaiioping in Maryiand 
for trainers iike James Murphy, Ron 
Cartwright, John Lenzini and Daie 
Capuano, whiie moonlighting as a 
valet at night, in 1996 I had my first 
child, Kelsey, and suddenly my life 
became more about family than 
me." 

Jason Figgins provides more 
background on his brother's career. 

"I think Oiiie received his trainer's 
license in 2005. Fie has always 
loved the industry, and to help pay 
bills once even worked for a local 
company (Variform) on their late 
shift to suppiement his morning 
galloping wages. We joined forces 
approximateiy six years ago and 
have been stabied in barn 21 the 
last five years. Currently we have 37 
horses at Charles Town and 13 at 
the Bowie training center.

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"Ollie is the boss and shares 
his time between both iocations/' 
continued Jason, "i just got off the 
phone with him and he informed 
me that Dance to Bristoi arrived 
safeiy at Saratoga and is resting 
comfortably in her stall after her 
morning exercise." 

Graded stakes winner Dance to 
Bristol is the obvious 'big horse' in the 
Figgins bara but all of the runners 
in his care receive superlative 
attention. Even a novice leaning 
over the rail could spot the well 
turned out horses exiting barn 21 in 
his familiar green bandages and 
green and yellow saddle cloths. 

Another example of the Figgins 
methodology is apparent when 
studying the Equibase yearly 
earnings charts. Since 2008 Figgins' 
horses have amassed $1 million per 
year, and are well poised to have 
their best season yet in 2013. 

In April, 4-year-old Dance to 
Bristol turned in the biggest effort of 
her brilliant career up to that point 
when Xavier Perez guided her to 
victory in the $200,000 Sugar Maple 
Stakes for fillies and mares at Charles 
Town. A stakes winner at 2 and 3, the 
daughter of Speightstown out of the 
winning Louis Quatorze mare Dance 
to Dawn was bred in Kentucky by Mr. 
and Mrs. David Garner. 

Jason recounts the filly's story: 
"Copperville Farm (Susan Waniz) 


purchased the chestnut for $42,000 
out of the 2011 Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
Atlantic (May) sale of 2-year-olds in 
training. This filly has really blossomed 
from her 3-year-old to her 4-year-old 
campaign. Time did her good." 

On June 15, Dance to Bristol 
waltzed to an easy victory in the 
Grade 3 Bed o' Roses Flandicap at 
Belmont Park, providing her owner 
and trainer with their first graded 
stakes win. "She is a filly that is 
well proportioned, but not overly 
muscular," said Ollie Figgins. "Fler 
speed is deceiving because it is 
present at the urging of her jockey, 
but not uncontrollable. She will rate 
and respond to a challenge." 

Dance to Bristol made her 
Saratoga debut a memorable one 
six weeks later, taking the Grade 
2 Flonorable Miss Handicap with 
regular rider Perez aboard. It was 
her sixth consecutive win, boosting 
her record to 17-9-7-0 for earnings of 
$620,880. Figgins hopes the winning 
streak remains intact but is realistic in 
the game he has chosen to support 
his family. 

"I try to make sure that when I 
lead a horse over to the track it's a 
good healthy horse that's prepared 
to run. It may be my father's Marine 
Corps background that imparts a 
sensible approach to training. My 
basic premise is to regularly train a 


horse so I don't have to race them 
into shape." 

As I mentioned earlier, Ollie 
Figgins III may be young by racing 
standards, however as they say, this is 
not his first rodeo. Fans should recall 
the fine job he did with multiple 
stakes winner We're in the Money 
(West Virginia bred champion 
3-year-old filly) and Rouse the Cat. 
The latter, haltered by Figgins for 
$10,000 in December 2007 for Ray 
M. Pennington III, was a turf-loving 
son of Sir Cat who went on to win 
Monmouth Park's John McSorley 
Stakes and place in eight stakes, 
including second-place finishes in 
the Grade 2 Nearctic and Grade 3 
Kennedy Road Stakes at Woodbine.

$250,000 Grand National highlights 
NSA’s rich Fail Championship Season 


The National Steeplechase Association’s Fall 
Championship Season opens in September and 
features races that will be instrumental in deter¬ 
mining divisional championships, the Lonesome 
Glory Champions Award for the year’s leading 
earner, and the Eclipse Award. Total purses 
exceed $ 1.7-million. 

The schedule includes three Grade 1 races, the 
$150,000 Lonesome Glory Stakes at Belmont 
Park on Thursday, Sept. 19; the $250,000 Grand 
National at the Far Hills Races on Saturday, Oct. 
19; and the season-ending $100,000 Marion 
duPont Scott Colonial Cup in Camden, S.C., on 
Saturday, Nov. 23. 

In past seasons, those races have played ma¬ 
jor roles in determining the year’s champions. 
In 2010, Slip Away won the Lonesome Glory 
Champions Award with his Colonial Cup vic¬ 
tory. In the past two seasons, a victory in the 
Grand National locked up titles for Pierrot 
Lunaire, who also won the Lonesome Glory last 
year, and Black Jack Blues, the 2011 winner. All 
three were voted Eclipse Awards. 

The Far Hills meet in central New Jersey 
again will be theNSA’s richest meet of the year, 
with $500,000 in purses on the line. Also on 
the Oct. 19 program is the $100,000 Foxbrook 
Champion Hurdle for novices, the rising-star 
division for horses in their first seasons of racing 
over fences. Far Hills increased the Foxbrook 
purse by $25,000 for this year’s meet. 

The novices also will be in action in $75,000 
William Entenmann Novice Stakes at Belmont 
on Sept. 19 and the $50,000 AFLAC Supreme 
Hurdle at the Steeplechase at Callaway in Pine 
Mountain, Ga., on Saturday, Nov. 2. 

The Far Hills and Callaway meets also will 
feature the fall season’s two stakes races for fil¬ 
lies and mares, the $50,000 Peapack at Far Hills 
and Callaway’s $30,000 Crown Royal Stakes. 

The NSA’s youngest competitors, members of 
the three-year-old division, will be featured at 
two meets, in the $25,000 Gladstone Stakes at 
Far Hills and the $25,000 Raymond G. Woolfe 
Memorial at the Colonial Cup. 

Virginia always hosts a strong timber lineup, 
and the fall schedule kicks off with the $35,000 
National Sporting Library Chronicle Cup at the 
Virginia Fall Races in Middleburg on Saturday, 
Oct. 5. Two weeks later, the timber horses will 
be in action in the $50,000 International Gold 
Cup at The Plains. 

Timber racing also will be featured at Shawan 
Downs in suburban Baltimore on Saturday, 
Sept. 28. Also on the fall timber stakes schedule 
are the $25,000 Genesee Valley Hunt Cup in

In Memoriam 


JOEL KLIGMAN 

Longtime New Jersey owner/breeder 
Joel Kligman, 79, of Colts Neck, died 
July 4 after a battle with Parkinson's dis¬ 
ease. Born in Newark, N.J., he lived in 
Monmouth County since 1961, and raced 
at Monmouth Park for more than 50 years. 

A graduate of Rider College, where 
he received a full basketball scholarship, 
Mr. Kligman was a self-employed builder/ 
developer and went on to build, own and 
operate two Holiday Inns in New Jersey. 

Mr. Kligman first became a Thorough¬ 
bred owner as a partner with his brother in 
1957. This past June, when his homebred 
Richiefromshoprite won Monmouth's Dan 
Horn Handicap, Mr. Kligman had won at 
least one race at the track for 55 consecu¬ 
tive years. In 2009, Mr. Kligman received 
Monmouth's Virgd “Buddy" Raines Dis¬ 
tinguished Achievement Award. 

Mr. Khgman's top runners included 
multiple stakes-winning homebred Jersey 

D. HARCOURT LEES JR. 

With the passing of Douglas Harcourt 
Lees Jr. July 21, Warrenton and Fauquier 
County, Va., lost not only a respected 
businessman and sportsman but also a 
living hnk to a simpler time of grace and 
civility. 

Mr. Lees, 91, suffered a stroke July 9 
and was hospitalized briefly before return¬ 
ing to Blackrock, the Lees family home in 
Warrenton. Growing up at Blackrock, Mr. 
Lees became interested at an early age in 
horses and riding, attending his first 
Virginia Gold Cup in 1931 and first 
Maryland Hunt Cup in 1935, rarely ever 
missing a race. 

The father of Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
contributing photographer Douglas Lees 
followed racing and enjoyed foxhunting, 
riding a number of accomplished Thor¬ 
oughbreds, including AppoUon, Frozen 
Slave and Manchu Prince. Mr. Lees served 
as the Master of Foxhounds (MFH) of 
the Warrenton Hunt from 1968-'71 and 
as a joint master from 1971-'81. 

Mr. Lees organized joint meets with 
hunts of Benjamin Hardaway's Midland 
Foxhounds, Wilbur Hubbard's Kent 
County Hounds, Green Spring and 
Elktidge-Harford hunts in Maryland. 

In November 1979, Mr. Lees orga¬ 
nized a joint meet with Elkridge-Harford 
Hunt at New Covert near Madonna, Md., 
for 19 members of the Warrenton Hunt. 
“Harcourt was one of my heroes — a true, 
old fashioned Southern gentleman,"

ARTHUR JOHN MCCASHIN JR. 

North Carohna horseman Arthur John 
McCashin Jr., of MocksviUe, passed away 
Aug. 1. He was 74. 

Mr. McCashin was the founder and co¬ 
owner of Thoroughbred Training Center 
with his wife Susan Beth McCashin. In 
addition, he was an official at National 
Steeplechase Association meets in the area 
and co-founded the Davie County Animal 
Protection Society in 1971. 

Mr. McCashin also co-founded the 
North Carolina Hunter Jumper Associ¬ 
ation and was a licensed “A" judge. He 
was the president of National Horse 
Carrier's Association for many years, hav¬ 
ing his own business with Carohna Horse 
Transportation for 18 years. 


noted H. Turney McKnight, ex-MFH of 
the Elkridge-Harford Hunt. 

Over the years, Mr. Lees was always a 
welcome guest at local hunt meets, con¬ 
tinuing to foxhunt, often with the Orange 
County Hounds, until he was 80. 

Mr. Lees'involvement with the Virginia 
Gold Cup Races that started as a boy con¬ 
tinued throughout his adulthood, and in 
2003, he was awarded the Virginia Gold 
Cup Medal by race chairman Dr. Wilham 
H. Allison for serving for more than 50 
years on the VGC executive committee. 

Mr. Lees served in the Army dur¬ 
ing World War II, and was stationed in 
England, France and Germany. After his 
discharge, he joined his father at DH. 
Lees and Company, an insurance and real 
estate business. 

In 1948, he married Eleanor “Scottie" 
Torrence Thomson, who also had deep 
roots in Warrenton on her mother's side 
through the Ranlett and Semmes families. 
The couple enjoyed foxhunting together, 
as well as raising generations of West 
Highland White Terriers, which became a 
family trademark. 

In 1980, Scottie Lees was severely 
injured in a foxhunting accident and con¬ 
fined to a wheelchair until her death in 
2000. Throughout this time, Mr. Lees pro¬ 
vided the utmost care for Scottie, bringing 
her to mass at St. John the Evangelist 
Cathohc Church and to gatherings with 
friends in order to maintain her connec¬ 
tions.

Maryland owner, breeder and racing fan 
Anthony John Sniadowski Jr., 82, died June 
25 at his home in Elkton, Md. Mr. Snia¬ 
dowski owned Lyons Pharmacy in Elkton 
and was a regular at Delaware Park, Fair HiU 
and the Maryland tracks. 

As a breeder, Mr. Sniadowski produced 
Sonofaqueen, who won 18 of 71 starts, and 
12-time winner Victocratic among others. 
A published obituary stated that he would 
have made more money in racing except 
“everybody had to have a win picture."

Judith Firestone ^‘Judy" Thiel, 74, wife 
of Dale K. Thiel of Camden, S.C., died 
Aug. 2. She was born in Memphis, Tenn., 
the daughter of the late Raymond C. and 
Laura A. Lisk Firestone. 

Mrs. Thiel was a lifetime horse enthu¬ 
siast who showed at many major horse 
shows, was an avid foxhunter and longtime 
master of the Camden Hunt where she 
was named lifetime honorary master. She 
was a longtime supporter of The Kershaw 
County Humane Society and benefactor 
for The Walter M. Crowe Animal Shelter.

But trainer 
Bobby Frankel once again 
spoiled the party, sending out 
a sharp and fresh Peace Rules 
to a hand-ridden 1L4-Iength 
victory over Sky Mesa, with 
Funny Cide another 9 lengths 
back in third. 

A stablemate of Beknont 
Stakes winner Empire Maker, 
who dashed the Triple Crown 
aspirations of Funny Cide 
eight weeks earlier. Peace 
Rules was owned by Edmund 
Gann, whose stable included 
top older horse MedagHa 
d'Oro, winner of the Whimey 
Handicap-Gl a day earker. 
Both Grade 1 winners were 
selected for Gann by former Mid- 
Atlantic ttainer and well-known 
bloodstock agent Mark Reid. 

Peace Rules, who hadfinished 
third behind Funny Cide in the 
Kentucky Derby andfourth to him 
in the Preakness, returned less than 
three weeks later to finish second in 
the Travers Stakes-G1. 

Funny Cide exited the Haskell 
with a fever, and returned to be 
well-beaten in his only other start 
of the year, the Breeders' Cup 
Classic-G1, but his early exploits 


earned him the Eclipse Awardfor 
champion 3-year-old male. 

B Fair Hill Training Center in 
northeastern Maryland-‘‘an 
idea before its time,” according 
to co-founder and trainer Dr. 
John R.S. Fisher-was celebrat¬ 
ing its 20th anniversary, after a 
somewhat bumpy ride. 

The first residents-horses 
from the stables of two of the 
three initial investors, Fisher 
and George Strawbridge’s 
Augustin Stable—moved in 
during the summer of 1983 
(The third investor was Gene 
Weymouth). But despite 
on-track successes. Fair Hill 
struggled to find additional 
investors and lacked funds to 
build additional barns or a dirt 
track. A brief respite came 
during management by Fasig- 
Tipton in the mid-1980s, but 
by the 1990s, the project was 
faihng. The turnaround began 


when Delaware Park’s business 
began to surge. 

Major stables settled in 
and barns filled, and Fair 
HiU became a success story. 
“It’s a great environment for 
the horse, and that hasn’t 
changed,” said full-time man¬ 
ager Sally Goswell. “People tell 
me all the time ‘If you can’t 
train a horse at Fair HiU, you 
can’t train a horse anywhere.’” 

B Country Life Farm stal- 
Uon Mahbu Moon was having 
a sensational summer. His 
first winner. Perfect Moon, 
became his first stakes winner, 
in graded company no less, 
by taking HoUywood Park’s 
Grade 3 HoUywood Juvenile 
Championship in July. The 
bay gelding was urged on to a 
2k2-length victory by Patrick 
Valenzuela for owner Anna- 
beUe Smte and The Hat Ranch 
and trainer Mel Stute, who also 
trained Mahbu Moon. 


A few weeks earUer, 
another Mahbu Moon gelding. 
Declan’s Moon, caught the 
attention of trainer Barclay 
Tagg, who pinned him first 
in one of the classes at the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association’s yearhng show. 
Bred and owned by Brice and 
Mary Anne Ridgely, Declan’s 
Moon missed out on champi¬ 
onship honors, as the trophy 
went to his relative Katie’s 
Love. The daughter of Not 
For Love, also bred and owned 
by the Ridgelys, was a half- 
sister to Declan’s Moon’s dam 
Vee Vee Star. 

25years ago 

B “It was as if a bomb had 
dropped,” said longtime gen¬ 
eral manager Joe Hickey at the 
announcement that Windfields 
Farm would cease Maryland 
operations effective Aug. 31. 

Some changes had been 
anticipated in the aftermath of 
Northern Dancer’s retirement 
the previous year, but news of 
the farm’s imminent closing 
caught everyone, including the 
farm’s 60 full-time employees, 
completely off-guard. 

“When bloodstock 
prices were high and we had 
Northern Dancer yearhngs 
to seU, we could absorb the 
overhead in Maryland,” stated 
Windfields president Charles 
Taylor in a printed release. 
“With today’s market, that’s no 
longer the case. . .” 

Quick into action was 
AUaire duPont, who with 
other prominent local horse 
people, among them Richard 
Golden, formed an ad hoc 
committee in an effort to keep 
the 12 Windfields staUions in 
Maryland. 

B Pensioned 27-year-old 
staUion Northern Dancer, who 
would remain at Windfields to 
hve out his hfe, had his final 
full crop of yearhngs sell at the 
Keeneland select sale. Seven of 
his offspring went through the 
ring at an average of $945,714. 
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It marked the 12th time that 
the great stallion topped the 
list of sires at the sale. 

The most expensive of the 
Northern Dancer offerings 
was a colt out of European 
champion Detroit (Fr), pur¬ 
chased by Darley Stud Man¬ 
agement for $2.45 million. The 
sale’s top-priced filly was his 
daughter out of Betty’s Secret, 
sold by Windfields to Robert 
Sangster for $1 million. 

B The most outstanding 
juvenile to make his debut in 
New York over the summer 
was the Maryland-bred Seattle 
Slew colt Houston, winning 
his first start by I 2 V 2 lengths 
at Belmont Park for trainer D. 
Wayne Lukas, who purchased 
him for $2.9 miUion the pre¬ 
vious year at the Keeneland 
select sale. Racing in the colors 
of L.R. French Jr., the colt 
elicited the following from the 
Washington Posfs> Andy Beyer: 
^‘The consummate ease with 
which Houston did it had to 
make even the most jaded spe- 
cators feel a shiver of excite¬ 
ment.” 

A son of champion Smart 
Angle, Houston was bred by 
Eleanor Sparenberg’s Ross 
Valley Farm in Sparks. 

B The first Maryland-bred 
juvenile stakes winner of 1988 
was David and JoAnn 
Hayden’s homebred Safely 
Kept. Trained by Carlos 
Garcia, the big-bodied 
Horatius filly aired by IV 2 
lengths in Pimlico’s Playpen 
Stakes July 24. 

A ^‘big, elegant, attractive, 
correct” filly. Safely Kept was 
the ^‘best foal we’ve ever had 
on our farm-^^^r/’ said David 
Hayden after the score. ‘Tf she 
can run to her looks, she’ll be 
a champion.” 

A bit of trivia: future graded 
stakes winner Houston and Eclipse 
Award-winner and Hall of Earner 
Safely Kept were foaled on the same 
day-April 7, 1986. 

B “The last vestige of the old 
Sagamore Farm regime was 
swept away this summer, with 
the death of Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt’s aged but stiU 
active stallion Restless Native,”

reported the Maryland Horse on 
his death July 2. 

Bred and owned through¬ 
out his life by Vanderbilt, the 
28-year-old son of Vanderbilt’s 
champions Native Dancer and 
Next Move had been officially 
pensioned at the end of the 
1987 breeding season, but 
returned to action to cover 
12 mares in 1988, with nine 
examined in foal. With crops 
stiU to come, his best runners 
included Grade 1 -winning fil¬ 
lies Dismasted and Twixt. 

B The recent accomphsh- 
ments of stakes winners Due 
North and Smart ’n Quick 
highlighted the operation of 
Maryland breeders John and 
Kitty Merryman at their The 
Orebanks farm in Sparks. 

‘What’s happpened with 
their horses is a beautiful 
example of the fact that you 
don’t have to spend a fortune 
in the business,” said their 
daughter and longtime trainer 
Katy Voss. “But it shouldn’t be 
taken the wrong way. Pedigrees 
and crosses are something 
they’ve dealt with all their 
lives.” 

The couple’s four founda¬ 
tion broodmares were pur¬ 
chased in the 1960s and early 
’70s for a total of $10,700. 
Among the descendants were 
Merryman runners Twixt, 

Lady Lyndy (dam of Smart 
’n Quick), Due North and 
Pistol White. The Merrymans 
were awarded the 1987 TOBA 
award in recognition of their 
success racing homebreds. 


B Disaster was narrowly 
averted at Glade Valley when 
the farm’s stallion barn caught 
fire after being struck by light¬ 
ning. Six stallions were inside 
at the time —among them lead¬ 
ing sire Rollicking, Shelter 
Half and Spring Double—aU 
were led to safety. 

‘We’re depressed about 
losing the barn,” said farm 
manager Larry Murray. “But 
the only way to look at it is 
that it could have been a whole 
lot worse.” 

The basic structure of the 
barn was saved, and plans 
were to rebuild it exactly as it 
was, according to Murray. 

50years ago 

B Snowden Carter visited 
with Ella K. Bryson, widow of 
G. Ray Bryson, who was once 
described as “probably the 
greatest horse trader ever to 
settle in Maryland.” 

Mrs. Bryson was still 
breeding horses at her Elray 
Farm, but on a far smaller 
scale than when her husband 
was aHve, when there were as 
many as 400 horses. “He had 
four farms right in this area,” 
said farm manager Charhe 
Tim anus. “And he had them 
loaded with horses. Then he 
had horses in Kentucky and 
Virginia. Besides the horses on 
the farm, he had three train¬ 
ers going with three separate 
stables.” 

The Brysons settled in 
Maryland in 1936, and Mr. 


Bryson soon acquired the site 
of the Harford County fair. 

“It was there that he built Bel 
Air race track, and it remained 
under his ownership and con¬ 
trol until his death in 1958,” 
wrote Carter. 

B The first horse purchased 
by 38-year-old automobile 
dealer David L. Brooks, a 
3-year-old filly named Miss 
Ceramic, won less than a 
month later. Brooks and his 
wife Kit had visited the offices 
of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association for months 
poring over reference books, 
and made their purchase at 
Saratoga, with their trainer 
Louis Pascal at their side. 

The couple planned to breed 
horses at their Hillstead Farm 
in Lutherville, Md. 

Less than a decade later, Brooks 
was involved in one of the greatest 
syndications in history, purchasing 
a share of 2-year-old champion 
Secretariat. 

B “Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 
Restless Native is commencing 
to develop into a 3-year-old of 
considerable class. Unraced at 
2. . . (he) seems ready now to 
enter stakes competition fol¬ 
lowing two straight victories at 
Saratoga,” came the report on 
Native Dancer’s son. 

His racing career lasted one 
month, and after losing his third 
start. Restless Native retired to 
Sagamore Farm to stand alongside 
his sire. His studfee hisfirst year 
was $500. In his first full crop of 
16 foals, all started and won.

We asked our social fans: ''Who took you to the track 
for the first time?’' 

❖ Marilyn Payne-Doetsch: My grandfather lived just a couple blocks 
from Pimlico. (He) took me out for ice cream aU the time. Went 
to the track and got the bug. Got my first pony at age 5 and 45 
years still addicted. 

♦♦♦ Fisa Hemelt Hall: My dad took me to Pimhco July 4,1978, 
and I have been going ever since. I was instantly hooked, and 
the atmosphere is like no other. From the paddock to the finish, 
the excitement is indescribable. Racing has become my greatest 
passion. 

❖ Heidi Lear: I was going to College America to become a med¬ 
ical assistant and saw a scholarship program at my vet’s for the 
racetrack. Did the scholarship thing at the track and then I quit 
college and now Pm a racehorse trainer and love it, I couldn’t see 
myself doing anything else but horses and the racetrack Hfe. 

Don Miller: In 1953 at 15, my dad drove me to the old Jamaica 
racetrack to meet a Pinkerton guard who was to take me to meet 
Charhe Reynolds. (He) put me on his pony to gaUop around the 
track. Next day I went to work. A week later I was sent to Aiken 
to learn how to gallop horses. That’s my first time to a racetrack. 


❖ Michael Cusortelli: I was working on the college newspaper and 
was taken by a friend (the sports editor) to Bay Meadows. It was 
November 1975.1 was 18. He was a big Bill Shoemaker fan, 
and Shoe was riding in the feature race that day, the California 
Juvenile Stakes ($100,000 races were still rare in those days, so it 
was a big deal). Shoe didn’t win. The winner was Telly’s Pop, a 
2-year-old part-owned by Telly Savalas and trained by Mel Smte. 
What hooked me? Simply put, I’d never to that point attended 

a sporting event where EVERYBODY in the stands (and they 
were packed) was into what was going on on the track. EVERY¬ 
BODY had an opinion. I was fascinated, and I kept going back 
and back, and I eventually decided to make a career for myself in 
the industry. 

❖ Bobby Lillis: My mom and stepfather took me to Detroit Race 
Course in 1969 when I was 15. Until then I never saw a horse in 
my life (except in storybooks). I started working as hotwalker, 
groom, then on a farm, learned to ride and worked every other 
job in between. The racetrack as I know it, is a land of many 
opportunities, and has truly has become my passion and my 
livelihood. 

♦♦♦ Cofinne Cavallo: I went to Monmouth Park when I was about 
6 or 7 with a friend’s parent. He asked me to pick the winning 
horse. I remember eying the paddock and deciding that the dark 
bay, number 2, would win. He won $300 off my choice and I was 
hooked for Hfe.
